And  upon  the  apprehending  of  Runaways,  if  the  Mafter  or  Miftrefs 
be  known,  the  Servant  fhall  be  carried  to  the  Matter's  or  Miftrefs's  neareft  Home, 
on  Penalty  of  Forty  Shillings ;  if  not  known,  to  the  next  common  Gaol,  and 
the  Bringer  to  receive  of  Mafter,  Miftrefs,  or  Gaoler,  Eight-Pence  per  Mile,  fo

known  broad  Paths  within  this  Ifland,  leading  to  Church  and  Market, 
and  for  laying  out  new  Highways,  and  turning  old  Highways,  where  it  mall  be 
needful,  be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  Affembly, 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  That  the 
Veftry  of  each  Parifh,  or  the  major  Part  of  them,  fhall,  on  every  third  Monday  ftywhom  Sar- 
in 'January,  before  Noon,  at  their  Parifh  Church,  or  other  convenient  Place,  bechoferTfff*.

Debts,  fcfr.  wherein  Titles  of  Lands  are  not  concerned,  fhall  and  may  be  heard,  adjudged, 
not  exceeding  and  determined  by  any  of  his  Majefty's  Juftices  of  the  Peace  of  this  Ifland,  with- 
determined by *n  t^eir  refpedtive  Precincts,  without  Appeal;  which  faid  Juftices  are  hereby 
the  Juftices.   required,  upon  Complaint  made,  to  grant  a  Warrant  or  Summons  againft  the 
Perfon  complained  of,  thereby  requiring  him  to  appear  and  anfwer  the  faid 
Complaint ;  and  in  cafe  of  Non-appearance,  to  iffue  out  a  Warrant  of  Con-

WHEREAS  nothing  can  more  contribute  to  his  Sacred  Majefty's  Ho- 
nour, than  that  fuch  Articles  as  are  concluded  and  agreed  on  in  all 
Treaties  of  Peace,  mould  by  all  his  Majefty's  Subjects,  according  to  their  Duty, 
be  moft  inviolably  preferved  and  kept  in  and  over  all  his  Majefty's  Dominions 
and  Territories;  and  whereas,  not  only  againft  fuch  Treaties  of  Peace  made  by 
his  Majefty  with  his  Allies,  but  alfo  contrary  to  his  Maje;  '.y's  Royal  Proclama- 
tion, feveral  of  his  Subjects  have,  and  do  continually  *go  off  from  this  his  Ma- 
jefty's Ifland  of^wtf/^intoforeign  Princes  Services,  and  fail  under  their  Com- 
miffions,  contrary  to  their  Duty  and  good  Allegiance,  and  by  fair  Means  cannot 
be  reftrained  fromfo  doing;  be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council,

II.  For  a  Boat,  or  Wherry,  from  Pajfage  Fort  to  Port  Royal,  Salt  Ponds,  or  Perfons. 
St.  Andrews,  or  from  St.  Andrews  to  Pajfage  Fort,  or  backwards  from  any  of 

the  aforefaid  Places  in  the  Day-time,  Two  Shillings  and  Six-Pence,  and  in  the 
Night,  Three  Shillings  ;  and  at  ufual  Times  when  there  are  Six  Paflengers  or 
more,  of  every  Perfon,  Six-Pence  :  And  whatfoever  Wherryman  fhall  refufe  to 
carry  any  Perfon  to  or  from  the  aforefaid  Places  at  the  Rate  aforementioned,  (hall

ORASMUCH  as  it  hath  been  found  by  Experience,  that  the  Act,  entitu-  Act  25.

the  feveral  Abufes  by  fundry  evil-difpofed  Surveyors  formerly,  and  now  alfo  often 
done  and  committed,  contrary  to  their  Duty  and  the  Truft  repofed  in  them,  to 
the  Damage  of  his  Majefty,  and  of  his  liege  People  of  this  Ifland,  and  which

FORASMUCH  as  it  hath  pleafed  Almighty  God,  the  great  Creator  and  Act  31. 
Judge  of  Heaven  and  Earth,  on  the  Seventh  Day  of  June,  One  Thoufand 
Six  Hundred  Ninety-two,  juftly  to  punifh  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Ifland  for  their 
manifold  Sins  and  Wickedneffes  committed  againft  his  Divine  Majefty,  by  a  mod 
terrible  and  dreadful  Earthquake,  which  not  only  laid  wafte  our  Eftates  and 
Places  of  Habitation  in  general,  but  alfo  deftroyed  many  Hundreds  of  People; 
which  tremendous  Judgment  was  fucceeded  by  a  raging  Sicknefs  and  Mortality, 
that  few  or  no  Families  efcaped  :  Now,  that  fo  fignal  a  Vifitation  may  be  had  in

WHEREAS  by  the  late  dreadful  Earthquake,  and  later  Defcent  of  the  Act  39.. 
French  Enemy  upon  this  his  Majefty's  Ifland,  fome  of  the  Records  have 
been  totally  loft,  fome  deftroyed  and  fpoiled,  and  many  Writings,  Evidences, 
and  Conveyances,  belonging  to  feveral  of  the  Inhabitants,  either  burnt,  funk, 
or  deftroved,  or  otherwile  may  be  found  deficient ;  wherebv  it  becomes  difficult, 
if  not  impoffible,  juftly  to  determine  each  Perfon's  Right  and  Title,  which  hath 
already  occalioned  many  troublefome  Law-fuits,  and  like  to  procure  many  more; 
and,  if  not  timely  prevented  by  fome  good  Law,  may  tend  to  the  utter  Ruin  of

any  of  the  Perfons  as  aforefaid  fhall  not  commence  his,  her,  or  their  Action 
within  the  faid  Three  Years,  or  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  being  abfent  from  this 
Ifland  at  the  Time  of  the  parting  of  this  Act,  fhall  not  within  the  Space  of 
Three  Years  next  enfuing,  commence  his,  her,  or  their  Action,  every  fuch  Per- 
fon fhall  be,  and  are  hereby  for  ever  debarred  from  bringing  or  commencing  any 
fuch  Suit :  But  if  any  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons,  as  aforefaid,  fhall  bring  anv  man-

WHEREAS  the  runaway  and  rebellious  Negroes  in  this  Ifland  have  0 
late  murdered  feveral  of  the  Inhabitants  thereof,  as  well  white  Perfons 
as  Negroes,  and  have  plundered  and  deftroyed  many  of  the  fmall  and  Out-fettle- 
ments,  and  do  ftill  in  great  Numbers  continue  doing  what  Robberies  and  other 
Mifchiefs  they  are  able,  and  daily  increafe  their  Numbers,  by  other  Negroes  run- 
ning away  and  joining  with  them,  which  may  be  of  fatal  Confequence,  if  not 
timely  fupprelTed,  by  taking  fome  fpeedy  Courfe  to  reduce  them  ;  be  it  therefore 
enacted  by  his  Majefty's  Lieutenant-Governor,  Council,  and  AfTembly,  and  it  is 
hereby  enacted  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  That  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  Colonel  of  every  Regiment  or  Parifh  in  this  Ifland,  or  in  his  Abfence  the  next 
Commanding-Officer  of  the  faid  Regiment  or  Parifh,  on  Notice  to  him  given  of 
any  confiderable  Number  of  Negroes  run  away  or  in  Rebellion,  to  raife  and  fend 
out  fuch-  Party  or  Parties  of  Men,  as  he  fhall  think  convenient  to  reduce  fuch 
runaway  or  rebellious  Negroes. 

II.  And  for  the  better  Encouragement  of  fuch  Men  to  go  out  and  fupprefs

Negroes,  not  only  within  the  Limits  and  Bounds  of  their  own  Precincts,  but 
alfo  in  any  other  adjoining  Precinct,  until  any  One  of  the  Commiffion-OfBcers  of 
that  Precinct  where  the  Party  then  is,  mall  have  Notice  from  the  Commander 
of  the  faid  Party  to  raife  another  Party  to  follow  the  faid  Rebels  or  Runaways, 
nor  prefume  to  return  to  their  Habitations,  until  they  have  either  reduced  the  faid 
runaway  or  rebellious  Negroes,  or  that  the  other  Party  be  raifed,  or  that  they  have 
been  out  in  the  Purfuit  of  them  One  whole  Month,  if  not  fooner  recalled  by  their

Lofs  of  Time,  and  great  Expence,  cannot  convene  and  appear  on  publick  Oc- 
cafions,  either  at  Church,  Election  of  Members  to  ferve  as  Reprefentatives  in 
Affemblies,  choofing  Church-wardens  or  Veftrymen,  laying  on  Taxes,  appoint^ 
ing  Surveyors,  and  many  other  Privileges,  as  Subjects  of  England,  are  thereby 
loft :  And  whereas  the  Quantity  of  Land,  Number  of  Settlements,  and  Inha- 
bitants contained  in  the  faid  Parifh,  are  fufficient  for  Two  feveral  and  diftinct

longing to  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Ifland  were  burnt  and  deftroyed  ;  whereby  the

Gunpowder  in  great  Quantities  upon  Port  Royal,  and  the  covering  the 
Houfes  with  Shingles  brought  from  the  Northward,  was  in  great  Meafure  the 
Occafion  of  the  Deftruction  of  the  faid  Place,  by  the  late  dreadful  Fire  ;  for  the 
Prevention  whereof  for  the  future,  be  it  enacted  by  your  Majefty's  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  Council,  and  Affembly,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  and  ordained  by  the

WHEREAS  the  prefent  Highway  from  St.Jago  delaVega  into  the  Parifhes  Act  50. 
of  St.  Elizabeth  and  W eftmor -eland,  in  that  Part  from  Swift  River  over 
Long  Bay  and  the  Devil's  Race,  is  very  inconvenient  and  dangerous,  by  reafon  of 
the  Quick-fands  along  the  Sea-fhore,  and  the  Narrownefs  and  Difficulty  of  the 
Pafs  over  the  Devil's  Race  :  And  whereas  by  feveral  credible  Perfons  that  have 
travelled  in  the  Woods  and  Mountains  between  Porus  Savanna  in  the  Parifh  of 
Clarendon,  and  Forjlers  Plantation  in  the  Parifh  of  St.  Elizabeth,  it  hath  been

which  Forfeiture  fhall  be  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Informer,  and  the  other  to  the 
Church-wardens  for  the  Time  being,  to  and  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Poor  of  the  faid 
Parifh,  or  whatever  other  charitable  Ufe  the  Juftices  and  Veftry  of  the  faid  Parifh 
mall  think  fit.

upon  Col.  William  Wy,  the  King's  Road,  Arthur  Turner,  George  Ojborne,  Ed- 
ward Green,  Edward  Brumpfield,  Robert  Barrijfe,  Richard  Twarton,  and  Capt. 
Cbrijlopher  Horner ;  South,  on  the  faid  Homer  and  Richard  Barriff'e ;  Eafterly,  on 
Mr.  John  Lory,  Capt.  Homer, ;  the  Sea  and  Morafs,  Robert  Windall,  Peter  Kill- 
by,  and  JohnLoyd;  North-eafterly,  on  Valentine  Munby ;  and  Eaft,  on  Capt. 
Henry  Rymes,  as  by  the  Plat  thereof  to  the  faid  Patent  annexed  appears)  to  have 
and  to  hold  the  fame  Premifles,  with  their  and  every  of  their  Appurtenances,  un- 
to him  the  faid  Robert  Varney,  his  Heirs  and  Affigns  for  ever,  under  fuch  Rents, 
Provifoes,  Conditions,  and  Services,  as  are  therein  and  thereby  more  particularly 
exprefied  and  fet  forth  :  And  whereas  the  faid  Two  thoufand  and  fix  hundred 
Acres  of  Land  were  patented  by  the  laid  Robert  Varney  in  his  Name,  in  Truft

WHEREAS,  through  the  Neceffity  of  fending  the  Youth  of  this  lfland  to  Act  — 
Great  Britain  for  Education,  very  many  have  considerably  fuffered  in 
their  Eftates,  by  the  Death  of  their  Anceftors  during  their  Abfence,  for  want  of 
Inventories  being  returned  into  the  Secretary's  Office  of  the  Perfonal  Eftate  their 
Anceftors  were  poffeffed  of  at  the  Time  of  their  Death  :  And  whereas  it  has  fre- 
quently happened,  that  during  the  Abode  of  fuch  Youth  in  Great  Britain  (which 
often  continues  for  Ten  or  Fifteen  Years)  not  only  their  immediate  Anceftors,  but 
the  Executors  of  fuch  Anceftors  have  died,  whereby  their  Eftates  have  fallen  into 
the  Hands,  and  under  the  Management  of  Executors  or  Adminiftrators  to  fuch 
Executors,  who  have  been  Strangers  to  the  htft  Teftators ;  and  no  Inventory  hav- 
ing been  made  by  the  Executors,  it  has  been  .impoffible  to  difcover  the  Teftator's 
Eftate  :  And  fuch  Orphans  at  their  Return  to  this  lfland  have  found  their  Eftates 
very  much  wafted  and  impaired ;  and  fome  have  been  entirely  ruined,  notwith- 
ftanding that  Parents  have  died  poffeffed  of  very  large  Perfonal  Eftates.

plying the  fame  to  feveral  Ufes,  among  other  things,  it  is  therein  enacted,  That  in 
each  refpective  Parifh  within  this  Ifland,  where  there  is  not  kept  one  white  Man 
capable  of  bearing  Arms,  or  a  white  Woman,  Boy,  or  Girl,  above  the  Age  of 
fourteen,  as  fhall  hereafter  arrive,  in  purfuance  of  the  Act  aforefaid,  for  every 
twenty-four  Slaves  young  or  old,  one  hundred  and  twenty  Horfes,  Mares,  Mules, 
AfTes,  and  neat  Cattle,  mall  pay  the  Sum  of  five  Shillings  per  Week,  and  fo  in 
Proportion  to  a  lefTer  Number,  not  amounting  to  a  Deficiency ;  provided,  that 
every  free  Mulatto,  above  the  Age  of  fixteen,  (hall  pafs  for  half  a  Deficiency:

medy whereof  be  it  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  if  any  Tenant,  by  p^j-"ncscr^" 
the  Courtefy  of  England,  Tenants  in  Dower,  whilft  a  Widow,  or  any  Second  ;ng  Negroes 
or  other  Hufband  of  fuch  Tenant  in  Dower,  or  any  Tenant  for  Life  or  Years,  off  this  Jfland. 
or  any  Mortgager,  or  any  Perfon  claiming  by,  from,  or  under  him,  fhall  fend  off

of  fuch  particular  Eftate,  mould  come  to  or  defcend,  he,  fhe,  or  they  fo  or  en  ling 
as  aforefaid,  fhall,  for  every  Negro  or  Slave  fo  fent  off  from  this  Ifland,  forfeit 011  Penalty  of 
the  Sum  of  One  hundred  Pounds  to  the  Mortgagee,  or  others  claiming  under  100 1' 
him,  her,  or  them,  or  him  her  or  them  in  Reverfion  or  Remainder,  or  to  whom 
fuch  Negroe  or  Slave  mould  or  might  come  after  the  Determination  of  fuch  par- 
ticular Eftate. 

V.  And  whereas  very  great  and  many  Inconveniencies  have  for  fome  Time 
paft  ariien,  and  do  daily  arife  to  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Ifland,  particularly  to  the 
Inhabitants  of  the  three  Towns  of  St.  J  ago  de  la  Vega,  Port  Royal  and  Kingston  > 
by  reafon  that  feveral  Slaves  belonging  to  unknown  Perfons  in  this  Ifland  are 
clandeftinely  allowed,  and  do  daily  frequent  the  carrying  on  a  private  Trade, 
either  on  their  own  Accounts,  or  on  Account  of  their  Owners  or  Employers, 
for  Arms,  Ammunition,  Proviflons,  and  other  Neceffaries  ;  and  alfo  to  hire 
themfelves  out  to  work  for  a  (horter  or  longer  Time,  and  for  their  fo  doing,  to 
pay  to  their  refpective  Owners  or  Employers  certain  daily,  weekly,  or  monthly 
Allowances ;  which  oftentimes  occafion  them  (if  they  cannot  get  Work  or  Em- 
ployment) to  commit  Thefts  and  Robberies  to  raife  Money  to  fatisfy  the  Con- 
tracts and  Agreements  made  with  their  Owners  to  Employers;  to  the  manifeft 
Decay  of  Trade,  and  the  Ruin  and  Deftruction  of  feveral  Inhabitants  of  this 
Ifland  :  for  the  Prevention  whereof  for  the  future,  be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor, 
Council,  and  Affembly,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Authority  of  the 

fame,  That  from  and  after  the  Firft  Day  of  March  next  enfuing,  no  Negroe,  Negroes  hir-

and  Direction  of  fuch  Slave  or  Slaves,  under  his,  her,  or  their  own  Hands,  in a  Ma2lftrate- 
Writing,  firft  had  and  obtained  for  fuch  particular  Work  as  the  faid  Slaves  fhall 
refpectively  hire  or  offer  to  hire  themfelves,  and  teftified  by  one  or  more  of  his 
Majefty's  Juftices  of  the  Peace  of  the  Parifh  or  Precinct  where  the  Owner  or

Owners,  Employer  or  Employers  of  inch  Slave  or  Slaves  do  or  fhall  inhabit ; 
every  fuch  Slave  or  Slaves  fo  offending,  mall  be  whipt  at  the  Difcretion  of  any 
Magiftrate  in  the  Parifh  or  Precinct  where  fuch  Slave  or  Slaves  mall  offer  them- 
felves  to  hire  (without  fuch  Licence,  as  aforefaid)  not  exceeding  one  and  thirty 
Lames :  And  that  if  any  Juftice  of  the  Peace,  upon  Complaint  to  him  made  up- 
on Oath,  mall  neglect  or  refufe  to  put  this  Law  in  Execution,  he  mall  for  every 
fuch  Neglect  or  Refufal,  forfeit  the  Sum  of  Twenty  Pounds  of  current  Money 
of  this  Ifland ;  one  Half  to  his  Majefty,  his  Heirs  and  Succefibrs,  for  and  to- 
wards the  Support  of  the  Government  of  this  Ifland,  and  the  contingent  Charges 
thereof  j  and  the  other  Half  to  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  who  mail  inform  or  fue 
for  the  fame ;  to  be  recovered  in  his  Majefty'  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  of 
this  Ifland,  in  which  Suit  no  Eflbin  or  Wager  of  Law  fhall  be  allowed. 

VI.  And  whereas  feveral  Inhabitants  of  this  Ifland  do  fuffer  and  encourage  the 
aforefaid  Slaves  not  only  to  build  Cottages,  and  Huts,  in  the  Savannahs  and  wafte 
Grounds,  but  alfo  do  let  or  hire  Houfes,  Cottages,  Huts,  or  Lodgings  unto  the 
aforefaid  Slaves  by  the  Day,  Week,  Month,  Quarter,  Year,  or  other  greater  or 
lefTer  Term,  who  are  fuffered  and  permitted  by  their  Owners  and  Employers  to 
work  and  employ  themfelves  in  what  Manner  and  wherefoever  they  mall 
think  fit,  provided  they  pay  their  Owners  to  Employers  a  certain  Sum  of  Mo* 
ney  daily,  weekly,  monthly,  or  yearly ;  which  hath  oftentimes  occafioned  feveral 
Thefts  and  Robberies,  in  order  to  comply  with  their  Contracts  and  Agreements, 
and  to  fave  themfelves  from  the  Severities  of  their  Mafters  and  MiftrelTes  (nay, 
even  by  them  encouraged  thereto)  to  fatisfy  their  unreafonable  Demands ;  which 
Practices  have  been  found  very  prejudicial  to  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Ifland,  fuch 
Slaves  having  for  fome  Time  paft  been  countenanced  and  protected  as  well  by 
their  Mafters  and  MiftrelTes  in  fuch  their  evil  Doings,  as  by  thofe  who  rent  them 
Houfes  or  Lodgings :  For  the  Prevention  whereof  for  the  future,  it  is  hereby 
further  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  if  any  Owner  or 
Owners,  Employer  or  Employers  of  any  fuch  Slave  or  Slaves,  or  any  other  Inha- 
bitant of  this  Ifland,  mall,  from  and  after  the  faid  Firft  Day  of  March,  fet,  let, 
or  hire  any  Houfes,  Cottages,  Huts,  or  Lodgings  to  any  fuch  Slave  or  Slaves,  or 
(hall  permit,  encourage,  or  countenance  them,  or  any  of  them,  to  build  any 
Dwelling-houfe  or  Houfes,  Cottages,  or  Huts,  in  any  Towns,  Savannahs,  wafte 
Grounds,  Lanes,  Roads,  or  Paths  in  this  Ifland,  in  order  to  hire  themfelves  out 
to  work,  or  to  carry  on  any  Trade,  Shop,  or  Employment ;  or  fhall  wittingly, 
willingly,  or  knowingly  fuffer  any  fuch  Slave  or  Slaves  to  hire  themfelves  out  to 
work,  or  to  follow  any  Trade  or  Employment  without  fuch  Licence  as  aforefaid ; 
or  fhall  contract  or  agree  with  any  fuch  Slave  or  Slaves  for  any  certain  Sum  of 
Money,  or  other  Thing  whatfoever,  by  the  Day,  Week,  Month,  or  Year,  or  any 
greater  or  lefTer  Time,  and  to  go  abroad  where  fuch  Slave  or  Slaves  fhall  think 
fit,  in  cafe  they  comply  with  their  Agreement ;  every  fuch  Owner  and  Owners, 
Employer  and  Employers  of  any  fuch  Slave  or  Slaves,  and  all  and  every  other  Per- 
fon and  Perfons  whatfoever,  having  the  Care  or  Direction  of  fuch  Slave  or  Slaves, 
fhall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  Fifty  Pounds  of  current  Money  of  this  Ifland :  One  Moiety, 
or  Half  Part  thereof,  unto  our  Sovereign  Lord  the  King,  his  Heirs  and  Succefibrs, 
for  and  towards  the  Support  of  the  Government  of  this  Ifland,  and  the  contingent 
Charges  thereof ;  and  the  other  Half  to  the  Informer  or  Informers,  or  him,  her, 
or  them  who  fhall  fue  for  the  fame ;  to  be  recovered  in  his  Majefty 's  Supreme 
Court  of  Judicature  in  this  Ifland,  in  which  Suit  no  Eflbin  or  Wager  of  Law  mall 
be  allowed;  any  Law,  Cuftom,  or  Ufage  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

VII.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  upon 
Complaint  made  to  any  of  his  Majefty 's  Juftices  of  the  Peace  for  the  Precinct, 
where  fuch  Offence  fhall  be  committed,  of  the  letting  up  or  building  any  fuch 
Dwelling-houfe  or  Houfes,  Cottages,  or  Huts,  in  any  Town,  Savannah,  wafte 
Grounds,  Lanes,  Roads,  or  Paths,  or  of  their  having  been  already  built  or  erect- 
ed j  every  fuch  Juftice  of  the  Peace  is  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  and  re- 
quired forthwith  to  order  and  direct,  by  Warrant  for  that  Purpofe,  to  all  or  any 
the  Conftables  of  the  faid  Precinct,  fuch  Houfes,  Cottages,  and  Huts  to  be  pulled 
down  and  deftroyed  j   and  upon  Neglect  or  Refufal,  fuch  Juftice  of  the  Peace 
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(hall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  fifty  Pounds  current  Money  of  this  Ifland  :  One  Moiety  1719. 
whereof  (hall  be  to  his  Majefty,  his  Heirs  and  SuccefTors,  for  and  towards  the  v— -v— -* 
Support  of  the  Government  "of  this  Ifland,  and  the  contingent  Charges  thereof; 
and  the  other  Moiety  to  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  who  (hall  fue  for  the  fame  ;  to  be 
recovered  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  in  this  Ifland,  in  which  Suit  no  Ef- 
foin  or  Wager  of  Law  fhall  be  allowed  ;  any  Law,  Cuftom,  or  Ulage  to  the  con- 
trary thereof  in  any  wife  notwithstanding. 

An  ASl  to  encourage  the  Settling  the  North-eaft  Part  of  this  Ifland,  1721. 

WHEREAS  the  greateft  Part  of  the  Tract  of  Land  within  the  Bounds  Act  68. 
reprefented  by  the  Plat  hereunto  annexed,  fituate  in  the  feveral  Parifhes 
of  St.  Thomas  in  the  Kafl,  and  St.  George,  lies  wholly  unfettled,  though  it  hath 
been  granted  by  his  late  mod  gracious  Majefty  King  Charles  the  Second,  in  feveral 
Parcels,  to  divers  Inhabitants  of  this  Ifland,  in  order  to  fettle  the  fame  paying 
thereout  certain  Rents  to  his  Majefty  and  his  Succeflbrs ;  for  a  good  Part  whereof 
no  Qujt-rents  have  been  paid  to  his  faid  Majefty  or  his  Succeflbrs,  from  the  Year 
of  our  Lord  One  thoufand  fix  hundred  ninety  and  two,  to  the  firft  Day  of  Febru- 
ary, in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  three,  or  within 
Eighteen  Months  afterwards :  And  the  prefent  Owners  and  Proprietors  thereof 
do  not  refide  within  this  Ifland,  nor  have  any  Effects  to  anfwer  fuch  Quit-rents ; 
whereby  not  only  his  Majefty  is  deprived  of  his  faid  Quit-rents  due  thereout,  but 
alfo  the  Land  lies  wholly  wafte  and  uncultivated,  and  is  thereby  become  a  Recept- 
acle for  runaway  and  rebellious  Negroes. 

II.  And  whereas  there  is  good  Reafon  to  believe  that  many  Perfons,  with  their 
Families  and  Slaves,  would  remove  hither  and  fettle  amongft  us,  could  they  be 
fecure  of  Land  in  Proportion  to  their  Families  and  Slaves;  which  would  tend  very 
much  to  the  enriching  as  well  as  Security  of  this  Ifland,  and  augmenting  the  Trade 
of  Great  Britain :  For  the  Encouragement  whereof,  be  it  enacted  by  the  Gover- 
nor, Council,  and  Aflembly  of  this  his  Majefty 's  Ifland  of  'Jamaica,  and  it  is 

hereby  enacted  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  That  all  Lands  within  the  above  Lands  owned 
mentioned  Tract,  whereof  the  Owners  or  Proprietors  do  not  refide  in  this  Ifland,  by  Perfon< 
nor  have  any  Effects  in  the  fame,  to  anfwer  the  Quit-rents,  and  for  which  no  Quit-  on  thMfland' 
rents  have  been  paid  fince  the  Feaft  of  St.  Michael  the  Arch-angel,  in  the  Year  and  have  not* 
of  our  Lord  One  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  ninety  two,  or  within  Eighteen  Jla,d  their

Months  after  the  Firft  Day  of  February  which  was  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  may  be  grant- 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  three,  and  that  have  not  paid  Quit-rents  for  the  fame  ed  10  otner 
before  the  Beginning  of  this  Seflion  of  Aflembly,  or  that  mall  not,  within  Thirty    r  e' 
Days  after  the  paffing  of  this  Act,  pay  the  Quit-rents  for  the  fame,  mall  be  vefted 
in  his  Majefty  and  his  Succeflbrs,  for  the  Ufes,  Intents,  and  Purpofes  herein  after 
exprefled ;  that  is  to  fay,  That  the  Governor  for  the  Time  being  do,  and  he  is 
hereby  impowered  and  obliged  to  grant  all  Lands  forfeited  or  vefted  by  this  Act, 
or  by  any  other  Ways  or  Means  whatfoever,  in  his  Majefty,  his  Heirs  and  Suc- 
ceflbrs, in  the  Manner  and  Proportion  following,  viz.  To  every  white  Perfon, 
being  a  Proteftant,  that  fettles  and  dwells  on  the  faid  Tract,  thirty  Acres  of  Land  ;

every  free  Mulatto,  Indian,  or  Negroe,  twenty  Acres  of  Land  ;  and  for  each  Slave 
he  or  they  fhall  bring  with  them,  and  put  and  keep  upon  the  faid  Tract,  five 
Acres  of  Land,  and  no  more. 

III.  Pr  ovided,  That  no  Perfon,  not  having  fifteen  white  Perfons  in  Family,  provjf0. 
that  dwell  thereon,  fhall  have  above  Four  hundred  Acres  in  the  whole,  under 

this  Provifo  and  Condition,  that  they,  their  Heirs,  or  Afligns  fettle  and  plant  the 
fame,  or  fome  Part  thereof,  within  Six  Months  from  the  Date  of  their  Patent ; 
and  that  fuch  Patentee,  or  his  Heirs,  fhall  not  difpofe  thereof  in  Seven  Years  after 
the  Date  of  fuch  Patent,  either  in  Pofiefiion,  Reverfion,  or  Remainder. 

IV.  Provided  always,  That  any  Perfon  under  the  Age  of  Twenty-one  Years,  Provifo.

the  fame  ;  to  be  recovered  before  any  two  of  his  Majefty's  Juftices  of  the  Peace, 
whereof  one  to  be  of  the  Quorum  j  any  Law,  Cuftom,  or  Ufage  to  the  contrary 
thereof  in  any  wife  notwithstanding. 

An  ASi  for  laying  out  a  Road  from  a  Place  called  the  Cave,  in 
the  Parifh  of  Weftmoreland,  over  the  Mountains^  to  the  North- 
eaft  Part  of  the  fame  Parfjh,  or  to  the  Weft  End  of  St.  James'x, 
as  the  Commifjioners  fjjall  think  mofl  convenient. 

Act  74.  TT  THERE  AS  the  prefent  Highway,  from  the  Cave,  in  the  Parifh  of  Weft- 
VV    moreland,  to  the  North-eaft  Part  of  the  fame  Parifh,  is  very  inconvenient 
and  dangerous,  both  by  reafon  of  the  Quickfands  along  the  Sea-fhore,  the  Un- 
paffablenefs  of  the  Road  in  the  rainy  Time  of  the  Year,  the  feveral  dangerous 
Rivers  that  Travellers  are  obliged  to  wade  through,  and  the  Length  of  the  Way, 
proves  very  inconvenient  and  dangerous  to  the  feveral  Inhabitants  of  the  faid  Pa- 
rifh, who  are  obliged  to  travel  it  at  all  Times  of  the  Year  on  publick  Services : 
And  whereas,  by  feveral  credible  Perfons  that  have  travelled  in  the  Woods  be- 
tween the  Cave,  in  the  Parifh  of  Weftmoreland,  and  the  Weft  End  of  St.  JameSs, 
it  hath  been  found  that  a  more  commodious  and  fhorter  Way  may  be  cut  through 
the  Woods,  from  the  Cave  over  the  Mountains  to  the  North  Side  of  the  faid  Pa- 
rifh :  And  it  being  requifite,  as  well  for  his  Majefty's  Service  in  conducting  fpeedy 
Succours  to  each  Place,  as  a  Means  of  a  fpeedy  Correfpondence  between  the 
North  and  South  Sides  of  this  Ifland,  and  likewife  of  great  Ufe  to  your  Majefty's 
liege  Subjects,  that  a  publick  Road  be  laid  out  from  the  Cave  aforefaid  to  the

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  Commiffi- 
JhaUbe^aken  oners  f°r  tn€  f^d  Road  hereafter  named  and  appointed,  or  any  two  or  more  of] 
and  returned  them,  fhall  and  may,  and  they  are  hereby  impowered  and  required  to  adminifter 
miffioners"1"  an  Oath  to  t^ie  Surveyor  of  the  Highway,  or  Way- wardens  of  the  faid  Parifhes, 
forthwith,  upon  the  Return  of  the  Surveyor  or  Surveyors,  to  run  and  lay  out  the 
faid  Road  or  Highway  to  the  Commifiioners,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them,  iff 
this  Act  to  be  hereafter  named,  which  faid  Surveyors  are  to  be  appointed  by  the

mor eland  and  St.  James,  fo  far  as  the  faid  Road  fhall  be  found  in  either  of  the  two 
aforefaid  Parifhes  to  extend.

and  appoint  one  lawful  and  fworn  Surveyor,  who  (hall  immediately  proceed  to

them  j  together  with  fuch  Tools,  Provifions,  and  other  NecefTaries,  as  fhall  be 
thought  by  them  needful  for  bringing  in  the  faid  Work,  and  finifhing  the  fame 
within  the  Time  herein  limited  and  appointed  :  And  whofoever  fhall  neglect  or 
refufe  to  fend  his  or  her  Proportion  of  able  working  Slaves  with  fuch  Tools  and 
NecefTaries  as  fhall  be  appointed  by  the  faid  Commiffioners,  or  any  Two  or  more  .

of  them,  fhall  for  every  Slave  fo  wanting  pay  Three  Shillings  and  Nine-Pence  per

Shillings ;  any  thing  in  this,  or  any  other  Act  to  the  contrary  thereof  in  any  wife 
notwithstanding. 

V.  And  if  the  faid  Way-wardens,  or  any  of  them,  fhall  refufe  or  neglect  to 
do  his  or  their  Duty  in  cutting  or  clearing  the  faid  Highway  to  the  Extent  of  their 
refpective  Bounds,  as  is  hereby  appointed,  he  or  thev  fo  offending,  (hall  refpec- 
tively  forfeit  the  Sum  of  One  hundred  Pounds,  current  Money  of  this  Ifland. 

VI.  And  in  cafe  the  laid  Highway  fhall  be  neglected,  and  not  maintained  in 
good  Repair  by  fncceeding  Way-wardens,  he  or  they  that  mall  fo  offend  therein, 
mail  refpectively  lie  under  the  Pains  and  Penalties  provided  in  an  Act  of  this 
Ifland,  entituled,  An  Ac~l  for  the  Highways. 

VII.  And  if  any  Surveyor  or  Commiffioner  by  this  Act  appointed  fhall  neglect 
his  or  their  Duty  touching  the  Premiffes,  or  any  Part  thereof,  he  or  they  fhall  re- 
fpectively forfeit  the  Sum  of  Fifty  Pounds. 

VIII.  And  if  any  Conftable  or  Tythingman  fhall  neglect  his  or  their  Duty, 
they  fhall  refpectively  forfeit  Twenty  Pounds :  All  which  faid  Forfeitures  herein 
before  mentioned,  fhall  be  one  Half  to  the  Informer,  or  to  him  or  them  that

An  ASl  for  fettling  the  North-eafl  Part  of  the  If  and. 
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HERE  AS  all  the  Land  within  the  Bounds  reprefented  by  the  Hat 
hereunto  annexed,  fituate  in  the  feveral  Parifhes  of  St.  Thomas  in  the 
Eaji  and  St.  George,  lies  wholly  unfettled,  though  molt  Part  of  it  hath  been 
granted  by  his  late  Moft  Gracious  Majefty  King  Charles  the  Second  and  his  Suc- 
cefTors,  in  feveral  Parcels,  to  divers  of  their  Subjects,  with  a  Defign  that  the 
fame  fhould  be  fettled  and  manured,  and  the  Rents  referved  in  the  faid  ft- veral 
Grants  duly  paid :  And  forafmuch  as  little  or  none  of  the  faid  Rents  have  been 
hitherto  paid,  nor  is  there  any  Part  of  the  faid  Tract  of  Land  fo  granted,  culti- 
vated, or  manured,  nor  are  there  any  Settlements  thereon,  whereby  his  Majefty  is 
defrauded  of  his  faid  Rents,  and  the  Confideration  for  granting  the  faid  Lands 
evaded :  And  whereas  divers  Parcels  of  Land  within  the  faid  Tract  are  now 
vefted  in  the  Crown,  by  Efcheat,  Surrender,  or  otherwife,  fo  that  the  whole  is 
become  a  Receptacle  for  rebellious  and  runaway  Negroes  and  Slaves,  to  the  great 
Difcouragement  of  the  Peopling  and  Settling  this  Ifland,  andExpence  of  the  In- 
habitants in  fupporting  and  maintaining  Parties  to  fupprefs  rebellious  and  runa- 
way Negroes ;  yet  the  Proprietors  of  fuch  Parcels  of  the  faid  Land  as  are  net 
now  in  the  Crown,  little  regarding  your  Majefty 's  Intereft,  the  Good  and 
Welfare  of  this  Ifland,  or  the  Advantage  of  it  made  to  your  Majefty 's  Kingdom 
of  Great  Britain,  but  propofing  unreafonable  Gain  to  themfelves,  neglect  paying 
the  Quit-rents  due  to  your  Majefty,  or  fettling  or  cultivating  their  or  any  cf 
their  feveral  Parcels  of  Land  within  the  faid  Tract,  although  they  and  each  of 
them  well  know  that  the  faid  Pieces  or  Parcels  of  Land  were  given  and  granted 
to  them  or  their  Anceftors  with  an  Intent  and  View  of  their  being  fettled,  in  pur- 
fuance  of  his  late  Majefty  King  Charles  the  Second's  Proclamation,  but  have  like- 
wife  neglected  or  refufed  to  treat  and  agree  with  the  Commimoners  nominated 
and  appointed  in  an  Act  of  the  Governor,  Council,  and  AfTembly  of  this  Ifland, 
entituled,  An  Ac~l  to  encourage  the  Settling  the  North-eafl  Part  of  this  Ifland,  for 
purchafing  fuch  Parcels  of  Land  within  the  faid  Tract  as  were  judged  ncLeffiry 
to  be  vefted  in  your  Majefty,  your  Heirs,  and  Succeffors,  for  the  Ufes  in  the  faid 
Act  mentioned  :  And  whereas  it  is  neceflary,  for  the  Safety  and  Protection  of  fuch 
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as  fliall  be  inclined  to  fettle  on  the  faid  Tract  of  Land,  that  there  fliould  be  at 
leaft  Thirty  thoufand  Acres,  in  which  twenty  Acres  of  the  Eaftermoft  End  of  Ru- 
ther's  or  Lyncb'i  lfland,  for  the  erecting  a  Town  and  Fortification,  fliall  be  in-

the  fame  ;  and  the  faid  William  Crofs,  or  the  Receiver,  or  Deputy  Receiver  Ge-

TT7HEREAS  the  Parifh  of  Wejlmoreland  is  of  fuch  large  Extent,  that  the 
W  Inhabitants,  without  long  Time  of  Warning,  extraordinary  Fatigue,  Lofs 
of  Time,  and  great  Expence,  cannot  conveen  and  appear  on  publick  Occafions, 
either  at  Church,  Election  of  Members  to  ferve  as  Reprefentatives  in  Affemblies, 
choofing  Church-wardens  or  Veftrymen,  laying  on  Taxes,  appointing  Surveyors, 
and  many  other  Privileges,  as  Subjects  of  England,  are  thereby  loft :  And  whereas 

the 
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the  Quantity  of  Land,  Number  of  Settlements,  and  Inhabitants  contained  in  the  1723. 
fhid  Parifli,  are  fufficient  for  two  feparate  and  diftinct  Pariflies ;  Be  it  therefore  -> 
enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Governor,  Council,  and  Affembly  of  and  for  this 
Ifland,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  That  The  Parith  of 
thefaid  Parifli  of  Weftmor eland  be  divided,  and  is  hereby  divided  into  two  feparate  11  ^^f^ 
and  diftinct  Pariflies,  in  Manner  following  j  that  is  to  fay,  That  fuch  Part  of  the  two  parifhe?

An  ASi  for  clearing  Rio  de  Cobre. 

WH  E  R  E  A  S  the  River  called  Rio  Cobre,  or  the  Town  River,  that  paffeth  Act  77. 
by  St.  Jago  de  la  Vega,  is,  for  feveral  Miles  together  about  the  Caymanas, 
ftopt  up,  and  hath  wholly  loft  its  own  Channel,  by  means  of  the  late  terrible 
Hurricane  and  the  extraordinary  Floods,  and  by  the  Abundance  of  Trees  and 
great  Quantities  of  Rubbifli  that  hath  been  fallen  above  upon  the  faid  River,  and 
upon  other  fmall  Rivers  and  Gullies  that  fall  into  the  fame,  whereby  the  Road 
leading  that  Way  from  the  Town  of  St.  Jago  de  la  Vega,  and  Parifli  of  St.  Catha- 
rine, to  the  Parifli  of  St.  Andrew  and  Town  of  Kingston,  may  become  dangerous, 
and  in  a  great  Meafure  obftrudt  the  Communication  by  Land,  not  only  between 
the  faid  Towns  and  Parifhes,  but  alfo  between  the  Leeward  and  Windward  Parts 
of  this  Ifland :   Be  it  enacted  therefore  and  ordained  by  the  Governor,  Council,  Governor, 
and  Affembly,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  ^mtocaopm_

and  receive  a  reafonable  Tax  upon  and  from  the  Lands,  Negroes,  and  Cattle,  or

and  able  Surveyors,  Collectors,  and  Overfeers,  and  fuch  other  Officers  as  they 
fhall  think  fit,  to  furvey  and  overfee,  and  to  levy,  receive,  and  lay  out  the  Mo-

JHEREAS,  from  the  Situation  of  this  Mand  among  fo  many  potent  Act  78, 
and  dangerous  Neighbours,  it  is  found  neceflary  that  all  due  Encourage- 
ment fhould  be  given  to  White  People  to  come  hither  and  fettle,  in  order  not 
only  to  protect  and  defend  it  againft  fuch  its  Neighbours  in  cafe  of  any  Rupture 
with  them,  but  alfo  to  improve  and  cultivate  the  wafte  Lands  therein,  which 
will  likewife  add  to  the  Trade  as  well  as  the  Strength  thereof,  and  be  a  great  Se- 
curity to  this  Colony,  which  by  its  commodious  Situation  for  Trade,  the  Ferti- 
lity of  its  Soil,  and  other  many  natural  Advantages,  is  of  the  utmoft  Confequence 
to  the  Intereft  of  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain,  in  this  Part  of  America  5  We 
therefore,  your  Majefty's  moft  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects  the  Affembly  of  this 
your  Majefty's  Ifland  of  Jamaica,  having  fincerely  at  Heart  the  Good  and  Wel- 
fare of  this  your  Ifland,  and  the  carrying  on  and  perfecting  fo  good  a  Work, 
which  mult  certainly  not  only  enrich  and  fecure  this  your  Majefty's  Ifland,  but 
alfo  considerably  augment  the  Trade  of  Great  Britain,  do  moft  humbly  befeech 
your  Majefty  that  it  may  be  enacted,  and  be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor,

Penalties  againft  them  in  a  due  Courfe  of  Law,  for  want  of  fuch  certain  Proof 
as  by  the  Rules  of  Law  is  required ;  and  the  Alfembly  having  considered  the  dan- 
gerous Confequence  of  fuch  a  Practice  to  the  Community,  not  only  in  regard  the

An  ASi  to  prevent  clandejiine  Trade. 

WHEREAS  French,  Dutch,  Spaniards,  and  other  Foreigners,  pretending 
to  be  drove  into  this  Ifland  by  Strefs  of  Weather,  or  other  Difabilities, 


have  been  received,  provided,  and  furnifhed  as  Perfons  in  fuch  a  Condition  ought 
to  have  been  by  the  Law  of  Nations,  and  the  Treaties  now  fubfifting  between  his 
Majefty  and  the  feveral  Princes  and  States  in  Amity  with  him :  And  whereas 
fuch  Foreigners  have  fo  far  abufed  the  Indulgence  granted  them,  that  when, 
they  have  gone  out  of  the  Harbours  of  this  Ifland,  they  have,  in  fome  outward 
Creeks  or  Bays,  fold  Part  of  their  Cargoes  to  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Ifland,  who- 
either  carried  the  Goods  fo  bought  to  the  SpaniJI:  Coaft,  or  landed  and  retailed 
them  in  this  Ifland,  whereby  the  feveral  Laws  and  Statutes  made  for  the  Encou- 
ragement of  the  Brifi/h  Trade  and  Navigation  have  been  eluded,  his  Majefty  de- 
frauded of  the  Cuftoms  aad  Duties  due  on  Commodities  of  foreign  Growth,  to- 
the  great  Difcouragement  of  the  trading  Part  of  his  Majefty 's  Subjects  of  this 
Ifland,  and  Diminution  of  the  Britijh  Trade  j  and  for  that  thereby  great  Sums

WHEREAS,  the  encouraging  Numbers  of  Settlers,  and  the  Security  of  Act  87. 
them  when  fettled,  is  of  the  greateft  Advantage  and  Publick  Ufe  as  well 
as  Strength  to  this  Ifland  in  general :  And  whereas  the  Settlements  already  begun 
at  Port  Antonio  cannot  be  carried  on  without  a  Guard  of  fufficient  Strength,  to 
prevent  the  rebellious  and  runaway  Negroes  plundering  and  deftroying  the  new 
Settlers,  and  alfo  to  deter  the  Enemy,  in  cafe  of  a  War,  from  landing  there,  or 
attempting  to  take  any  Ships  or  Veflels  out  of  the  Harbour,  which  may  run  in 
thither  for  Trade  or  Protection  :  And  whereas  the  Act  for  the  more  effectual  fup- 
preffing  rebellious  and  runaway  Slaves,  and  for  encouraging  Parties  to  be  fent 
out  for  that  Purpofe,  as  alfo  for  the  better  fecuring  the  Settlements  at  Plantain 
Garden  River,  and  other  Out-parts  of  this  Ifland,   palTed  in  January,  One 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  twenty  five,  is  now  expired,  whereby  the  faid 
new  Settlers  at  Port  Antonio  are  left  without  a  Guard,  and,  if  not  fpeedily 
relieved  and  fecured,  rauft  be  obliged,  to  their  great  Damage,   and  to  the

Aflembly  of  this  your  Ifland  of  Jamaica,  moft  humbly  befeech  your  Majefty  that 
it  may  be  enacted ;  be  it  therefore  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Governor,  Coun- 
cil, and  Aflembly  of  this  your  Majefty's  Ifland,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  and  or- 
dained by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  That  from  and  after  the  firft  Tuefday  in  juRices,  £sY.

keeping  the  faid  Bridge  from  Time  to  Time  in  Repair,  on  the  Penalty  of  Fifty 
Pounds,  to  be  forfeited  by  each  Juftice  and  Veftryman  neglecting  his  Duty 
"herein. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  Penalties  ^^0*™ 
in  this  Act  mentioned,  mall  be  recovered  in  his  Majefty's  Supreme  Court  of  Ju-  edand  difpof- 
dicature  in  this  Ifland,  by  Action  of  Debt,  Bill,  Plaint,  or  Information,  wherein  ei  of* 

no  Injunction,  Protection,  or  Imparlance  (hall  be  granted  or  allowed;  one  Half 
of  which  fhall  be  to  his  Majefty,  his  Heirs  and  SuccefTors,  for  and  towards  the 
Support  of  the  Government  of  this  Ifland,  and  the  contingent  Charges  thereof ; 
the  other  to  him  or  them  who  (hall  inform  or  fue  for  the  fame;  any  Law, 
Cuftom,  or  Ufage  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

An  Act  for  dividing  this  Ifland  into  two  Divijions,  to  be  for  ever 
hereafter  known  and  defcribed  by  the  Names  of  the  Eaftern  and 
Weftern  Divilions,  for  erecting  and  building  Barracks  in  the 
faid  Weftward  Divilion,  cutting  and  clearing  Roads  therein, 
and  for  raifing  and  fitting  out  Parties,  for  the  more  fpeedy  and 
ejfeBual  fupprejfmg  the  rebellious  and  runaway  Negroes, 

TTJ'HEREAS  the  rebellious  and  runaway  Negroes  have,  within  few  Years  Act  10 1. 
V  V     Paft>  greatly  increafed,  notwithftanding  all  the  Meafures  hitherto  con- 
certed and  made  ufe  of  for  their  Suppreflion,  and  more  efpecially  are  become  very 
formidable  in  the  North-eaft,  North-weft,  and  South-weft  Parts  of  this  Ifland, 
to  the  great  Terror  of  his  Majefty's  Subjects  in  thofe  Parts,  who  have  greatly 
fuffered  by  the  frequent  Robberies,  Murders,  and  Depredations  committed  by 
them  :  And  whereas  this  Ifland  is  of  great  Extent  in  Length,  and  it  having  been 
found  very  inconvenient  and  prejudicial  for  the  Inhabitants  of  theWeftern  Parts  to 
be  obliged  to  fend  Afliftants  of  White  and  Black  Shot  and  Baggage  Negroes  to 
the  Eaftern  Parts,  as  it  muft  alfo  be  to  thofe  of  the  Eaftern  in  like  Manner  to 
fend  to  the  Weftern  Parts ;  it  is  to  be  feared,  without  fome  timely  Remedies 
and  Precautions,  from  the  great  Number  of  Slaves  lately  run  away,  and  joined 
with  thofe  in  Rebellion,  the  Weftern  Parts  of  the  Ifland  will  foon  become  the 
Seat  of  an  Inteftine  War,  as  well  as  the  Eaftern  :  For  Remedy  whereof,  we, 
your  Majefty's  moft  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects,  the  Governor,  Council,  and  Af- 
fembly  of  this  your  Ifland  of  Jamaica,  humbly  befeech  your  Majefty  that  it  may 
be  enacted  ;  be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council,  and  AfTembly, 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  That  from 
henceforth,  and  for  ever  hereafter,  this  Ifland  {hall  be  divided  into  two  diftinct

WeflernDivi.  II-  And  whereas  the  rebellious  Slaves  in  the  Parifhes  of  Clarendon,  St.Anne,  St. 
pom.  Elizabeth,  Wejlmoreland,  Hanover,  and  St.  James,  have  greatly  increafed  in  Num- 

bers, and  have  confiderable  Settlements  in  the  Mountains  and  leaft  acceffable 
Parts  in  the  faid  Parifhes,  particularly  near  the  Heads  of  Great  River  and  Black 
River,  in  the  Parimes  of  Wejlmoreland  and  St.  Elizabeth,  and  to  the  Northward 
of  One  Eye,  in  the  faid  laft  mentioned  Parifh,  as  well- as  betwixt  Clarendon  and 
St.  Anne,  who  commit  frequent  Robberies  and  Murders  in  the  faid  Parifhes,  and 
have  occafioned  feveral  Settlements  to  be  abandoned  and  thrown  up  by  the  Ow- 
ners and  PofTefTors ;  and  thereby  hinders,  obftructs,  and  prevents  vaft  Tracts  of 
valuable  Land  from  being  fettled  and  cultivated  in  the  faid  feveral  Parifhes,  to  the 
great  Prejudice  and  Diminution  of  his  Majefty's  Revenue  in  Great  Britain,  as 
well  as  the  Trade,  Navigation,  and  Confumption  of  the  BritiJlS  Manufactures  in 
this  Ifland,  and  to  the  manifeft  weakening  and  preventing  the  further  Increafe  of 
Strength  and  Inhabitants  therein  :  And  whereas  the  fitting  out  flying  and  other 
Parties,  have  for  many  Years  proved  unfuccefsful  and  infufficient  to  anfwer  the 
Ends  propofed,  from  the  Length  and  Difficulty  of  the  Marches  they  have  been

rant the  Titles ;  whereby  fuch  Negroes,  Cattle,  and  other  Things,  have  been

PerfonspalTing  fhall  be  ferried  over,  Seven  Pence  Half-penny;  and  that  no  Perfon,  Carriage  of 
thefameDay  anv  S°rt>  Horfe,  Cattle,  Sheep,  Goats,  or  Hogs  pafling  to  and  fro,  between  Sun- 
not  to  pay   'rife  and  Sun-fet,  fhall  be  obliged  to  pay  the  faid  Toll  more  than  once  in  one  Day;

your  moft  Excellent  Majefty  that  it  may  be  enacted ;  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by 
Pilots  to  have  the  Prefldent,  Council,  and  Aflembly  of  the  Ifland  of  "Jamaica,  That  from  and 
fi-omrtheCCom-a^ter      Pan^ng  °f  tms  Act,  no  Perfon  mail  prefume  to  act,  or  take  upon  him- 
miflioners,     felf  the  Charge  of  any  Ship  or  other  Veffel,  as  a  Pilot,  without  first  obtaining  a 
Certificate  under  the  Hands  and  Seals  of  the  Commiffioners  hereafter  to  be  ap- 
pointed for  that  Purpofe,  and  taking  the  following  Oath  before  the  Cujlos  Rotulorum 
of  Port-Royal  or  Kingjion,  or  any  two  Magistrates  of  the  faid  Towns,  who  are 
likewife  obliged  to  give  a  Certificate  of  the  lame  under  their  Hands  and  Seals :

the  faid  Parifh  of  Weftmoreland,  as  his  Truftees  fhould  think  moft  wanted  Relief, 
declaring  it  his  Will,  his  Wife  fhould  have  the  Profits  thereof  during  her  natural 
Life,  under  the  Reftrictions  therein  mentioned,  as  by  the  faid  Will  duly  proved 
and  inrolled  in  the  Office  of  Inrollments  of  this  Ifland,  Recourfe  being  thereunto 
had,  may  more  fully  appear  :  And  whereas  the  faid  Teftator,  within  a  Year  after 
the  making  his  faid  Will,  departed  this  Life,  without  altering  or  revoking  the 
fame,  his  Wife  furviving  him,  and  fome  Time  afterwards  died :  And  whereas 
the  faid  Truftees  entered  on,  poffefTed  the  faid  PremifTes,  and  leafed  out  the  fame 
and  applied  fo  much  of  the  Rents  thereof,  as  they  thought  necelTary,  to  a  Tutor 
for  inftructing  poor  Children,  according  to  the  Direction  of  the  faid  Will ;  but 
the  annual  Rents  of  the  PremifTes  being  more  than  would  pay  fuch  Tutor,  for 
teaching  fuch  poor  Children  as  would  come  to  receive  fuch  Benefit,  and  not  fuf- 
ficient to  pay  fuch  Tutor,  and  for  the  Maintenance  of  thofe  who  couU  not  come 
to  receive  fuch  Benefit,  the  Truftees  placed  out  the  Overplus  to  Intereft,  with 
Intention  when  the  fame  became  fufficient  to  apply  it  in  building  a  School,  as  well 
for  the  boarding  and  maintaining  as  the  fchooling  fuch  poor  Children,  which 
they  thought  would  beft  anfwer  the  Teftator's  Intentions,  by  rendering  his  Cha- 
rity of  Ufe,  as  well  to  thofe  in  diftant  Parts  of  the  Parifh,  as  to  thofe  near  the 
Center  :  And  whereas  the  principal  Money  fo  placed  out  as  aforefaid,  with  the 
Intereft  thereof,  now  amounts  to  upwards  of  Eight  hundred  Pounds ;  and  feveral 
well-difpofed  Perfons,  for  the  Advancement  of  lo  good  and  charitable  an  Under- 
taking 
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taking,  have  fubfcribed  large  Sums  of  Money,  and  others  may  be  excited 
their  good  Example,  whereby  fuch  School  may  become  a  beneficial  Seminary  for 
the  Youth  of  the  laid  Parifh,  were  it  put  under  proper  Regulations.  We  there- 
fore your  Majefty's  moft  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects,  the  AfTembly  of  this  your 
Ifland  of  "Jamaica,  humbly  beleeech  your  Majefty  that  it  may  be  enacted  j  Be  it 
therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council,  and  AlTembly  of  this  your  Majefly's 
Ifland,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  That  the  Cujlos 
Rotulorum  of  the  laid  Parifh  of  Wejimoreland  for  the  Time  being,  the  two  fenior 
Mogiftrates  of  the  faid  Parifh  for  the  Time  being,  the  Rector  of  the  Parifh  of 
Wejimoreland  for  the  Time  being,  and  Five  of  the  Freeholders  of  the  faid  Parifh, 
fuch  as  the  Freeholders  fhall  annually  elect,  together  with  the  faid  George  Good- 
win and  Hugh  Kirkpatrick,  and  William  Dorrill,  (the  Son  and  Heir  of  the  faid 
William  Dorr  ill,  deceafed  j)  the  furviving  Truftees  of  the  faid  Thomas  Manning 
be,  and  are  hereby  appointed  Truftees  for  the  Direction  and  Management  of  the^1^"  ap* 
faid  Free-School,  and  of  the  faid  Gift,  Dcvife,  and  Bequeft,  by  the  faid  Thomas 
Manning,  fo  made  and  given  as  aforefaid,  and  of  all  Subfcriptions,  Donations, 
Devifes,  and  Bequefts,  that  fhall  hereafter  be  given  to,  or  for  the  Ufe  of  the 
faid  Free-School  j  Five  of  which  Truftees  fhall  be  a  Quorum  to  do  Bufinefs. 

IT.  Provided  always,  That  the  Cujlos  and  two  of  the  fenior  Magiftrates  forP'ovifd. 
the  Time  being,  and  one  of  them,  the  faid  George  Goodwin,  Hugh  Kirkpatrick^ 
and  William  Dorrill,  the  Son,  or  any  Two  of  them,  fhall  be  of  that  Number. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  faid 
Truftees,  and  they  who  fhall  fucceed  them,  fhall  be  Truftees  of  the  faid  Free- 
School,  and  of  ail  Meffuages,  Tenements,  and  Hereditaments,  which  are,  and 

fhall,  or  may  be  given  by  any  Perfon  or  Perfons,  or  purchafed  by  the  faid  Truf-  And  incorpd* 
tees,  or  their  Succeflbrs,  for  the  Ufe  or  Benefit  of  the  faid  Free-Schcol,  Teach-rated* 
ers,  or  Scholars,  at  any  Time  or  Times  hereafter  j  and  that  the  faid  Truftees  and 
Free-School  fhall  forever  ftand,  and  be  incorporated  in  Name,  and  indeed  a  Body  po- 
litick, incorporate  by  the  Name  of  the  Truftees  of  Manning's  Free-School  ,  and  by 
that  Name  they,  and  their  Succeflbrs,  fhall,  and  may  for  ever  hereafter,  have,  hold, 
and  enjoy  the  faid  Free-School,  and  the  faid  Gifts,  Devifes,  and  Bequefts  by  the 
faid  Thomas  Manning  fo  given,  or  devifed  as  aforefaid,  and  all  Meffuages,  Lands, 
Tenements,  and  Hereditaments  whatfoever,  and  all  Gifts,  Donations,  Benefac- 
tions, and  Devifes,  which  at  any  Time  or  Times  hereafter  fhall  be  given  to,  or 
purchafed  for  the  Ufe  and  Benefit  of  the  faid  Free-School. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  faid  Truf-  Tmdees  may 
tees  and  their  SuccefTors,  or  the  major  Part  of  them,  by  the  fame,  fhall  and  may  a^°e"eft°ns 
have  Power  and  Ability  to  place  out  at  Intereft,  on  good  and  fufficient  Security, 

the  faid  Donation,  and  any  other  Donations,  Benefactions,  and  Subfcriptions  in 
Money  ;  and  to  demife,  fet,  and  leafe  the  fame,  or  other  fuch  PofTeffions  and 
Hereditaments  as  fhall  or  may  be  given  or  purchafed  as  aforefaid  ;  and  to  take, 
acquire,  and  purchafe,  to  fue  and  be  fued,  and  to  perform  and  execute  all  and 
every  lawful  Act  and  Thing,  good,  necefTary,  and  profitable  for  the  faid  Cor- 
poration, in  as  full  and  ample  Manner  and  Form,  to  all  Intents,  Conftructions, 
and  Purpofes,  as  any  other  Corporation  or  Body  Politick  and  Corporate,  fully  and 
perfectly  incorporated,  may,  or  ought  to  do  j  and  that  they  the  faid  Truftees,  and 
their  Succeflbrs,  may  have,  and  ufe  a  common  Seal  for  the  making,  granting, 
and  demifing  of  their  Demifes  or  Leafes,  and  for  the  doing  of  all  and  every  other 
Things,  concerning  the  faid  Corporation,  in  which  Seal  fhall  be  engraven  Charity^ 
with  a  fucking  Child  at  her  Breaft,  and  another  in  her  Anns  j  and  that  the  faid 
Seal  fhall  be  depofited  and  kept  in  the  Hands  of  the  Cujlos  Rotulorum  of  the  faid 
Parifh  of  Wejimoreland  for  the  Time  being. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  faid  George  Required  to 
Goodwin  and  Hugh  Kirkpat'  ick,  the  furviving  Truftees  of  the  laid  Thomas  Man~[ea 
mng)  and  the  Executors  of  fuch  of  the  faid  Truftees  as  are  now  dead,  fhall  be, 
and  are  hereby  required,  within  Six  Months  after  the  pafling  of  this  Act,  to  ren- 
der an  Account  of  the  Profits  and  Produce  of  the  faid  Thomas  Manning's  Eftate, 
fo  given  to  the  faid  Truftees  for  the  Ufes  aforefaid,  together  with  the  Intereft 
arifen  and  to  arife  on  the  fame,  to  the  other  Truftees  of  the  faid  Free  School, 
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1738.  or  the  major  Part  of  them,  and  to  pay  over  the  Ballance  that  mall  appear  to  be 
^--v — «*  due,  or  aflign  over  fuch  Securities  as  they  have  taken  for  the  fame,  or  any  Part 
thereof ;  and  upon  their  Hating  and  adjufting  the  laid  Accounts,  and  paying  the  Bal- 
lance, or  afligning  the  Securities  in  their  Hands  in  the  Manner  aforefaid,  the  faid 
Truftees,  or  the  ma';or  Part  of  them,  mall  be,  and  are  hereby  impowered  to  ex- 
ecute a  Releafe  and  Acquittance  to  the  Truftees,  now  living,  of  the  faid  Thomas 
Manning,  and  to  the  Executors  of  fuch  of  them  as  are  dead ;  which  Releafe  or 
Acquittance  mall  be  a  full  Difcharge  and  Indemnification  to  them  and  every  of 
them. 

To  *  VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  it  (hall  and 
WoofiL"  may  be  lawful  for  the  faid  Truftees,  and  their  Succeffors,  to  erect  and  build  in 
fuch  Fart  of  the  Parifh,  as  they,  or  the  major  Part  of  them,  mall  think  moft 
convenient,  a  proper  Houle  with  Out-houfes,  and  to  endow  the  fame  in  Propor- 
tion to  their  Revenues ;  and,  till  the  laid  Houfe  can  be  conveniently  built,  to  hire 
one,  fuch  as  they  fhall  think  fit  for  the  Purpofe,  for  the  abiding,  dwelling,  and 
necefTary  Ufe  of  one  or  more  Mafters  and  Ufhers,  for  inftructing  Youth  without 
Charge,  in  Reading,  Writing,  Arithmetick,  Latin,  Greek,  the  Mathematicks, 
and  any  other  Parts  of  Learning,  the  faid  Truftees  mall  think  proper  ;  and  for 
the  abiding,  dwelling,  and  neceffary  Ufe  of  fuch  poor  Children  of  the  Parifh 
of  Wejlmoreland,  for  the  Time  being  as  aforefaid ;  and  maintaining  fuch  poor 
Children,  and  finding  and  providing  them  with  all  Neceffaries  for  fuch  Time  and 
Times,  and  in  fuch  Manner  and  Form,  as  the  faid  Truftees,  or  their  Succeffors, 
or  the  major  Part  of  them,  mail  from  Time  to  Time  direct ;  and  that  they  the 
faid  Truftees,  and  their  Succeffors,  or  the  major  Part  of  them,  fhall  have  full 
Power  and  Authority  to  name  and  appoint  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  as  they  mail 
think  properly  qualified  to  be  Mafters  and  Ufhers  of  the  faid  School. 
Provifo.  VII.  Provided  they  be  of  the  Religion  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  are 

well  affected  to  the  Proteftant  Succeffion  ;  and,  upon  any  Mifbehaviour  or  Difabi- 
lity,  to  remove  the  faid  Mafters  or  Ufhers,  or  any  of  them  ;  and  when  the  Places 
of  them,  or  any  of  them,  by  Deprivation,  Refignation,  or  Death,  mall  become 
vacant,  the  faid  Truftees  and  their  Succeffors  fhall  and  may,  within  Thirty  Days 
after  fuch  Vacancy,  by  Writing  under  their  common  Seal,  appoint  one,  or 
more,  qualified  as  aforefaid,  in  the  Places  of  them,  and  every  of  them  fo  depriv- 
ed, refigning,  deceafing,  or  their  Places  becoming  vacant. 

VIII.  And  be  it  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  faid  Truftees, 
or  their  Succefibrs,  or  the  major  Part  of  them,  mall,  and  may  receive  into  the 
faid  Frce-fchool,  as  many  Children  of  the  faid  Parifh  as  they  mall  think  proper, 

Truflees  to  in  Proportion  to  the  Revenues  of  the  faid  School,  and,  upon  any  Mifbehaviour  or 
dren'VL£hl1"  InaDUity,  or  upon  attaining  the  Age  of  Fourteen,  to  remove,  or  difcharge  them 
or  any  of  them,  and  to  take  and  receive  others  into  the  faid  Free-fchool,  in  their 
Place  and  Stead ;  and  that  the  faid  Truftees,  or  their  Succeffors,  or  the  major  Part 
of  them,  fhall  and  may,  from  Time  to  Time,  expend  fuch  Sum  or  Sums  of  Mo- 
ney, in  Proportion  to  the  Revenues  of  the  faid  School,  in  and  about  the  repair- 
ing, maintaining,  upholding,  or  enlarging  the  faid  School,  and  Buildings  there- 
unto belonging,  as  they  fhall  think  convenient,  requilite,  and  neceffary. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid.  That  the  faid  Truf- 
tees, and  their  Succeffors,  or  the  major  Part  of  them,  fhall  and  may  have  full 
Power  and  Authority  under  the  faid  common  Seal,  to  make,  ordain,  and  pre- 
fcribe  fuch  Rules  and  Ordinances  for  the  good  Order  and  Government  of  the 
faid  Free-School,  and  of  the  faid  Mafters,  Ufhers,  and  Children,  and  for  fettling 
their  and  every  of  their  Stipends  and  Allowances,  as  to  them  fhajl  leem  meet, 

To  make  Or.  convenient,  and  neceffary  ;  and  that  the  faid  Rules  and  Ordinances  by  them,  or 
dinance?,  (iff .  the  major  Part  of  them,  fo  made,  ordained,  and  prefcribed,  fhall  ftand  and  be 
in  full  Force  and  Strength  in  Law  ;  the  fame  not  being  repugnant  or  contradictory 
to  his  Majefty's  Prerogative,  nor  the  Laws  or  Statutes  of  England  and  this  Ifland  j 
and  that  the  faid  Truftees  and  their  Succeffors,  or  the  major  Part  of  them,  fhall 
and  may  have  full  Power  and  Authority  to  vifit  the  faid  School,  and  to  order, 
reform,  and  redrefs  all  Diforders  and  Abufes  in,  and  touching  the  Government 
and  Management  of  the  fame,  in  fuch  Manner,  and  at  fuch  Times,  as  to  them 
fhall  feem  fit. 
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X.  And  be  it  enacted  by  the  Authority  afbrefaid,  That  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  1738.

XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,That  every  Perfon  and 
Perfons  offending, or  in  any  Thing  acting  contrary  to  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning 
of  this  Act,  or  any  Part  thereof,  fhall  reflectively  forfeit  for  every  fuch  Offence 
the  bum  of  Fifty  Pounds ;  one  third  to  his  Majefty,  his  Heirs  and  SuccefTors,  for 
and  towards  the  Support  of  the  Government  of  this  Ifland,  and  the  contingent 
Charges  thereof ;  one  Third  for  the  Ufe  of  the  faid  Free-School,  and  the  other 
third  to  the  Informer,  or  him  or  them  who  fhall  fue  or  profecute  for  the  fame; 
to  be  recovered  by  Action  of  Debt,  Bill,  Plaint,  or  Information,  in  any  of  the 
Courts  of  Record  of  this  Ifland,  wherein  no  EfToin,  Protection,  Injunction,  or 
Wager  of  Law  fhall  be  allowed,  or  Noji  vidt  ultei'ius  profequi  be  entered;  any  Law, 
Cuftom,  or  Ufage,  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding. 

An  ASi  for  the  reducing  the  Intereft  of  Money  on  all  future  Con- 
traclsy  and  for  the  advancing  the  Credit  of  Bills  oj  Exchange, 

HERE  AS,  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  pafTed  in  Great  Britain  in  the  Fifth  Act  119. 
Year  of  his  Majefty 's  Reign,  entituled,  An  Act  for  the  more  eafy  Reco- 
very cf  Debts  in  his  Majejiys  Plantations  and  Coknies  in  America,  Creditors  in  the 
Colonies  are  fecured  in  their  Debts  in  a  more  ample  Manner  than  when  Intereft 
was  eftablifhed  in  this  Ifland  at  Ten  Pounds  per  Centum  per  Annum ;  Wherefore, 
and  for  that  the  feveral  Commodities,  the  Product  of  this  Ifland  for  many  Years 
paft,  have  been  reduced  from  their  former  Value,  and  the  Lands  are  alfo  impo- 
verifhed  of  their  former  Fertility,  and  the  feveral  Commodities  imported  for  the 
Ufe  of  the  Planter  greatly  advanced  in  their  feveral  Rates ;  and  that  no  Trade  or 
Manufacture  of  this  Ifland  can  bear  fo  great  an  Intereft  as  hath  been  ufually  paid 
for  the  Loan  of  Money  ;  and  as  it  has  been  the  Practice  of  all  wife  Nations  to  fet 
Bounds  to  defperate  or  over  adventurous  Perfons,  as  well  as  to  the  Young  and 
Extravagant,  by  reducing  the  Intereft,  or  Premium,  for  the  Loan  of  Money,  to 
fuch  Rate  as  what  naturally  can  be  produced  by  Induftry  or  Traffic,  all  beyond 
that  being  Extortion  ;  may  it  pleafe  your  moft  excellent  Majefty  that  it  may  be 
enacted  ;  be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council,  and  AfTembly  of  this 
your  Majefty 's  Ifland  of  'Jamaica,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Authority  of 
the  fame,  That  on  all  Mortgages,  Bonds,  and  other  Specialties  to  be  entered  in- 
to, and  executed  from  and  after  the  Twenty  eighth  Day  of  May,  in  this  prefent 
Year  of  our  Lord  One  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  thirty  nine,  no  Perfon  or 
Perfons  whatfoever  take,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  Loan  of  any  Monies,  Wares, 
Merchandifes,  or  other  Commodities  whatfoever,  above  the  Value  of  eight  Pounds 
for  the  Forbearance  of  one  hundred  Pounds  for  a  Year,  and  fo  after  that  Rate  Intereft  re- 
for  a  greater  or  lefTer  Sum,  or  for  a  longer  or  ftiorter  Time  ;  and  that  all  Mort- perCeat. 
gages,  Bonds,  and  other  Specialties,  made  after  the  faid  Twenty  eighth  Day  of 
May,  in  the  faid  Year  of  our  Lord  One  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  thirty  nine, 
for  Payment  of  any  Principal,  or  Money  to  be  lent,  or  covenanted  to  be  per- 
formed, upon  or  for  any  Ufury,  whereupon  or  whereby  there  fhall  be  referved 
or  taken  above  the  Rate  of  Eight  Pounds  in  the  Hundred,  as  aforefaid,  fhall  be 
utterly  void  ;  and  that  all  and  every  Perfon  and  Perfons  whatfoever,  which  fhall, 
after  the  faid  Twenty  eighth  Day  of  May,  in  the  faid  Year  of  our  Lord  One  thou- 
fand feven  hundred  and  thirty  nine,  upon  any  fuch  Mortgage,  Bond,  or  other 
Specialty,  take,  accept,  and  receive,  by  Way  or  Means  of  any  corrupt  Bargain, 
Loan,  Exchange,  Chevizance,  Shift,  or  Intereft  of  any  Wares,  Merchandize, 
or  other  Thing  or  Things  whatfoever,  or  by  any  deceitful  Ways  or  Means,  or 
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1738.  by  any  Covin,  Engin'e,  or  deceitful  Conveyance  for  the  forbearing  or  giving  Day  of 
v— — v- — 1  Payment  for  one  whole  Year,  of,  and  for  their  Money,  or  other  Things,  above 
the  Sum  of  Eight  Pounds  for  the  Forbearance  of  One  hundred  Pounds  for  a 
Year,  and  fo  after  that  Rate  for  a  greater  or  lefTer  Sum,  or  for  a  longer  or  fhorter 
Time,  fhall  forfeit  and  lofe  for  every  fuch  Offence  the  treble  Value  of  the  Money, 
Wares,  Merchandizes,  and  other  Things  fo  lent,  bargained,  exchanged  or  fhifted  ; 
which  Penalty  (hall  be  recovered  in  his  Majefty's  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  of 
this  Ifland,  by  Action  of  Debt,  Bill,  Plaint,  or  Information  ;  wherein  no  Eflbin, 
Imparlance,  Protection,  Injunction,  or  Wager  of  Law  mail  be  granted  or  allow- 
ed, or  Non  rult  ulterhts  projequi  be  entered ;  one  Moiety  whereof  fhall  be  to  his 
Majefty,  his  Heirs  and  SuccefTors,  for  and  towards  the  Support  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  this  Illand,  and  the  contingent  Charges  thereof,  and  the  other  Moiety  to 
the  Informer,  or  him  or  them  who  fhall  inform  or  profecute  for  the  fame;  any 
Law,  Cuftom,  or  Ufage  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

II.  And  whereas  it  has  been  found  a  great  Prejudice  to  the  Trade  and  Credit  of 
this  Ifland,  that  Bills  of  Exchange  given  in  Payment  to  Perfons  refiding  in  this 
Ifland,  or  fent  to  Merchants  and  others  in  Great  Britain,  and  elfewhere,  have 
come  back  protefted  ;  and  that  there  is  Reafon  to  believe  the  fame  has  been  occa- 
fioned  by  Perfons  not  being  under  any  Penalties  for  drawing  fuch  Bills,  where 
no  Effects  have  been  in  the  Hands  of  their  Correfpondents,  nor  Re-exchange  al- 
lowed upon  the  Protefts  of  fuch  Bills ;  be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Authority 
aforefaid,  That  upon  all  Bills  of  Exchange  protefted  and  returned  into  this  Ifland, 
Bills'ofEx-  either  for  Non-acceptance  or  Non-payment,  a  Re-exchange  of  eight  Pounds  per 
change.  Centum,  and  fo  after  that  Rate  for  a  greater  or  lefTer  Sum,  (hall  be  allowed  and 
recovered,  over  and  above  the  common  and  ufual  Exchange  on  fuch  Bills  and  In- 
tereft.

Act  120.  TTTHEREAS  upon  the  late  Submiflion  of  Cudjoe,  and  all  the  Rebels  then 
V  V  under  his  Command  to  his  Majefty's  Government,  and  his  engaging  for 
Accomtong,  and  the  Party  of  Rebels  under  his  Command,  to  accept  of  fuch  Terms 
as  the  faid  Cudjoe  fued  for  Articles  of  Agreement,  were  entered  into  and  executed 
by  Colonel  'John  Guthrie,  who  commanded  a  Party  of  Militia,  and  Lieutenant 
Francis  Sadler \  who  had  the  Command  of  a  Detachment  of  Soldiers  in  the  late 
Expedition  againft  the  Rebels,  and  the  faid  Cudjoe  j  the  Tenor  of  which  Articles 
is  as  follows,  viz. 

Articles  of  Jamaica  Jft  at  the  Camp  ?iear  Trelawney  Town,  March  ijl,  1738-9. 

Pacification. 

In  the  Name  of  Gody  Amen.  Whereas  Captain  Cudjoe,  Captain  Accompong, 
Captain  "Johnny,  Captain  Cufjee,  Captain  §*uaw>  and  feveral  other  Negroes  their 
Dependants  and  Adherents,  have  been  in  a  State  of  War  and  Hoftility  for  feveral 
Years  part  againft  our  Sovereign  Lord  the  King,  and  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Ifland: 
And  whereas  Peace  and  Friendfhip  amongft  Mankind,  and  the  preventing  the 
EfTufion  of  Blood,  is  agreeable  to  God,  confonant  to  Reafon,  and  dented  by  e very- 
good  Man  j  and  whereas  his  Majefty  George  the  Second,  King  of  Great  Britain, 
France  and  Ireland.,  and  of  Jamaica  Lord,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  &c.  has  by 
Letters  Patent,  dated  February  the  Twenty-fourth,  One  thoufand  feven  hundred 
and  thirty-eight,  in  the  Twelfth  Year  of  his  Reign,  granted  full  Power  and  Au- 
thority to  John  Guthrie  and  Francis  Sadler,  Efquires,  to  negotiate  and  finally  con- 
clude a  Treaty  of  Peace  and  Friendfhip  with  the  aforefaid  Captain  Cudjoe,  the  reft 
of  his  Captains,  Adherents,  and  others  his  Men,  they  mutually,  fincerely,  and 
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amicably  have  agreed  to  the  following  Articles,  \Jl,  That  all  Hoftilities  (hall  ceafe  1739. 
on  both  Sides  for  ever.    2d/y,  That  the  faid  Captain  Cudjoe,  the  reft  of  his  Cap-  L/TV 
tains,  Adherents  and  Men,  fhall  be  for  ever  hereafter  in  a  perfect  State  of  Freedom 
and  Liberty,  excepting  thofe  who  have  been  taken  by  them,  or  fled  to  them 
within  two  Years  laft  paft,  if  fuch  are  willing  to  return  to  their  faid  Matters  and 
Owners,  with  full  Pardon  and  Indemnity  from  their  faid  Matters  or  Owners  for 
what  is  paft.    Provided  always,  That  if  they  are  not  willing  to  return,  they  mail 
remain  in  Subjection  to  Captain  Cudjoe,  and  in  Friendfliip  with  us,  according  to 
the  Form  and  Tenor  of  this  Treaty.    ^dly,  That  they  mall  enjoy  and  pofTefs  for 
themfeives  and  Pofterity  for  ever,  all  the  Lands  fituate  and  lying  between  Tre- 
lawney  Town  and  the  Cockpits,  to  the  Amount  of  Fifteen  hundred  Acres,  bearing 
North- weft  from  the  faid  Trelawney  Town.   ^thly,  That  they  fhall  have  Liberty 
to  plant  the  faid  Lands  with  Coffee,  Cocoa,  Ginger,  Tobacco  and  Cotton,  and 
to  breed  Cattle,  Hogs,  Goats,  or  any  other  Stock,  and  difpofe  of  the  Produce  or 
Increafe  of  the  faid  Commodities  to  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Ifland.    Provided  al- 
ways, That  when  they  bring  the  faid  Commodities  to  Market,  they  fhall  apply 
firft  to  the  Cujlos,  or  any  other  Magiftrare  of  the  refpe&ive  Parifhes  where  they 
expofe  their  Goods  to  Sale,  for  a  Licence  to  vend  the  fame.    $thly,  That  Captain 
Cudjoe,  and  all  the  Captain's  Adherents,  and  People  now  in  Subjection  to  him, 
fhall  all  live  together  within  the  Bounds  of  cfrelaewney  Town  ;  and  that  they  have 
Liberty  to  hunt  where  they  fhall  think  fit,  except  within  three  Miles  of  any  Settle- 
ment, Crawl  or  Pen.    Provided  always,  That  in  cafe  the  Hunters  of  Captain 
Cudjoe,  and  thofe  of  other  Settlements  meet,  then  the  Hogs  to  be  equally  divided 
between  both  Parties.    6thly,  That  the  faid  Captain  Cudjoe,  and  his  Succeflbrs, 
do  ufe  their  beft  Endeavours  to  take,  kill,  fupprefs  or  deftroy,  either  by  them- 
feives or  jointly,  with  any  other  Number  of  Men  commanded  on  that  Service 
by  his  Excellency  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  Time  being,  all 
Rebels  wherefoever  they  be  throughout  this  Illand,  unlefs  they  fubmit  to  the  fame 
Terms  of  Accommodation  granted  to  Captain  Cudjoe,  and  his  Succeflbrs.  Jthly, 
That  in  cafe  this  Ifland  be  invaded  by  any  foreign  Enemy,  the  faid  Captain  Cud- 
joe, and  his  SuccefTors  herein  after  named,  or  to  be  appointed,  fhall  then,  upon 
Notice  given,  immediately  repair  to  any  Place  the  Governor  for  the  Time  being 
fhall  appoint,  in  order  to  repel  the  faid  Invaders  with  his  or  their  utmoft  Force  j 
and  to  fubmit  to  the  Orders  of  the  Commander  in  Chief  on  that  Occafion. 
Sthly,  That  if  any  white  Man  fhall  do  any  Manner  of  Injury  to  Captain  Cudjoey 
his  SuccefTors,  or  any  of  his  or  their  People,  they  fhall  apply  to  any  commanding 
Officer  or  Magiftrate  in  the  Neighbourhood  for  Juftice ;  and  in  cafe  Captain  Cud- 
joe, or  any  of  his  People,  fhall  do  any  Injury  to  any  white  Perfon,  he  fhall  fubmit 
himfelf,  or  deliver  up  fuch  Offenders  to  Juftice.    gthly,  That  if  any  Negroes 
fhall  hereafter  run  away  from  their  Mafters  or  Owners,  and  fall  into  Captain  Cud- 
joe's  Hands,  they  fhall  immediately  be  fent  back  to  the  Chief  Magiftrate  of  the 
next  Parifh  where  they  are  taken ;  and  thofe  that  bring  them  are  to  be  fatisfied  for 
their  Trouble,  as  the  Legiflaturc  fhall  appoint,    lothly.  That  all  Negroes  taken 
fince  the  railing  of  this  Party  by  Captain  Cudjoe  %  People,  fhall  immediately  be  re- 
turned.   1  ithly,  That  Captain  Cudjoe,  and  his  SuccefTors,  fhall  wait  on  his  Ex- 
cellency, or  the  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  Time  being,  every  Year,  if  there- 
unto required.    1 2th,  That  Captain  Cudjoe,  during  his  Life,  and  the  Captains 
fucceeding  him,  fhall  have  full  Power  to  inflict  any  Punifhment  they  think  proper 
for  Crimes  committed  by  their  Men  among  themfeives  (Death,  only  excepted)  in 
which  Cafe,  if  the  Captain  thinks  they  deferve  Death,  he  mall  be  obliged  to  bring 
them  before  any  Juftice  of  the  Peace,  who  fhall  order  Proceedings  on  their  Trial 
equal  to  thofe  of  other  free  Negroes.    1  yh,  That  Captain  Cudjoe  with  his  People 
fhall  cut,  clear,  and  keep  open,  large,  and  convenient  Roads  from  Trelawney  Town 
to  Weftnior  eland  and  St.  James  s,  and  if  pofiible  to  St.  Elizabeth's.    \\th,  That 
Two  white  Men  to  be  nominated  by  his  Excellency,  or  the  Commander  in  Chief 
for  the  Time  being,  fhall  conftantly  live  and  refide  with  Captain  Cudjoe  and  his 
SuccefTors,  in  order  to  maintain  a  friendly  Correfpondence  with  the  Inhabitants 
of  this  Ifland.    1  $th,  That  Captain  Cudjoe  fhall,  during  his  Life,  be  Chief  Com- 
mander in  Trelaivney  Town,  after  his  Deceafe  the  Command  to  devolve  on  his 
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1739.    Brother  Captain  Accompong;  and  in  cafe  of  his  Deceafe,  on  his  next  Brother  Cap- 
V>"V"X->  tain  fohnny^  and,  failing  him,  Captain  Cuffee  (hall  fucceed,  who  is  to  be  fucceed- 
ed  by  Captain  <%uaco,  and  after  all  their  Demifes,  the  Governor  or  Commander  in 
Chief  for  the  Time  being,  mall  appoint  from  Time  to  Time  whom  he  thinks  fit 
for  that  Command. 

In  Tejlimojty  of  the  above  Prefents,  we  have  hereunto  Jet  our  Hands  and  Seals 
the  Day  and  Date  above  written.

And  whereas  notwithstanding  his  Excellency  the  Governor  hath  approved  of  the 
faid  Articles,  and  that  they  are  generally  efteemed  fuch,  as  great  Advantages  may 
be  derived  from  them  j  yet  it  may  be  too  much  in  the  Power  of  fome  ill  difpofed 
or  inconfiderate  Perfons,  who  have  a  Right  of  Property  in  the  faid  Negroes,  or 
fome  of  them,  to  defeat  or  render  ineffectual  the  faid  Articles  of  Agreement,  by 
difturbing  or  feizing  upon  the  faid  Negroes,  who  in  Confidence,  or  under  the 
Security  of  the  faid  Articles,  may  come  in  their  Way.  To  prevent  therefore  the 
Difcon tents  and  other  ill  Confequences  that  may  attend  fuch  a  Perverfenefs  or  In- 
difcretion,  we  your  Majefty's  moft  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects,  the  AfTembly  of 
this  your  Ifland  of  Jamaica,  do  humbly  befeech  your  moft  Excellent  Majefty, 
that  it  may  be  enaded ;  be  it  therefore  enaded  by  the  Governor,  Council,  and 
AfTembly  of  this  your  Majefty's  Ifland  ;  and  it  is  hereby  enaded  by  the  Authority 
of  the  fame,  That  the  faid  Articles  of  Agreement,  and  every  Claufe  and  Article 
The  Articles  therein  contained  be,  and  they  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  upon  the  Condi- 
ratified.  tjons  anci  Terms  in  the  faid  Articles  exprefled  ;  and  that  no  Perfon  whatfoever  give 
any  Interruption,  or  prefume  to  feize  upon,  or  detain  the  faid  Negroes,  or  any  of 
them,  upon  a  Pretence  or  Claim  of  Property,  or  difturb  the  faid  Negroes  in  the 
PofTeffions  and  Privileges  granted,  or  intended  to  be  granted  to  them  by  the  faid 
Articles  of  Agreement,  until  a  manifeft  Breach  (hall  appear  to  be  made  on  the  Part 
of  Cudjoe,  or  his  SuccefTors,  of  the  faid  Articles,  or  fome  or  one  of  them,  under 
the  Penalty  of  Five  hundred  Pounds  for  every  fuch  Interruption,  Seizure,  De- 
tention or  Disturbance,  to  be  recovered  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  of 
this  Ifland,  by  Adion  of  Debt,  Bill,  Plaint,  or  Information,  wherein  no  EfToin, 
Protedion,  Imparlance,  or  Wager  of  Law  mail  be  granted  or  allowed,  or  Non 
vult  ulterius  profequi  be  entered  j  and  one  Moiety  whereof  fhall  be  to  his  Majefty, 
his  Heirs  and  SuccefTors,  for  and  towards  the  Support  of  the  Government  of  this 
Ifland,  and  the  contingent  Charges  thereof;  and  the  other  Moiety  to  him  or  them, 
who  fhall  inform  or  fue  for  the  fame. 

II.  And  whereas  Cudjoehzs  engaged  to  fend  all  Slaves,  who  fhall  hereafter  run 
away  and  fall  into  his  Hands,  to  the  Chief  Magiftrate  of  the  next  Parifh  where 
Runaway  they  fhall  be  taken  j  be  it  enaded  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  all  runaway 
Slaves,  how  Slaves  to  be  taken  by  Cudjoe,  or  any  of  the  Negroes  at  Trelawney  Town,  under  his 
to  e  1  po  e  comman(jj  fhall  be  by  him  or  them  delivered  to  the  next  Magiftrate,  who  is  here- 
by direded  and  obliged  to  pay  the  faid  Cudjoe,  or  the  faid  Negroes  bringing  fuch 
Runaways  to  him,  the  Sum  of  Ten  Shillings,  under  the  Penalty  of  Five  Pounds, 
for  every  Negled  or  Refufal  of  fuch  Magiftrate  to  pay  the  fame  ;  and  every  fuch 
Magiftrate  to  whom  any  Negroe  or  Negroes  fhall  be  delivered  by  the  faid  Cudjoe, 
or  any  of  the  Negroes  under  his  Command,  as  aforefaid,  fhall  be,  and  he  is  here- 
by obliged,  under  the  Penalty  of  Five  Pounds,  within  Ten  Days  after  fuch  Ne- 
groe or  Negroes  fhall  be  fo  delivered  to  him,  to  fend  fuch  Negroe  or  Negroes  to 
the  refpedive  Owner  or  Owners,  if  the  faid  Magiftrate  fhall  know  the  Owner  or 
Owners,  and  fhall  receive  from  the  Owner,  for  each  Slave  fo  fent,  the  faid  Sum 
of  Ten  Shillings,  paid  by  him  to  Cudjoe,  or  any  of  the  Negroes  under  his  Com- 
mand as  aforefaid,  with  a  Poundage  at  and  after  the  Rate  of  Two  Shillings  and 
Six- Pence  per  Pound  for  laying  out  his  Money,  befides  Mile-money,  fuch  as  is 
ordered  or  direded  to  be  paid  by  the  Owners  of  Runaways,  by  an  Ad,  entituled, 
An  Acl  for  the  better  Order  and  Government  of  Slaves -y  and  in  cafe  the  Owner 
mall  negled  or  refufe  to  pay  the  faid  Sums  herein  before  direded  to  fuch  Magi- 
ftrate, 
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ltratc,  or  his  Order,  and  Oath  be  made  thereof  before  any  other  Juftice  of  the  1739. 
Peace,  the  laid  Juftice  is  hereby  authorized  and  required,  under  the  Penalty  of  ^/">*r>v-> 
Five  Pounds,  to  iflue  his  Warrant,  and  direct  the  fame  to  any  Conftable  to  dif- 
train  on  the  Goods  of  the  faid  Owner,  and  the  fame,  or  fo  much  thereof  as  will 
fatisfy  and  pay  the  faid  Sums  herein  before  directed  to  be  paid  to  the  faid  Magi- 
ftrate ;  and  in  cafe  the  Magistrate,  to  whom  any  runaway  Slave  (hall  be  delivered 
as  aforefaid,  fhall  not  know,  nor  be  informed,  who  the  Owner  of  fuch  runaway 
Slave  fhall  be,  fuch  Magiftrate  fliall  fend  the  faid  runaway  Slave  to  the  next  Mar- 
fhal,  who  is  hereby  required  to  pay  to  the  faid  Magiftrate  the  Sums  herein  before 
directed  to  be  paid  by  the  Owner,  in  cafe  fuch  runaway  Slave  fhall  be  brought  to 
him,  and  to  be  recovered  in  the  fame  Manner  of  the  faid  Marfhal,  in  cafe  of  Ne- 
glect or  Refufalj  and  that  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  faid  Marfhal  to  detain 
and  keep  in  his  Cuftody  the  Body  of  fuch  runaway  Slave,  until  the  Owner  fhall 
reimburfe  him  what  he  fhall  have  paid  as  aforefaid,  for  fuch  runaway  Slave,  to- 
gether with  fuch  Poundage  and  other  Charges  as  are  allowed  to  Marfhals  paying 
for  runaway  Slaves,  by  the  faid  Act,  entituled,  An  Acl  for  the  better  Order  and 
Government  of  Slaves. 

III.  And  whereas  it  is  thought  neceffary,  that  Four  white  Perfons  fhould  refide  Four  white 
among  the  faid  Negroes,  who  have  lately  furrendered  and  fubmitted  themfelves  to  ^de^theNe* 
the  Government,  in  order  that  fuch  white  Perfons  may  receive  and  communicate  groe Towns, 
fuch  Orders  as  fhall  be  fent  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor  to  the  faid  Negroes  j 

be  it  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  each  of  the  faid  Four  Perfons  who 
are  or  fhall  be  appointed  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  or  the  Commander  in 
Chief  for  the  Time  being,  for  the  above  mentioned  Service,  fhall  be  paid  at  and 
after  the  Rate  of  Two  hundred  Pounds  per  Annum,  for  and  during  fuch  Time  as 
he  hath  refided,  or  fhall  refide,  and  be  upon  actual  Duty  among  the  faid  Ne- 
groes. 

IV.  And  whereas  a  Negroe  Man  named  Cuffee,  belonging  to  the  Heirs  or  Re-  c»fee>  Sa>»bt>, 
prefentatives  of  John  Laurence  Efq;  deceafed,  and  Sambo  belonging  to  John  Roach  made^free/* 
of  the  Parifh  of  St.  Elizabeth,  and  Quajhey  belonging  to  the  Heirs  or  Reprefenta- 

tives  of  William  Williams  Efq;  deceafed,  being  lately  taken  by  the  Rebels,  deferted 
them,  and  engaged  in  the  Service  of  the  Country,  by  going  out  as  Guides  with 
the  faid  Party,  and  led  them  to  the  Negroe  Town  j  be  it  further  enacted  by  the 
Authority  aforefaid,  That  as  an  Encouragement  for  their  Service,  the  faid  Negroes 
named  Cuffee,  Sambo  and  %uajl:ey,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  abfolutely  manumifed, 
and  for  ever  fet  and  made  free,  and  they  are  hereby  accordingly  manumifed,  and 
for  ever  fet  and  made  free. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  Receiver- 
General  do  out  of  any  publick  Money  in,  or  that  fhall  come  to  his  Hands  unap- 
propriated, forthwith  pay  to  the  refpective  Owners  of  the  faid  feveral  Negroes, 
the  Sum  of  Forty  Pounds  for  each  0/  them. 

VI.  And  whereas  a  Negroe  Woman,  named  Venus,  lately  belonging  to  JWand^f- 

Lamport  of  the  Parifh  of  Clarendon  deceafed,  having  deferted  from  Accompong's^"™^*1^' 
Town,  acquainted  Colonel  Blake,  that  moft  of  the  Rebels  were  gone  out  a  hunt- 
ing or  robbing,  and  that  it  was  a  proper  Opportunity  to  take  the  Town,  and  lead 

a  Party  into  the  fame  :  And  whereas  a  Negroe  Woman  named  Affiba,  about  fix 
Years  fince,  belonging  to  Mr.  Garbrand's  Eftate,  of  her  own  Accord  deferted  the 
Rebels,  and  guided  Colonel  Dwarris  to  the  Negroe  Town,  which  he  took ;  be  it 
therefore  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  faid  two  Negroe  Women 
be  alfo  manumifed,  and  for  ever  abfolutely  fet  free,  and  they  are  hereby  according- 
ly manumifed,  and  for  ever  fet  free ;  and  that  the  Receiver-General  do  forthwith 
pay  to  the  Proprietors  of  the  faid  refpective  Negroe  Women  the  feveral  Sums  of 
Thirty  Pounds  for  each  of  them,  out  of  any  Money  in,  or  that  fhall  come  to  his 
Hands  unappropriated. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  Secretary 
of  this  Ifland  do  within  Thirty  Days  after  the  pairing  of  this  Act,  make  out  Co- 
pies thereof,  and  caufe  the  fame  to  be  tranfmitted  to  the  Cuflos,  or  Chief  Magi- 
ftrate of  each  of  the  refpective  Parifhes  in  this  Ifland,  for  each  of  which  Copies  he 
fliall  be  paid  the  Sum  of  Twenty  Shillings  by  the  Receiver-General,  out  of  any 
Fund  or  Funds  in  his  Hands  unappropriated.

Act  i2lkT  Y  THERE  AS  thofe  Parts  of  Carpenters  Mountains,  lying  in  the  Parifhes  of 
VV    St.  Elizabeth  and  Clarendon,  being  far  diftant  from  the  ufual  Places  of  the 
Meetings  of  the  Juftices  and  Veftry  of  the  faid  refpective  Parifhes,  and  the  Plan- 
tations in  the  faid  Mountains  being  much  infefted  with  rebellious  Negroes,  the 
Inhabitants  of  the  faid  Mountains  cannot  without  long  Time  of  Warning,  extra- 
ordinary Fatigue,  Lofs  of  Time,  and  great  Expence  and  Difficulties,  convene  and 
appear  on  publick  Occafions,  either  at  Church,  Election  of  Members  to  ferve  as 
Reprefentatives  in  AfTemblies,  choofing  Church-wardens  or  Veftrymen,  affeffino- 
Taxes,  appointing  Surveyors,  and  attending  the  Quarterly  Seffions  and  Trials  of 
Negroes,  whereby  many  Privileges  to  the  Inhabitants  of  thofe  Parts  of  the  faid 
Mountains,   as  Subjects  of  Great  Britain,  are  in  a  great  Meafure  loft ;  And 
whereas  the  uniting  thofe  Parts  of  the  faid  Parifhes  of  St.  Elizabeth  and  Clarendon, 
called  Carpenters  Mountains,  bounding  from  the  Mouth  of  Milk  River,  Ten 
JSSEf'    Miles  up  the  fame  River-courfe  to  the  Bounds  of  Sutton  and  Sperry,  and  thence 
with  a  Northweft  Line  crofs  the  Mountains  to  Manatee  Savannah,  and  along  the 
Top  of  the  faid  Mountains  to  Aligator  Pond,  and  along  the  Sea-fide  to  the  Mouth

Parifhes  of  St.Elizabeth's  or  Clarendon  ;  may  it  pleafe  your  moft  excellent  Majefty 
that  it  may  be  enacted  j   be  it  therefore  enacted  by  your  Majefty's  Governor, 
Council,  and  AfTembly  of  this  your  Ifland,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Autho- 
Parts  united.  r}ty  0f  the  fame,  That  thofe  Parts  of  Carpenters  Mountains,  heretofore  efteemed 
Part  of  the  faid  Parifhes  of  St.  Elizabeth  and  Clarendon,  bounding  as  herein  be- 
fore defcribed,  according  to  the  faid  Plan  annexed,  mall  for  ever  hereafter  be 
united  and  annexed  to,  and  be  taken  and  efteemed,  to  all  Intents  and  Purpofes., 
as  Part  of  the  faid  Parifh  of  Vere;  and  that  the  Inhabitants  of  thofe  Parts  of  the 
faid  Carpenters  Mountains  herein  before  defcribed,  and  their  Heirs,  Reprefenta-

common  Right,  or  by  virtue  of  any  general  Act  or  Acts  of  this  Ifland,  as  fully, 
amply,  and  effectually,  as  if  thofe  Parts  of  the  faid  Mountains,  now,  or  hereto- 
fore in  the  faid  Parimes  of  St.  Elizabeth  and  Clarendon  had  been  originally  in,  or 
Part  of  the  faid  Parifh  of  Vere,  and  had  never  been  deemed  or  taken  to  have  been 
in,  or  efteemed  as  Part  of  the  faid  Parifhes  of  St.  Elizabeth  and  Clarendon,  or 
either  of  them,  any  Law,  Cuftom,  or  Ufage  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding. 

II.  And  whereas  the  Inhabitants  of  thofe  Parts  of  the  faid  Mountains,  before 
the  palling  of  this  Act  efteemed  to  have  been  in  the  faid  Parifhes  of  St,  Elizabeth 
and  Clarendon,  or  one  of  them,  may  have  been  indebted,  or  in  arrear  in,  or  by

Quit-rents,  Fines,  Forfeitures,  and  Amerciaments,  and  for  regulating  the  Manner 
of  Efcheats,  and for  fecwing  the  Pojjejj'ors  of  Lands  already  forfeited  and  fettled, 
and  further  Dij'covery  of fuch  forfeited  Lands,  and  encouraging  the  fettling  thereof, 
pailed  the  Seventeenth  Day  of  Augufl  One  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  thirty- 
three,  it  is  enacted  that  for  the  future,  all  Fines,  Forfeitures,  and  Amerciaments  mall 
be  paid  into  the  Hands  of  the  Receiver  General,  or  his  Deputy  j  and  that  no  other 
Perfon  or  Perfons  prefume  to  receive  or  difcharge  the  fame,  or  any  Part  of  them, 
or  any  other  Publick  Money,  not  otherwife  particularly  directed  by  any  Act  as  to 
the  Payment  thereof,  under  the  Penalty  of  Five  hundred  Pounds ;  any  Law, 
Cuftom,  or  Ufage  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding ;  and  whereas  the  faid  Claufe

\S^T\J  have  not  proved  effectual,  feveral  Owners  of  Slaves  having  been  unwilling  to  fend 
their  Negroes  to  the  Barracks,  purfuant  to  the  Allotments  made;  cr  entertaining 
and  employing  fuch  Negroes  as  often  as  they  have  deferted,  and  never  furnifhing 
others  in  Lieu  of  them  ;  which  Practices  cannot  well  be  prevented  while  the  Pro- 
perties of  Negroes  intended  for  this  Service  remain  in  private  Perfons :  In  order

than  fuch  as  are  hereby  provided,  except  fuch  Power  as  by  this  or  any  former 
Act  is  vefted  in  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  for  raifing  of  Baggage  Ne- 
groes in  Cafes  of  great  Emergency.

oblige  the  feveral  Parijhes  to  pay  for  all  Negroes  executed  in  each 
refpe&ive  Parifh. 

WHEREAS,  by  an  Adt  pafled  in  the  Year  Seventeen  hundred  and  Seven-  Act  124. 
teen,  entituled,  An  AB  for  the  more  effeBual  Punifoment  of  Crimes  com- 
mitted by  Slaves,  among  other  Things  it  was  enadted,  That  in  all  Cafes  where 
any  Slave  mould  be  put  upon  his  Trial  by  the  Owner,  Proprietor,  or  Perfon  in- 
truded with  fuch  Slave,  and  mould  fuffer  Death,  by  the  Sentence  of  fuch  Per- 
fons  as  were  impowered  to  pronounce  the  fame,  fuch  Perfon  mould  likewife  en- 
quire of  his,  her,  or  their  Value,  and  certify  the  fame,  under  the  Hands  of  the 
Majority  of  them  (one  of  which  mould  be  a  Juftice  of  the  Peace)  to  the  Com- 
miliioner  for  the  Time  being,  for  paying  of  Parties  to  be  fent  out  for  fuppreffing 
rebellious  and  runaway  Slaves,  which  faid  Commiffioner  mould,  out  of  the  Fund 
provided,  or  to  be  provided  for  that  Purpofe,  pay  to  the  Owner  or  Owners,  whofe 
Slave  or  Slaves  the  fame  were  before  Convidtion,  the  full  Value,  he,  (he,  or

provided  always,  That  no  one  Slave  mould  be  appraifed  at  above  the  Sum  of 
Forty  Pounds  current  Money  of  this  Ifland  j  any  Law,  Cuftom,  or  Ufage  to  the 
contrary  in  any  wife  notwithftanding,  as  by  the  faid  Adt,  amongft  other  Things, 
may  more  fully  appear  :  And  whereas  it  is  found  by  Experience,  that  the  fame

TT  THERE  AS  upon  the  late  Submiffion  of  Quao,  and  all  the  Rebels  then 
Vv  under  his  Command,  to  his  Majefty's  Government,  and  his  engaging  for  ^CT  I2^* 
the  Party  of  Rebels  under  his  Command  to  accept  of  fuch  Terms  as  the  faid 
Quao  fued  for,  Articles  of  Agreement  were  entered  into  and  executed  by  Colonel 
Robert  Bennett,  who  commanded  a  Party  of  Militia  in  the  late  Expedition  againft 
the  Rebels  and  the  faid  Quao  j  the  Tenor  of  which  Articles  is  as  follows :

in  Chief  of  the  Ifland  aforefaid,  hath  given  Power  and  Authority  to  Colonel  Ro-  A 


bert  Bennett  to  treat  with  the  rebellious  Negroes,  this  Day,  being  the  Twenty- 
third  Day  of  jfime,  One  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  Capt.  Quaot 
and  feveral  others  of  them  under  his  Command,  furrendered  under  the  follow- 
ing Terms,  viz.  Firft,  That  all  Hostilities  fhali  ceafe  on  both  Sides  for  ever, 
Amen ;  Second,  That  the  faid  Capt.  Quao  and  his  People  mail  have  a  certain 
Quantity  of  Land  given  to  them,  in  order  to  raife  Provifions,  Hogs,  Fowls, 
Goats,  or  whatfoever  Stock  they  may  think  proper,  Sugar-  Canes  excepted,  fav- 
ing  for  their  Hogs,  and  to  have  Liberty  to  fell  the  fame ;  Third,  That  Four 
White  Men  mall  conftantly  live  and  refide  with  them  in  their  Town,  in  order 
to  keep  a  good  Correfpondence  with  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Ifland  j  Fourth,  That 
the  faid  Capt.  Quao  and  his  People  mail  be  ready  on  all  Commands  the  Governor 
or  the  Commander  in  chief  for  the  Time  being  mail  fend  him,  to  fupprefs  and 
deflxoy  all  other  Party  and  Parties  of  rebellious  Negroes,  that  now  are  or  mall 
from  Time  to  Time  gather  together  or  fettle  in  any  Part  of  this  Ifland,  and  (hall 
bring  in  fuch  other  Negroes  as  (hall  from  Time  to  Time  run  away  from  their  re- 
fpective Owners,  from  the  Date  of  thefe  Articles ;  Fifth,  That  the  faid  Capt. 
Quao  and  his  People  mall  alfo  be  ready  to  aflift  his  Excellency  the  Governor  for 
the  Time  being,  in  cafe  of  any  Invafion,  and  (hall  put  himfelf,  with  all  his  Peo- 
ple that  are  able  to  bear  Arms,  under  the  Command  of  the  General  or  Com- 
mander of  fuch  Forces,  appointed  by  his  Excellency  to  defend  the  Ifland  from 
the  faid  Invafion ;  Sixth,  That  the  faid  Capt.  Quao  and  all  his  People  mall  be  in 
Subjection  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor  for  the  Time  being,  and  the  faid  Capt. 
Quao  mail  once  every  Year,  or  oftener,  appear  before  the  Governor,  if  thereunto 
required;  Seventh,  That  in  cafe  any  of  the  Hunters  belonging  to  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  this  Ifland,  and  the  Hunters  belonging  to  Capt.  Quao,  mould  meet,  in

Governor  for  the  Time  being  (hall  think  proper;  Tenth,  That  in  cafe  any  of  the 
Negroes  belonging  to  Capt.  Quao  mall  be  guilty  of  any  Crime  or  Crimes  that 
may  deferve  Death,  he  mall  deliver  him  up  to  the  next  Magiftrate,  in  order  to  be 
tried  as  other  Negroes  are  ;  but  fmall  Crimes  he  may  punifh  himfelf  ;  Eleventh, 
That  in  cafe  any  White  Man,  or  other  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Ifland,  mall  difturb 
or  annoy  any  of  the  People,  Hogs,  Stock,  or  whatfoever  Goods  may  belong  to 
the  faid  Capt.  £>uao,  or  any  of  his  People,  when  they  come  down  to  the  Settle- 
ments to  vend  the  fame,  upon  due  Complaint  made  to  a  Magiftrate  he  or  they 
mail  have  Juftice  done  them  ;  Twelfth,  That  neither  Capt.  Quao,  nor  any  of  his 
People,  mall  bring  any  Hogs,  Fowls,  or  any  other  kind  of  Stock  or  Provifions 
to  fell  to  the  Inhabitants,  without  a  Ticket  from  under  the  Hand  of  one  or  more 
of  the  White  Men  refiding  within  their  Town  ;  Thirteenth,  That  Capt.  Quao, 
nor  any  of  his  People,  mall  hunt  within  Three  Miles  of  any  Settlement ;  Four- 
teenth, That  in  cafe  Capt  Quao  mould  dye,  that  then  the  Command  of  his 
People  mail  defcend  to  Capt.  Thomboy,  and  at  his  Death  to  defcend  to  Capt.  Apcng, 
and  at  his  Death  Capt.  Blackwall  mail  fucceed,  and  at  his  Death  Capt.  ClaJJ:  mail 
fucceed ;  and  when  he  dies,  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  chief  for  the  Time 
being  mall  appoint  whom  he  thinks  proper.

That  all  Negroes  that  have  gone  to  them,  or  been  taken  by  them  within  Three 
Years,  mail  be  pardoned  their  Offence  and  reftored  to  their  Mailers,  who  mall 
mail  be  obliged  to  ufe  them  well ;  that  if  hereafter  any  of  their  Negroes  mall 
endeavour  to  entice,  or  mould  entice  any  Negroes  from  any  Plantation,  the  free 
Negro  mall  be  punifhed  capitally  ;  that  the  Negroes  (hall  be  formed  into  Com- 
panies, to  be  commanded  in  chief  by  a  White  Man  each,  and  when  ordered  out 
upon  Service,  they  mall  receive  Pay;  that  they  fhall  be  obliged  to  cut  fuch  Roads' 
as  the  Governor  fhall  order,  and  that  they  immediately  cut  a  Road  fo  as  to  be 
rideable  the  neareft  Way  poffible  to  a  Plantation. 

II,  And  whereas  notwithstanding  his  Excellency  the  Governor  hath  approved 
of  the  faid  Articles,  and  that  they  are  generally  efteemed  fuch  as  great  Advan- 
tages may  be  derived  from  ;  yet  it  may  be  too  much  in  the  Power  of  fome  ill  dif- 
pofed  or  inconfiderate  Perfons,  who  have  a  Right  of  Property  in  the  faid  Negroes,  or 
fome  of  them,  to  render  ineffectual  the  faid  Articles  of  Agreement,  by  difturbing 
or  feizing  upon  the  faid  Negroes,  who  in  Confidence,  or  under  the  Security  of 
the  faid  Articles,  may  come  in  their  Way  :  To  prevent  therefore  the  Difcontents 
and  other  ill  Confequences  that  may  attend  fuch  a  Perverfenefs  or  Indifcretion,  we, 
your  Majefty's  moft  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects,  the  AfTembly  of  this  your  Ifland 
of  Jamaica)  do  humbly  befeech  your  Moft  Excellent  Majefty  that  it  may  be 
enacted;  be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor.,  Council,  and  AfTembly  of  this 
your  Majefty's  Ifland,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame, 
That  the  faid  Articles  of  Agreement,  and  every  Article  and  Claufe  therein  con- 
tained be,  and  they  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  upon  the  Conditions  and 
Terms  in  the  faid  Articles  expreffed  ;  and  that  no  Perfon  whatfoever  give  any  In- 
terruption, or  prefume  to  feize  upon  or  detain  the  faid  Negroes,  or  any  of  them, 
upon  any  Pretence  or  Claim  of  Property,  or  difturb  the  faid  Negroes  in  the  Pof- 
feflions  and  Privileges  granted  or  intended  to  be  granted  to  them  by  the  faid  Ar- 
ticles of  Agreement,  until  a  manifeft  Breach  fhall  appear  to  be  made,  on  the  Part 
of  Quao  or  his  Succefibrs,  of  the  faid  Articles,  or  fome  or  one  of  them,  under 
the  Penalty  of  Five  hundred  Pounds  for  every  fuch  Interruption,  Seizure,  Deten- 
tion, or  Difturbance;  to  be  recovered  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  of  this 
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Ifland,  by  Action  of  Debt,  Bill,  Plaint,  or  Information;  wherein  no  Eftbin,  1740. 
Protection,  Imparlance,  or  Wager  of  Law  fhall  be  granted  or  allowed,  or  Non  -~v" — J 
vult  ulterius  profequi  be  entered  ;  and  one  Moiety  whereof  (hall  be  to  his  Ma- 
jefty,  his  Heirs  and  SuccefTors,  for  and  towards  the  Support  of  the  Government 
of  this  Ifland,  and  the  contingent  Charges  thereof ;  and  the  other  Moiety  to  the 
Informer,  or  him  or  them  that  mall  inform  or  fue  for  the  fame. 

III.  And  whereas  the  faid  Quao  has  engaged  to  fend  all  Slaves,  who  (hall  here-  Runaway 
after  run  away  and  fall  into  his  Hands,  to  the  Chief  Magiftrate  of  each  Parifh  ^"'h^-o 
where  they  mall  be  taken  ;  be  it  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  all  run-  be  difpofedof, 
away  Slaves  to  be  taken  by  <H>uao,  or  any  of  the  Negroes  under  his  Command, 

mall  be  by  him  or  them  delivered  to  the  next  Magiftrate,  who  is  hereby  directed 
-and  obliged  to  pay  the  faid  Quao,  or  the  faid  Negroes  bringing  fuch  Runaways  to 
him,  the  Sum  of  Ten  Shillings,  under  the  Penalty  of  Five  Pounds  for  every  Ne- 
glect: or  Refufal  of  fuch  Magistrate  to  pay  the  fame  ;  and  every  fuch  Magiftrate  to 
whom  any  Negroe  or  Negroes  (hall  be  delivered  by  the  faid  Quao,  or  any  of  the 
Negroes  under  his  Command  as  aforefaid,  mall  be,  and  he  is  hereby  obliged,  un- 
der the  Penalty  of  Five  Pounds,  within  Ten  Days  after  fuch  Negroe  or  Negroes 
mall  be  fo  delivered  to  him,  to  fend  fuch  Negroe  or  Negroes  to  the  refpective 
Owner  or  Owners,  if  the  Magiftrate  (hall  know  the  Owner  or  Owners ;  and  mall 
receive  from  the  Owner,  for  each  Slave  fo  fent,  the  Sum  of  Ten  Shillings  paid  by 
him  to  Quao,  or  any  of  the  Negroes  under  his  Command  as  aforefaid,  with  Poun- 
dage at  and  after  the  Rate  of  Two  Shillings  and  Six  Pence  per  Pound  for  laying 
out  his  Money,  befides  Mile-money,  fuch  as  is  ordered  or  directed  to  be  paid  by 
the  Owners  of  Runaways,  by  an  Acl,  entituled,  An  Ac~l  for  the  better  Order  and 
Government  of  Slaves ;  and  in  cafe  the  Owners  fhall  neglect  or  refufe  to  pay  the 
faid  Sum  herein  before  directed  to  be  paid  to  fuch  Magiftrate,  or  his  Order,  and 
Oath  be  made  thereof  before  any  other  Juftice  of  the  Peace,  the  faid  Juftice  is 
hereby  authorized  and  required,  under  the  Penalty  of  Five  Pounds,  to  iflue  his 
Warrant,  and  direct  the  fame  to  any  Conftable  to  diftrain  on  the  Goods  of  the  faid 
Owner,  and  the  fame,  or  fo  much  thereof  as  will  fatisfy  and  pay  the  faid  Sum 
herein  before  directed  to  be  paid  to  the  faid  Magiftrate;  and  in  cafe  the  Magiftrate 
to  whom  any  runaway  Slave  (hall  be  delivered  as  aforefaid,  fhall  not  know,  nor  be 
informed,  who  the  Owner  of  fuch  runaway  Slave  fhall  be,  fuch  Magiftrate  fhall  fend 
the  faid  runaway  Slave  to  the  next  Marfhal,who  is  hereby  required  to  pay  to  the  faid 
Magiftrate  the  Sum  herein  before  directed  to  be  paid  by  the  Owner,  in  cafe  fuch 
runaway  Slave  fhall  be  brought  to  him  ;  and  to  be  recovered  in  the  fame  Manner 
of  the  faid  Marfhal,  in  cafe  of  Neglect  or  Refufal  ;  and  that  it  fhall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  the  faid  Marfhal  to  detain  and  keep  in  his  Cuftody  the  Body  of  fuch 
runaway  Slave,  until  the  Owner  fhall  reimburfe  him  what  he  fhall  have  paid  as 
aforefaid,  for  fuch  runaway  Slave,  together  with  fuch  Poundage  and  other  Charges, 
as  are  allowed  to  Marfhals  paying  for  runaway  Slaves,  by  the  faid  Act,  entituled, 
An  A5t  for  the  better  Order  and  Government  of  Slaves. 

IV.  And  whereas  it  is  thought  neceffary,  that  Four  white  Perfons  mould  re-  Provifion  for 
fide  among  the  faid  Negroes  at  Crawford's  Town  and  New  Nanny  Town,  who  that"8 
have  lately  furrendered  and  fubmitted  themfelves  to  the  Government,  in  order  refide  at  the 
that  fuch  white  Perfons  may  receive  and  communicate  fuch  Orders  as  fhall  be  fent  ^^vr°^ 

by  his  Excellency  the  Governor  to  the  faid  Negroes;  be  it  enacted  by  the  Au- 
thority aforefaid,  That  each  of  the  faid  four  Perfons,  who  are,  or  fhall  be  appointed 
by  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  or  the  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  Time  be- 
ing, for  the  above  mentioned  Service,  /hall  be  paid  at  and  after  the  Rate  of  Two 
hundred  Pounds  per  annum,  for  and  during  fuch  Time  as  he  hath  refided,  or 
fhall  refide,  and  be  upon  actual  Duty  among  the  faid  Negroes. 

V.  And  whereas  Mark,  a  Negroe  Man,  belonging  to  Andrew  Orgill,  Efq;  and 
Cafar,  a  Negroe  Man,  belonging  to  Mr.  Richard  Clarke,  diftinguifhed  themfelves, 
and  behaved  well  as  Guides  to  the  Party  under  the  Command  of  Colonel  Robert 
Bennet,  and  alfo  have  on  other  publick  Services  behaved  well ;  be  it  therefore  fur- 
ther enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  as  an  Encouragement  for  their  Ser- 
vice, the  faid  Negroes,  named  Mark  and  Ccefar,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  abfolutely 
rnanumifed,  and  for  ever  fet  and  made  free,  and  they  are  hereby  accordingly  ma-

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3  740.    numifed,  and  for  ever  fet  and  made  free.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Autho-

tually have  arifen  from  the  fame,  over  and  above  the  Maintenance  of  the  Poor  of 
the  faid  Parifh,  who  are  otherwife  effectually  provided  for  by  an  Act  of  this  Ifland ; 
and  whereas  fuch  Surplufage,  together  with  the  aforefaid  Charities,  may  be  ren-

reditaments, and  for  the  doing  of  all  and  every  other  Acts  and  Things  touching, 
or  in  any  ways  concerning  or  appertaining  to  the  faid  Corporation,  or  Body  poli- 
tick, in  which  Seal  fhall  be  engraved  a  Boy  with  a  Book  in  his  Hand  on  one  Side  ;

III.  And  whereas  William  Morris,  Efq;  is  feifed  of  one  of  the  faid  Lots,  or

FOR  the  greater  Eafe  and  Benefit  of  all  Perfons  whatfoever,  in  the  taking  ^CT  ^.j 
Affidavits  to  be  made  Ufe  of,  and  read  in  his  Majefty's  Supreme  Court  of 
Judicature  in  this  Ifland,  as  well  in  Matters  and  Things  relating  to  his  Majefty 
and  his  Revenue,  as  in  all  other  Matters  and  Caufes  whatfoever,  depending,  or 
to  be  depending  in  the  faid  Court*  or  any  wife  concerning  the  Proceedings  of,  or 
in  the  fame  ;  may  it  pleafe  your  moft  excellent  Majefty  that  it  may  be  enacted, 
and  be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council,  and  Aflembly  of  this  your 
Ifland,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  That  the  Chief  Juftice,  and  other  the  Chief  Juftice> 
Juftices  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  in  this  Ifland  for  the  Time  being,  ^[nrthe  3P" 
or  any  Two  of  them,  whereof  the  Chief  Juftice  for  the  Time  being  to  be  one,  Comiflionersi

1741.  An  Aft  for  recovering  and  extending  the  Trade  with  the  Indian  Set- 
dements  in  America,  and  preventing  for  the  future  fome  evil 
Practices  formerly  committed  in  that  Trade. 

Act  132.TT7  HERE  AS  great  Advantages  might  be  derived  to  his  Majefty's  Sub- 
W    jects  in  general,  and  more  particularly  to  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Ifland, 
if  a  good  Correfpondence  and  open  Commerce  were  eftablifhed  between  them 
and  the  Indians  upon  the  Continent  in  America  j  and  whereas  the  evil  Practices 
of  feveral  Traders  of  this  Ifland,  who  have  frequently  taken  Indians  from  their 
Settlements  clandeftinely,  and  fold  them  in  this  Ifland  for  Slaves,  have  occafioned 
fome  of  the  Indian  Settlements  in  America,  with  whom  his  Majefty's  Subjects 
held  a  friendly  Intercourfe,  and  carried  on  a  beneficial  Trade,  particularly  thofe 
of  Darien  and  Samblas,  to  withdraw  their  Friendfhip  from  his  Majefty's  Subjects, 
and  to  enter  into  an  Alliance  and  Friendfhip  with  the  Spaniards,  and  have  not 
only  difcouraged  thofe  Settlements  from  continuing,  but  many  others  of  the  In- 
dians (it  may  be  prefumed)  from  engaging  in  any  Commerce  with  usj  in  order 
therefore  to  prevent  for  the  future  fuch  unfair,  barbarous,  and  pernicious  Prac- 
tices, and  to  remove  the  ill  Effects  of  thofe  already  committed,  we,  your  Majef- 
ty's molt  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects,  theAfTembly  of  this  your  Ifland  of  Jamaica, 
moft  humbly  befeech  your  Majefty  that  it  may  be  enacted  ;  be  it  therefore  enacted 
and  ordained  by  the  Authority  of  the  Governor,  Council,  and  AfTembly  of  this 
your  Majefty's  Ifland,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame, 
tnMaiti  im-   That  all  Indians  who  fhall  arrive,  or  be  imported  for  Sale  into  this  Ifland,  from 
Saieefet°free.and  after  the  Firft  Day  of  June,  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  thoufand  feven 
hundred  and  forty-one,  fhall  be  free  to  all  Intents  and  Purpofes,  as  any  other 
Aliens  or  Foreigners  are  j  and  that  all  Sales  made  in  this  Ifland  to  any  Perfon  or 
Perfons  refiding  or  that  fhall  refide  or  belong  to  this  Ifland,  of  any  Itidian  or  In- 
dians, from  and  after  the  faid  Firft  Day  of  June,  in  the  faid  Year  One  thoufand 
feven  hundred  and  forty-one,  fhall  be  abfolutely  null  and  void  j  and  thatif  any  Per- 
fon or  Perfons  fhall,  from  and  after  the  faid  Firft  Day  of  June,  One  thoufand  feven 
50/.  Penalty  hundred  and  forty-one,  fell  or  buy  any  Indian  or  Indians  fo  imported,  every  fuch 
Sw.1"2    Perfon  or  Perfons  fhall  forfeit  for  every  fuch  Offence  the  Sum  of  Fifty  Pounds,  to 
be  recovered  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  of  this  Ifland,  by  Action  of  Debt, 
Bill,  Plaint,  or  Information,  wherein  no  EfToin,  Protection,  Wager  of  Law,  or  In- 
junction fhall  be  granted  or  allowed,  or  Non  vult  ulterius  profequi  be  entered  5 
and  one  Moiety  whereof  fhall  be  to  the  Informer,  or  him  or  them  who  fhall  fue 
for  the  fame,  and  the  other  Moiety  to  the  Ufe  of  his  Majefty,  his  Heirs,  and  Suc- 
ceffors,  for  and  towards  the  Support  of  the  Government  of  this  Ifland,  and  the 
contingent  Charges  thereof. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  all  Owners  of 
Indian  Slaves  in  this  Ifland,  their  Agents  or  Attornies,  fhall  on  or  before  the  Eight 
and  twentieth  Day  of  December,  in  the  faid  Year  of  our  Lord  One  thoufand  feven 
hundred  and  forty-one,  give  in  the  Names  and  Sexes  of  all  Indians  which  belong  to 
them  refpectively,  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Ifland,  to  be  regiftered  in  his  Office,  or 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Veftry,  in  the  Pariflies  where  they  refpectively  refide,  to  be 
there  entered  in  the  Veftry-Books  of  the  faid  Pariflies  ;  and  that  all  and  every  In* 
dian  and  Indians,  whofeName  or  Names,  and  Sex  or  Sexes,  fhall  not  be  given 
in  as  aforefaid,  fhall  be  free  to  all  Intents  and  Purpofes. 

Ill:  Provided  always,  That  it  is  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning  of  this  Act, 
that  all  and  every  Perfon  or  Perfons,  who  is,  or  are  already  feifed  of  any  Indian 
Slave  or  Slaves,  fhall  have  Power  to  fell  and  otherwife  difpofe  of  all  and  every 
fuch  Indian  or  Indians,  in  as  full  and  ample  Manner  as  he  or  they  might  have 
done  before  the  making  of  this  Act. 

IV.  And  be  it  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  Secretary  of  this 
Ifland  do,  within  Thirty  Days  after  the  pafling  of  this  Act,  caufe  the  fame  to  be

neral, out  of  any  Money  in  his  Hands,  any  Cuftom  or  Ufage  to  the  contrary 
notwithftanding. 

An  ASi  to  encourage  Colonel  Cudjo  and  Captain  Quaw,  and  the  fe- 
deral Negroes  under  their  Commaiid  in  Trelawny  and  Crawford 
Towns,  and  all  other  Towns  of  rebellious  Negroes,  who  fubmitted 
to  Terms,  to  purfue  and  take  up  runaway  Slaves,  and  fuch  Ne- 
groes as  continue  in  Rebellion  \  and  for  rejne dying  fome  Inconve- 
niencies  in  the  Laws  already  made  for  that  Purpofe. 

WHEREAS,  by  an  Act  entituled,  An  Ac~l  for  building  and  completing  Act  j^j. 
Barracks  or  Fortreffes,  and  cutting  Roads ;  and  appointing  Com?niJJioners  ftr 
the  better  effecting  the  fame,  a.  Reward  of  Ten  Pounds  is  there  given  to  voluntary 
Parties  for  every  rebellious  Negroe  they  mall  kill,  or  take  alive  :  And  whereas 
by  two  other  Acts,  the  one,  entituled,  An  Ac7  for  confirming  the  Articles  exe- 
cuted by  Colonel  John  Guthrie,  Lieutenant  Sadler,  and  Cudjo  the  Commander  of  the 
Rebels,  for  paying  Rewards  for  taking  zip  and  rejloring  runaway  Slaves,  and  making 
Provifon  for  Jour  White  Perfons  refiding,  or  to  rejide  at  Trelawney  'Town,  and  for 
granting  Freedom  to  five  Negroes  who  were  Guides  to  Parties ;  and  the  other,  en- 
tituled, An  Act  for  confirming  the  Articles  executed  by  Colonel  Robert  Bennett  and 
Quaw  the  Commander  of  the  Rebels,  for  paying  Rewards  for  taking  up  and  rejloring 
runaway  Slaves,  and  making  Provifon  for  four  White  Perfons  to  refide  at  Craw- 
ford Town  and  New  Nanny  Town,  and  for  granting  Freedom  to  two  Negroes 
who  were  Guides  to  Colonel  Bennet ;  a  Reward  of  Ten  Shillings  is  there  given  to 
the  faid  Cudjo  or  Quaw,  or  to  any  Negroe  under  their  Command,  for  every  run- 
away Negroe  that  mail  be  taken  up  and  brought  in  by  either  of  them:  And  as  it 
is  juftly  to  be  apprehended,  that  from  the  different  Encouragements  given  by  the 
faid  Laws,  Cudjo  and  Quaw,  and  the  feveral  Negroes  under  their  Command  in  Tre- 
lawney and  Crawford  Towns,  and  other  of  the  rebellious  Towns  who  fubmitted  to 
Terms,  may  be  induced  to  kill  all  ftraggling  and  runaway  Negroes  that  may 
fall  in  their  Way,  with  Intention  to  receive  the  greater  Reward  of  Ten  Pounds 
for  them  as  rebellious,  rather  than  to  bring  them  in  alive,  and  receive  the  lefTer 
Reward  of  Ten  Shillings  for  them  as  Stragglers  or  Runaways,  which  will  occa- 
sion an  EfFufion  of  Blood  :  For  remedying  whereof,  may  it  pleafe  your  Majefty 
that  it  may  be  enacted,  and  be  it  enacted  by  your  Majefty's  Governor,  Council, 
and  Affembly  of  this  Ifland,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Authority  of  the 
fame,  That  from  and  after  the  paffing  of  this  Law,  all  runaway  Slaves  that  mail 
be  taken  up  by  the  faid  Cudjo  or  Quaw,  or  any  of  the  Negroes  under  their  Com- 
mand in  Trelawney  or  Crawford  Towns,  or  any  other  of  the  rebellious  Towns, 
who  have  fubmitted  to  Terms,  fhall  be  by  him  or  them  delivered  to  the  next 
Magiftrate,  who  is  hereby  directed  and  obliged  to  pay  the  faid  Cudjo  or  Quaw,  or 
the  faid  Negroes  bringing  fuch  Runaways  to  him,  the  Sum  of  Three  Pounds,  and  3/.  and  a6

Pounds  fo  paid  by  him  to  Cudjo  or  Quaw,  or  any  of  the  Negroes  under  their 
Command,  as  aforefaid  j  with  Poundage,  at  and  after  the  Rate  of  Two  Shillings 
and  Six-Pence  per  Pound,  for  laying  out  his  Money,  befides  Mile-Money,  fuch 
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1 74 1.  as  is  ordered  or  directed  to  be  paid  by  the  Owners  of  Runaways,  by  an  Act  en- 
«— ~v*—J  tituled,  An  Act  for  the  letter  Order  and  Government  of  Slaves  ;  and  in  cafe  the 
Owner  fhall  neglect  or  refufe  to  pay  the  faid  Sum,  herein  before  directed  to  be 
paid,  to  fuch  Magistrate  or  his  Order,  and  Oath  made  thereof  before  any  other 
Juftice  of  the  Peace,  the  faid  Juftice  is  hereby  authorized  and  required,  under  the 
Penalty  of  Five  Pounds,  to  iffue  his  Warrant,  and  direct  the  fame  to  any  Confta- 
ble,  to  diftrain  on  the  Goods  of  the  faid  Owner ;  and  the  fame,  or  fo  much  there- 
of as  will  fatisfy  and  pay  the  faid  Sum  herein  before  directed,  to  be  paid  to  the 
faid  Magiftrate  :  And  in  cafe  the  Magiftrate,  to  whom  any  runaway  Slave  fhall 
be  delivered,  as  aforefaid,  fhall  not  know  who  the  Owner  of  fuch  runaway  Slave 
fhall  be,  fuch  Magiftrate  fhall  fend  the  faid  runaway  Slave  to  the  next  Marfhal, 
who  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  to  the  faid  Magiftrate  the  Sum  herein  before  di- 
rected to  be  paid  by  the  Owner,  in  cafe  fuch  Runaway  Slave  fhall  be  brought  to 
him  j  and  to  be  recovered  in  the  fame  Manner  of  the  faid  Marfhal,  in  cafe  of  Neg- 
lect or  Refufal.

Reward  they  fhall  kill,  or  bring  in  alive,  the  Sum  of  Forty  Shillings,  and  no  morej  to 
b°ringingm0r  ^  Pa^     ik*  Church-wardens  of  any  Parifh  of  this  Ifland,  to  whom  the  Ears  of 
alive  a  rebel-  fuch  rebellious  Negroe  fhall  be  produced,  together  with  a  Certificate  figned  by 
lrous  Negroe.  one  Gf  t}ie  White  Perfons  refiding  in  T're/awney  or  Crawford,  or  any  other  Towns 
of  the  Rebels,  certifying,  in  the  beft  Manner  he  is  able,  the  Time  and  Place 
where  fuch  rebellious  Negroe  was  killed  or  taken ;  which  faid  Sum,  fo  to  be  paid 
by  fuch  Church-warden,  fhall  be  allowed  to  him  by  the  Receiver-General  or 
his  Deputy,  out  of  any  Sum  or  Sums  of  Money  fuch  Church-warden  fhall  have 
in  his  Hands  j  and  every  Church-warden  who  fhall  neglect,  or  refufe  to  pay  the 
fame,  fhall  incur  the  Penalty  of  Five  Pounds  for  every  fuch  Neglect  or  Re- 
fufal.

Act  134.  \\  THERE  A  S  the  wicked,  pernicious,  and  abominable  Crime  of  Forgery

Bill  of  Exchange,  PromifTary  Note  for  Payment  of  Money,  Indorfcment,  Align- 
ment j  or  Acceptance  of  any  Bill  of  Exchange,  or  PromifTary  Note  for  Payment 
of  Money,  or  any  Acquittance  or  Receipt,  either  for  Money  or  Goods,  with  In- 
tention to  defraud  any  Perfon  whatfoever  ;  or  (hall  utter  or  publifh  as  true,  any 
falfe,  forged,  or  counterfeit  Deed,  Will,  Teftament,  Bond,  Writing  obliga- 
tory, Bill  of  Exchange,  PromifTary  Note  for  Payment  of  Money,  Indorfement, 
Alignment,  or  Acceptance  of  any  Bill  of  Exchange,  or  PromifTary  Note  for  Pay-

And  whereas  feveral  Perfons  have  fet  up  certain  fraudulent  Games  and 
Lotteries,  to  be  determined  by  the  Chance  of  Cards  and  Dice,  and  Subfcriptions 
have  been  carried  on  under  the  Denomination  of  Sales  of  Plate,  Jewels,  and  other 
Goods,  and  Propofals  or  Schemes  have  been  printed  for  the  Sale  of  fuch  Plate, 
Jewels,  Goods,  and  other  Things  to  be  determined  by  RafHes,  by  Mathematical 
Engines  or  Machines,  and  by  other  indirect  Ways,  tending  to  defraud  unwary 
Peribns,  ignorant  of  the  Dilad vantages  Adventurers  in  the  faid  Games  and  Lot- 
teries are  fubje^l  and  liable  to ;  for  Remedy  whereof,  be  it  further  enacted,  de- 
clared and  adjudged,  That  all  fuch  Lotteries  are  common  and  puhlick  Nufances, 
and  that  all  Grants,  Patents  and  Licences  for  fuch  Lotteries  are  void  and  contrary 
to  Law.

An  ASi  to  explain  and  amend  an  ASi^  entituled^  An  Act:  for  the 
better  Order  and  Government  of  Slaves ;  and  for  making  free  ana 
rewarding  a  JVegroe  named  Hector,  belonging  to  Thomas  Fuller, 
Efq-y  and  paying  his  faid  Mafler  the  V alue  of  the  faid  Negroe, 

WHEREAS  by  the  faid  Act,  entituled,  An  Ac~i  for  the  better  Order  and  Act  141. 
Government  of  Slaves,  it  is  among  other  Things  enacted,  That  upon  Com- 
plaint made  to  any  Juftice  of  the  Peace  of  any  Felony,  Burglary,  Robbery, 
Burning  of  Houfes,  Canes,  Rebellious  Confpiracies,  or  any  other  Capital  Offence 
whatfoever,  he,  the  faid  Juftice,  fhould  iffue  out  his  Warrant  for  the  apprehend- 
ing the  Offender  or  Offenders,  and  for  all  Perfons  to  come  before  him  that  could 
give  Evidence  (and  the  Evidence  of  one  Slave  againft  another,  in  that  and  all 
other  Cafes,  fhould  be  deemed  good  and  fufffcient  Proof)  and  if  upon  Examina- 
tion it  probably  appeared,  that  the  apprehended  were  guilty,  he  fhould  commit 
him,  her,  or  them  to  Prifon,  and  certify  to  the  next  Juftice  the  Caufe,  and  re- 
quire him,  by  virtue  of  the  faid  Act,  to  affbeiate  himfelf  to  him,  which  fuch  Juf- 
tice is  thereby  required  to  do ;  and  they  fo  affbeiated  fhould  iffue  out  their  War- 
rant to  fummon  Three  Freeholders,  fetting  forth  to  them  the  Matter,   and  re- 
quiring them,  at  a  certain  Day  and  Hour,  and  at  fuch  a  Place  as  the  Juftices  or

provided,  that  when  and  as  often  as  any  of  the  aforementioned  Crimes  are  com- 
mitted by  more  than  one  Slave  that  mould  deferve  Death  (Murder  only  except- 
ed) that  then,  and  in  all  fuch  Cafes,  only  one  of  the  Criminals  fhould  fuffer 
Death  as  exemplary  to  the  reft,  who  were  to  be  returned  to  the  Owners,  after 
having  received  fuch  corporal  Punifhment  as  the  faid  Juftices  and  Freeholders 
aforefaid  fhould  think  fit  to  inflict.

fhould  remain  in  this  Ifland,  where  they  would  preferve  their  bloody  and  rebellious 
Spirits ;  be  it  therefore  further  enacted  and  declared,  That  if  any  Negroe  or  other 
Slave  or  Slaves  have,  before  the  making  of  this  Act,  been  engaged  in  any  rebel- 
lious Confpiracy,  or  have  compaffed  and  imagined  the  Death  of  any  white  Per- 
fon or  Perfons  in  this  Ifland,  or  fhall  hereafter  be  engaged  in  any  fuch  Confpira- 

Slaves  com-  racy,  or  fhall  compafs  and  imagine  the  Death  of  any  white  Perfon,  and  be 
main-"  the  hereof  attainted  by  open  Deed,  before  Two  Juftices  of  the  Peace  and  Three  Free- 
Deafh  ofV  6  holders,  every  fuch  Slave  or  Slaves  fhall  fuffer  Death,  Tranfportation,  or  any 
white  Perfon,  other  Punifhment  which  the  faid  Juftices  and  Freeholders,  or  the  major  Part  of 
them,  in  the  fame  Manner  as  is  directed  by  the  faid  recited  Act,  fhall  think  ne- 
ceftary for  the  publick  Welfare  and  Safety,  although  the  bloody  Purpofes  of 
fuch  Slave  or  Slaves  be  prevented  before  any  Murder  hath  been  or  fhall  be  com- 
mitted y  any  thing  in  the  faid  Provifo  to  the  contrary  in  any  wife  notwith- 
flanding. 

And  whereas  Slaves  have  been  tried,  before  the  making  of  this  Act,  for 
compaffing  and  imagining  the  Death  of  White  Perfons,  purfuant  to  the  faid  AEl 
for  the  better  Order  and  Government  of  Slaves  j  and  the  Juftices  and  Freeholders 
have  given  Sentence  of  Death  againft  more  Slaves  than  one,  for  one  and  the  fame 
Offence,  and  have  ordered  others  to  be  tranfported,  and  the  faid  Slaves  have  been 
executed  and  tranfported  accordingly ;  it  is  hereby  enacted  and  declared,  That 
the  faid  Trials,  Sentences,  Executions,  and  Proceedings  were  and  are  juft  and 
legal.

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IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  for  all  other  1744. 
capital  Offences  whatfoever,  committed  by  Negroe  or  other  Slaves  after  the  paff-  *- — ~v — ■— » 
ing  this  Aft,  it  mall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Juftices  and  Freeholders,  before  Jufticesand 
fuch  Negroe  or  other  Slaves  mall  be  tried,  to  put  to  fuch  Death  as  to  the  laid  Juf-  freeholders 
tices  and  Freeholders  mall  feem  expedient,  fuch,  and  fo  many  of  fuch  Negroe  p0wer!°na  y 
or  other  Slaves  convicted  before  them  of  any  capital  Crime,  as  they  fhall  think  con- 
venient for  the  publick  Safety  ;  or  to  tranfport  fuch  Slave  or  Slaves,  or  inflict  fuch 

other  Punifhment  upon  them  as  in  their  Difcretion  they  mail  think  fit ;  any  thing 
in  the  faid  former  recited  Provifo  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

V.  And  whereas  the  late  deteftable  Confpiracy  was  dif covered  by  a  Negroe 
Man-Slave,  named  Hedior,  belonging  to  Thomas  Fuller,  Efq;  whereby  the  Ex- 
ecution of  the  faid  Confpiracy  hath  been  happily  prevented  ;  be  it  therefore  enact- 
ed by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  faid  Negroe,  named  Heclor,  be  imme-  made 
diately,  from  and  after  the  paffing  of  this  Act,  manumifed  and  fet  free,  and  he  free. 

is  hereby  manumifed  and  fet  free  from  all  Manner  of  Slavery  whatfoever  j  and 
that  Murray  Crimble,  or  the  Receiver-General  for  the  Time  being,  do  immedi- 
ately pay  to  the  faid  Negroe  the  Sum  of  Thirty  Pounds ;  and  do  alfo,  on  the 
Sixth  of  December  annually,  during  the  Life  of  the  faid  Negroe,  pay  to  him  the 
like  Sum  of  Thirty  Pounds ;  and  that  the  faid  Murray  Crimble,  or  the  Receiver- 
General  for  the  'lime  being,  do  alfo  pay  to  the  faid  Thomas  Fuller  the  Sum  of 
One  hundred  Pounds,  in  full  Satisfaction  for  the  faid  Negroe. 

An  ASl  to  regulate  the  felling  of  Gun-powder ■,  and  to  prevent  the 
felling  of  Fire-Arms  to  Slaves. 

WHEREAS,  by  the  Sale  of  Gunpowder  without  Reftriction,  it  often  falls  Act  142. 
into  the  Hands  of  Negroe  and  other  Slaves,  which  may  prove  of  perni- 
cious Confequence  to  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Ifland,  if  not  timely  prevented  j  may 
it  pleafe  your  Mod  Excellent  Majefty  that  it  may  be  enacted  j  be  it  therefore 
enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council,  and  Affembly  of  this  your  Majefty's  Ifland, 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  That  no  Perfon  whatfoever  No  Perfon  to 
within  this  Ifland  mail,  after  the  One  and  Twentieth  Day  of  February  next,  fell,  ^'^nd^ 
or  otherwife  difpofe  of  by  Retail,  in  any  Quantity  lefs  than  Twelve  Pounds  Gun-powder, 
Weight,  any  Sort  of  Gunpowder  to  any  Perfon  whatfoever  within  this  Ifland,  without  a  Li- 
(except  as  herein  after  is  excepted)  before  fuch  Perfon  fhall  have  firfl  obtained  a  cence" 
Licence,  under  the  Hand  and  Seal  of  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  for 
the  Time  being  j  which  Licence  is  not  to  be  granted  but  upon  a  Certificate  from  the 
Juftices  and  Veftry  of  the  Parifh  where  fuch  Perfon  refides,  that  he  is  duly  qua- 
lified, and  fit  to  be  trufted  with  the  Sale  of  fuch  Powder;  which  Certificate  mail  be 
recorded  in  the  Secretary's  Office  before  fuch  Licence  mall  be  granted ;  and  fuch  Per- 
fon or  Perfons,  obtaining  fuch  Licence  or  Licences  as  aforefaid,  fhall  be  obliged,  be- 
fore he  or  they  fhall  vend,  fell,  or  difpofe  of  any  Powder,  to  take  the  following  Oath 
before  a  Juflice  of  the  Peace  of  the  Precinct  where  he  or  they  refide,  viz. 

I A.  B.  do  /wear,  That  I  will  not  vend,  fell,  or  difpofe  of  or  fuffer  any  Perfon  The  Oath  to 
or  Perfons  in  my  Service  or  Employ,  or  under  my  Command,  to  vend,  fell,  or  bhe0^^"r^d 
difpofe  of  any  Gunpowder  to  any  White  Perfon  or  Perfons^  not  knowi?ig  them  to  be 
Houfe- keepers,  unlefs  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  fiall  have  a  Certificate  from  fotne  'Juflice 
of  the  Peace  of  the  Precinct  where  he  or  they  fhall  refide,  or  Commifjion-Gjficer  of  the 
Company  or  Troop  of  Militia  to  which  he  or  they  belong,  that  they  are  Perfons 
proper  to  be  entrujled  with  the  fame ;  and  that  I  will  not  vend,  fell,  difpofe  of,  or 
deliver  or  fuffer  to  be  vended,  fold,  difpofed  of,  or  delivered  to  any  free  Mulatto, 
Negroe,  or  Indian,  any  Powder  without  a  Certificate  from  the  Captain  of  the  Com- 
pany in  the  PrecinB  to  which  he  belongs ;  and  that  I  will  not  vend,  fell,  difpofe  of, 
or  deliver •,  or  fuffer  to  be  vended,  fold,  difpofed  of,  or  delivered,  any  Powder ;  to  any 
Mulatto,  Negroe,  or  Indian  Slave,  upon  any  Pretence  whatfoever.

500 1.  Secun-  ^  r£Tu^  agreeable  to  the  faid  Oath  ;  and  that  there  mall  not  be  Licences  granted 
One  Retailer  to  more  tnan  one  Per^on  m  eac^  °f  tn-e  three  Towns  of  St.  Jago  de  la  Vega,  Port 
ineachTown.  Royal,  and  Kingjion,  where  Powder  mail  be  fold  by  Retail  as  aforefaid  only,  ^ex- 
cept as  herein  atter  is  excepted  ;)  and  for  each  of  which  Licences  the  Perfon  or  Per- 
fons  to  whom  they  are  granted  (hall  pay  for  the  fame,  together  with  the  Bond,  to 
the  Secretary  of  this  Ifland,  the  Sum  of  Fifteen  Shillings,  and  no  more  j  and 
that  no  Perfon  or  Perfons  whatfoever,  not  having  a  Licence  as  aforefaid,  fhall 
vend,  fell,  difpofe  of,  or  deliver  any  Gunpowder  by  Retail  in  a  Quantity  lefs 
than  Twelve  Pounds  Weight,  (except  as  herein  after  is  excepted)  under  the  Pe- 
nalty of  Fifty  Pounds,  and  of  fuffering  Six  Months  Imprifonment,  without 
Bail  or  Mainprize.

Penalty  other  Slave,  any  Gun  powder,  every  fuch  Perfon  mall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  Fifty 
for  felling     Pounds,  and  mall  fuffer  Six  Months  Imprifonment ;  and  if  any  Perfon,  having  a 
to  Negroes"  Licence  to  fell  Powder,  mall  fell  to  any  Negroe,  or  other  Slave,  any  Quantity  of 
Gun-powder,  after  the  above  limited  Time,  every  fuch  Perfon,  over  and  above  the 
faid  Forfeiture  and  Imprifonment,  (hall  be  guilty  of  wilful  and  corrupt  Perjury, 
and  be  punifhed  accordingly. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  no  Perfon 
whatfoever  fhall,  Ten  Days  after  the  paffing  this  Act,  fell  to  any  Slave  or  Slaves 

orFire-Arms.  any  Gun,  Pifto!,  or  other  Fire-Arms,  under  the  Penalty  of  forfeiting  Fifty  Pounds, 
and  of  fuffering  Six  Months  Imprifonment. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  Perfon  fo 
licenfed  to  fell  Powder  and  Ammunition  in  any  of  the  Three  Towns,  fhall,  in 

Retailers  to  order  to  prevent  any  Dangers  that  may  happen,  be  obliged  to  put  and  keep  all 
keep  all  their  his  Powder,  except  the  Quantity  of  Two  Barrels  at  a  Time,  in  the  Magazines ; 
^TtzBudi  and  tne  CaPtam  °f  tne  F°rt>  and  al*  otners  tfeat  have  the  Cuftody  of  the  laid  Ma- 
in theMaga-'  gazines,  or  any  of  them,  are  hereby  obliged  and  required  to  receive  and  keep  the 
:)e-  faid  Powder,  and  deliver  out  the  fame  as  Occafion  mall  require,  under  the  Pe- 

nalty of  One  hundred  Pounds;  for  which  he  fhall  have  and  receive  from  the 
Owner  at  and  after  the  Rate  of  Two  Shillings  and  Six-Pence  per  Barrel. 

V.  And  to  prevent  fuch  Perfons  to  whom  fuch  Licences  fhall  be  granted,  as 
aforefaid,  from  extorting  or  demanding  a  larger  Price  than  what  is  common  and 

Price  of  Gun- ufual  for  Gun-powder;  be  it  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  they,  or 
powder  to  be  anv  Gf  them,  fhall  not  demand  or  receive  any  greater  Prices  than  fuch  as  fhall 
jtafci^nd6  from  Time  to  Time  be  fettled  by  the  Juftices  and  Veltries  of  the  faid  relpective 
Veftries.

Recovery  of  VII.  And  be  it  enacted  by  the  Authority,  aforefaid,  That  all  Penalties  in  this 
Act  mentioned,  exceeding  Forty  Shillings,  and  not  faid  how  they  fhall  be  reco-. 
vered,  fhall  be  recovered  in  his  Majefty's  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  of  this 
Ifland,  by  Action  of  Debt,  Bill,  Plaint,  or  Information  ;  wherein  no  EfToin, 
Protection,  or  Wager  of  Law  fhall  be  allowed,  or  Non  milt  ulterius  profequi  be 
entered  ;  any  Law,  Cuftom,  or  Ufage  to  the  contrary  in  any  wife  notwithstand- 


ing; 
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ing ;  one  Half  of  which  Penalties  or  Forfeitures  fliall  go  to  his  Majefty,  his  Heirs 
and  Succeflbrs,  for  the  contingent  Charges  of  the  Government  of  this  Ifland  ; 
and  the  other  Half  to  him  or  them  who  mail  fue  for  the  fame. 

VIJI.  And  be  it  further  enaded  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  Secre- 
tary of  this  Ifland  do  forthwith  caufe  this  Act  to  be  printed,  and  Copies  thereof 
tranfmitted  to  the  Juftices  and  Veftries  of  the  refpedive  Pariflies  in  this  Ifland ; 
and  do  alfo  forthwith  caufe  a  Copy  thereof  to  be  fixed  up  in  the  mod  noted  Place 
of  each  of  the  faid  Three  Towns.

grant  Leafes  of  Part  of  the  Glebe  Lands  belonging  to  the  faid 
Rectory,  for  a  Number  of  Tears  certain. 

WHEREAS  Alexander  Inglis,  Clerk,  Rector  of  the  Parifli  of  St.  An-  Act  143. 
drew,  in  this  Ifland,  is  feifed  in  Right  of  his  Redory  of  a  certain  Piece 
or  Parcel  of  Land,  fituated,  lying,  and  being  in  the  faid  Parifli,  containing,  by 
Eftimation,  Six  hundred  Acres,  or  thereabouts ;  which  faid  i'iece  or  Parcel  of 
Land  is  now,  and  hath  for  many  Years  laft  part  been  called  and  known  by  the 
Name  and  Denomination  of  the  Glebe  Land  of  the  faid  Parifli  of  St.  Andrew  : 
And  whereas  great  Part  of  the  aforementioned  Parcel  of  Land  lies  far  from  the 
Church,  and  the  Rector  of  the  faid  Parifli  can  have  little  or  no  Benefit  therefrom, 
except  the  fame  be  rented  out :  And  whereas  near  one  Third  Part  of  the  faid 
Land  is  now  wafte,  uninclofed  and  untenanted,  and  of  no  Manner  of  Advantage 
to  the  faid  Rector,  and  is,  without  the  Interpofition  of  the  Legiflature,  likely  fo 
to  remain  and  continue ;  and  the  other  Part  thereof  is  leafed  out  at  an  Under- 
Rate,  by  Reafon  that  the  Rector  of  the  faid  Parifli  hath  no  Power  or  Authority 
by  Law  to  leafe  or  demife  the  faid  afore-mentioned  Premifles,  or  any  Part  thereof, 
for  a  longer  Time  than  he  fliall  continue  Rector  there ;  and  all  Leafes  by  him 
granted  expire  at  his  Death,  or  other  fooner  Determination  of  his  Incumbency ; 
whereby  all  Perfons  are  difcouraged  from  renting  and  improving  the  Wafte  Lands, 
from  the  Precarioufnefs  and  Uncertainty  of  the  Term  which  they  have  or  can 
have  therein ;  and  the  Tenants  of  thofe  already  rented,  for  the  fame  Caufe,  are 
unwilling  to  make  thofe  Improvements,  by  Building  and  otherwife,  which  they 
would  be  induced  and  inclined  to  do,  in  cafe  their  Term  was  certain  :  And 
whereas  the  giving  a  Power  to  the  faid  Alexander  Inglis,  and  all  future  Rectors  of 
the  faid  Parifli,  to  leafe  the  greateft  Part  of  the  Lands  for  a  Number  of  Years  cer- 
tain, provided  the  fame  was  done  at  the  beft  improved  Rent  that  could  begot  for 
fuch  Lands,  would  be  of  great  Advantage  to  the  faid  Alexa?ider  Inglis,  and  his 
Succeflbrs,  Rectors  of  the  laid  Parifli,  to  the  Tenants  who  now  occupy  any  Part 
of  the  faid  Lands,  and  likewife  to  the  Community,  as  it  would  be  a  Means  of  cul- 
tivating fome  Lands  now  lying  wafte  and  of  no  Ufe,  and  of  the  further  and  better 
improving  others,  and  could  be  of  no  Prejudice  to  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  what- 
foever ;  we  therefore,  your  Majefty's  moft  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjeds,  the  Go- 
vernor, Council,  and  Aflembly  of  this  your  Majefty's  Ifland  of  "Jamaica,  at  the

Provifo.  II-  Provided  always,  That  the  beft  improved  Rent  that  can  be  got  for  fuch 

Lands  fo  to  be  granted,  be  referved  in  the  faid  Leafes  for  the  Benefit  of  the 
Rector  granting  the  fame,  and  his  SuccefTors ;  and  that  no  Confideration  what- 
foever,  other  than  the  faid  Rent,  be  given,  granted,  allowed,  or  taken  for  the 
fame. 

III.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the 
faid  Alexander  Inglis,  and  all  future  Rectors  of  the  faid  Parifh,  (hall  not  in  any 

Leflbr  not  to  Cafe,  or  upon  any  Pretence  whatfoever,  take  or  receive,  or  fuffer  to  be  taken  or 
takeanyFme.  receivecj)  by  any  Perfon  or  Perfons,  for  his  or  their  Ufe  and  Benefit,  any  Fine, 
Fee,  Reward,  Sum  of  Money,  or  Confideration  for  the  granting  fuch  Leafes, 
other  than  the  Rent  referved  in  fuch  Leafes  payable  to  the  Rector  granting  fuch 
Penalty:  Leafes,  and  his  SuccefTors,  under  the  Penalty  of  forfeiting  treble  the  Value  of  fuch 
Fine,  Fee,  Reward,  Sum  of  Money,  or  Confideration,  (other  than  the  Rent  re- 
ferved as  aforefaid)  fo  taken  and  received  ;  and  likewife  of  a  further  Sum  of  Fifty 
Pounds  to  him  or  them  who  fhall  fue  for  the  faid  Penalties,  and  the  Leafes  fo 
granted,  for  or  by  Reafon  or  upon  Account  of  any  fuch  Fine,  Fee,  Reward, 
Sum  of  Money,  or  Confideration,  other  than  the  Rent  referved,  fhall  be  ipjh  faSfo 
void,  and  the  Land  fo  corruptly  leafed,  or  intended  to  be  leafed,  fhall  go  to  and  be 
vefted  in  the  Juftices  and  Veftry  of  the  faid  Parifh,  and  their  SuccefTors ;  to  be  by 
them  rented  out,  or  otherwife  difpofed  of  at  their  Difcretion,  for  the  Benefit  of

WHEREAS  great  Abufes  have  been  of  late  committed  by  carrying  off  Act  144. 
this  Ifland,  and  by  feducing  and  entertaining  feveral  of  his  Majefty's 
Soldiers  belonging  to  the  Regiment  and  Companies  of  this  Ifland,  and  alfo  fe- 
veral of  the  Seamen  and  others  belonging  to  his  Majefty's  Ships  and  Veffels  of 
War  on  this  Station  j  whereby  fuch  Ships  and  Veffels  of  War,  as  alfo  the  Regi- 
ment and  Companies  of  this  Ifland,  have  been  often  found  deficient  of  their  re-

and  likewife  to  diftrain  for  the  Rent  thereof,  or  to  commence  and  prolecute  any 
Suit  or  Suits  at  Law,  or  in  Equity,  for  the  Recovery  of  the  fame,  as  fhall  be 
thought  proper  and  neceftary  by  the  faid  Juftices  and  Veftry.

mefne  and  judicial,  through  the  Neglect,  wilful  Default,  Corruption  and  Con- 
nivance of  the  Deputy-Marfhal's  acting  under  the  Provoft  Marfhal-General  here 
in  their  feveral  Diftricts ;  and  as  no  Procefs  of  Outlawry  hath  ever  been  in  Ufe  iri 
this  Ifland,  to  compel  Perfons  to  appear  and  anfwer  in  any  Caufes  Criminal  or 
Civil,  there  is  the  ftronger  Neceffity  for  a  careful  and  diligent  Service,  and  Exe- 
cution of  Actions,  Writs  and  Warrants  for  that  Purpofe  ;  and  whereas  divers  other 
Regulations  are  necefTary  for  the  making  the  Procefs  of  the  Law  more  effectual 
and  beneficial  to  the  Publick,  and  with  regard  to  the  Execution  of  Writs  of  Par- 
tition, and  Returns  of  Jurors  to  ferve  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  of  this

And  whereas,  for  want  of  proper  Lifts  of  the  Freeholders  and  others, 
who  are  fit  and  qualified  to  ferve  on  Juries  in  the  faid  Supreme  Court  of  Judica- 
ture of  this  Ifland,  great  Numbers  of  Perfons  who  ought,  and  by  Law  are  liable  to 
ferve,  are  never  returned  for  that  Purpofe,  whereby  the  fame  is  become  a  very 
unequal  Duty,  and  frequently  falls,  more  efpecially  as  to  the  Petit  Jury,  on  many 
Perfons  who  are  incapable  of  fuch  a  Service,  from  the  Straitnefs  of  their  Circum- 
ftances,  without  great  Prejudice  to  their  Families ;  and  fometimes  on  fuch  who 
are  even  under  a  Neceffity  of  applying  for  Protections  to  enable  them  with  Free- 
dom to  pafs  as  Jurors  in  all  Caufes  of  the  Crown,  and  between  Party  and  Party, 
and  to  be  determined  in  the  faid  Court  5  therefore,  for  the  Prevention  thereof,  be 
it  alfo  enacted,  That  the  Juftices  and  Veftry  in  every  Parifh  where  they  are,  and 
in  thofe  Parifhes  where  there  is  no  Veftry,  the  Juftices;  and  in  thofe  Parifhes 
where  there  are  no  Juftices,  the  Veftry-men  once  every  Year,  viz.  between  the 
Firft  of  January  and  the  Twenty- fifth  Day  of  March,  in  every  Year,  caufe  an  ex- 
hibit Lift  to  be  made  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Veftry,  or  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  in  any 
Parifh  where  there  is  no  Clerk  of  the  Veftry  attending  them,  of  all  Perfons  inha- 
biting in  their  refpective  Parifhes,  Freeholders,  and  others,  of  a  competent  Live- 
lihood (in  which  the  faid  Juftices  and  Veftry-men  are  to  be  included)  and  who 
are  hereby  qualified  to  ferve  on  Juries  in  the  faid  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  of 
this  Ifland,  to  the  Intent  that  the  fame  may  be  rendered  a  more  equal  Duty  than 
it  has  hitherto  been  ;  and  that  the  Juftices  and  Veftry,  and  the  Juftices  where  there 
is  no  Veftry,  and  the  Veftry-men  where  there  are  no  Juftices  fubferibe  fuch  Lift, 
together  with  a  Duplicate  thereof  j  and  that  they  tranimit  the  fame,  with  the  Du- 
plicate, to  the  Chief  Juftice  of  this  Ifland,  by  the  faid  Twenty-fifth  Day  of  March, 
in  every  Year,  which  Duplicates  are  to  be  fent  to  the  Provoft  Marfhal-General

liding  in  the  Parifh,  or  near  where  the  Lands,  Tenements,  and  Premifles  fhall 
and  do  lie,  to  make  Partition,  in  his  Place  and  Stead,  between  the  Parties,  in  the 
Prefence  of  any  one  or  more  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  who  fhall  attend  for  that  Pur-

X.  And  be  it  alfo  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Ifland  do  caufe  this  Act 
to  be  printed  as  foon  as  conveniently  may  be ;  and  that  he  fend  Twelve  printed 
Copies  to  the  Gi/ios,  or  Chief  Magiftrate  of  every  Parifh  in  this  Ifland,  Three 
Copies  to  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  and  Three  Copies  to  each 
Member  of  his  Majefty 's  Council  and  of  the  AfTembly  in  this  Ifland  ;  and  that 
he  be  paid  for  the  fame  out  of  the  Surplus  of  any  Fund  or  Funds  unappropriated, 
for  railing  Money  for  the  contingent  Charges  of  the  Government  or  this  Ifland. 

XI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  Act,  and  every  thing  therein  contained,  (hall 
be  and  continue  in  Force,  from  the  pafling  thereof,  for  the  Term  of  Five 
Years,  and  from  thence  to  the  End  of  the  then  next  Seflions  of  AfTembly,  and 
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An  Acl  for  applying  and  appropriating  certain  Sums  of  Money  to  *74-7- 
Jeveral  Ufes  ;  and for  enabling  the  Receiver  General  to  negotiate  Km^r^J 
and  dtfpofe  oj  fuch  Bonds  as  are  and  fhall  be  given  to  his  Ma- 
jefily  for  ^uit-  rents ;  and  for  impowering  him  to  borrow  certain 
Stems  of  Money  at  Inter 'efi,  for  the  fupplying  the  immediate  Exi- 
gences of  the  Government ;  and  for  reflraining  the  CommiJJioner  s 
of  Forts  and  Fortifications  from  laying  out  more  Money  upon  the 
faid  Forts  and  Fortifications  than  fhall  from  Time  to  Time  be 
graizted  by  the  Affembly  for  the  faid  Fortifications, 

WE  your  Majefty's  moft  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects,  the  AfTembly  of  this^CT 
your  Majefty's  Ifland  of  Jamaica,  do  moft  humbly  befeech  your  Maje- 
fty  that  it  may  .  be  enacted  ;  and  be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council,  and 
AfTembly  of  this  Ifland,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Authority 
of  the  fame,  That  out  of  the  Surplufage  of  the  Monies  that  have  arifen,  or  fhall 
arife,  by  Virtue  of  an  Act  of  the  Governor,  Council,  and  AfTembly  of  this

a  Sum  not  exceeding  Ten  thoufand  eight  hundred  Pounds  to  the  Payment  of  the  priated  to  the 
Debt  now  due  on  Account  of  the  Forts  and  Fortifications  ;  a  Sum  not  exceeding  p^ndT^ 
Four  thoufand  Pounds,  for  the  Payment  of  Monies  borrowed  in  the  late  Marfhal  Debts,  and 
Law,  and  the  Intereft  now  due  or  which  mail  become  due  thereon  ;  a  Sum  not other  ufes: 
exceeding  Five  hundred  Pounds,  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Bath  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apojlle, 
\o  be  paid  into  the  Hands  of  the  Commiffioners  of  the  faid  Bath  ;  a  Sum  not  ex- 
ceeding Six  hundred  Pounds,  for  paying  and  fubfifting  the  Negroe  Soldiers,  pur- 
fuant  to  an  Act  of  the  Governor,  Council,  and  AfTembly  of  this  Ifland,  entituled, 
An  Acl  for  raifing  Companies  in  the  Jeveral  Negroe  Towns,  and  encouragi?ig  them 
to  reduce  rebellious  and  runaway  Slaves,  pafTed  in  a  former  Seffions  of  this  AfTem- 
bly j  a  Sum  not  exceeding  Five  thoufand  Pounds,  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Forts  and 
Fortifications  at  Mufquitta  Point;  a  Sum  not  exceeding  Four  hundred  Pounds,  to 
the  Ufe  of  Fort  Charles  at  Port  Royal ;   a  Sum  not  exceeding  Three  hundred 
Pounds,  to  the  Ufe  of  Fort  George  at  Port  Antonio ;  a  Sum  not  exceeding  Five 
hundred  Pounds,  to  the  Ufe  of  Fort  William  at  Port  Morant ;  a  Sum  not  ex- 
ceeding Three  hundred  Pounds  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Fortifications  at  Rock  Fort ;  a 
Sum  not  exceeding  Six  hundred  Pounds,  for  preferving  the  Small  Arms  and  hiring 
Store-houfes  for  the  Reception  of  the  fame;  and  a  Sum  not  exceeding  Two  hun- 
dred and  Twenty  three  Pounds  Six  Shillings  and  Eight  Pence,  for  the  Payment 
of  a  Debt  due  from  the  Publick  to  William  Axtell,  and  the  Intereft  due  on  the 
faid  Debt. 

II.  And  whereas  there  is  a  Neceffity  that  the  prefent  Exigences  of  the  Go-

Affigns;  and  the  Monies  due  thereon  fhall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  entitled  to 
the  fame  Remedies,  for  the  Recovery  of  fuch  Monies  due  on  fuch  Bonds,  and 
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1747.    to  the  fame  Preference  and  Precedence  in  Payment  as  his  Majefty  is  or  would  be 
C/TV  entituled  unto,  in  cafe  the  fame  had  remained  and  continued  JDebts  due  to  the 
Crown. 

HI.  And  whereas  it  is  uncertain  when  the  Monies  arifing  from  the  Surplufage

And  the  Commiffioners  already  appointed  by  an  Act,  entituled,  An  A61  for  effec- 
tually fettling  the  Pari/J:  of  Portland,  by  vefling  all  the  unfettled  Lands  in  the  faid 
Parifo  in  the  Crown,  be,  and  are  hereby  appointed  Commiffioners  in  the  faid  Pa-

TT  THERE  AS,  by  an  Act  of  the  Governor,  Council,  and  AfTembly  of  this 
VV  Ifland,  entituled,  An  Acl  for  afcertaining  the  Value  of  foreign  Coins,  and 
eflablifoing  Intereji,  it  is,  amongft  other  Things,  thereby  enadted  and  ordained, 
That  no  Goldfmith,  or  Worker  in  Gold  or  Silver,  within  this  Ifland,  from  and 
after  the  Firft  Day  of  Augufl,  One  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  eighty-one,  mould 
work,  fell,  exchange,  or  caufe  to  be  wrought,  fold,  or  exchanged,  any  Plate,  or 
other  Goldfmiths  Wares  of  Gold,  lefs  in  Finenefs  than  Twenty-two  Caracts  ;

fence  fhould  forfeit  treble  the  Value  of  the  faid  Wares  fo  fold  or  exchanged  ;  ^- — /-"—J 

one  Half  whereof  to  our  Sovereign  Lord  the  King,  his  Heirs  and  Succeflbrs,  for 

and  towards  the  Support  of  the  Government  of  this  Ifland  and  the  contingent 

Charges  thereof,  and  the  other  Half  to  the  Party  aggrieved  ;  to  be  recovered  in 

Manner  and  Form  aforefaid  ;  and  that  whofoever  mould  offend  the  Second  Time, 

And  thereof  be  convicted,  fhould  ftand  in  the  Pillory  for  the  Space  of  One  Hour, 

and  lofe  his  Ears  for  the  fame  :  And  whereas,  notwithstanding  the  faid  in  Part 

recited  Act,  it  is  notorious  that  moft,  if  not  all  the  Gold  and  Silver  Wares  made

as  Gold  and  Silver  Wares  are  tried  and  aflayed  in  Great  Britain :  And  if,  upon

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1747.    only;  and  from  every  Parcel  of  Gold  Trinkets,  or  fmall  Wares  in  Gold  of  any 
e*-v-— '  Sort,  the  whole  Parcel  not  exceeding  Two  Ounces,  One  Aflay  only  :  AH  which 
faid  AfTays  to  be  made  by  fcraping  a  Proportion  from  every  Piece,  to  make  up 
the  Weight  to  be  aflayed. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  Gold  or  Silver  that 
fhall  be  made  Ufe  of  for  fuch  AfTays,  had  or  made  by  Virtue  of  this  Act,  mall  be 
returned  to  the  Proprietor  of  the  Gold  or  Silver  from  whence  the  fame  was

Toll  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  Carriages,  Cattle,  and  Things,  that  mall  from  Time 
to  Time  be  employed  in  the  actual  Service  of  the  faid  Truftees  and  Commiffion-

jefty's  Juftices  of  the  Peace  for  the  Parifh  or  Precinct  where  the  fame  fhall  hap-

Act  I52.TTTTHEREAS  the  Provifion  made  for  the  Maintenance  of  the  Clergy,  In- 
W  cumbents  of  the  greateft  Part  of  the  feveral  Parifhes  of  this  Ifland,  is  too 
fcanty  for  a  proper  and  fuitable  Maintenance,  and  there  is  a  Neceffity  for  aug- 
menting the  fame;  and  Part  thereof  being  precarious,  depending  on  the  Pleafure 
of  the  Juftices  and  Veftry  of  the  feveral  Parifhes,  the  Clergy  are  thereby  thrown 
into  an  improper  State  of  Dependence  :  And  whereas  the  Bifhop  of  London,  who 
claims  to  be  Diocefan  of  this  Ifland,  and  to  have  Coercion  over  the  Clergy  here, 
hath  never  been  admitted  to  the  Exercife  of  any  Spiritual  Juriididion  whatever, 
but  ftands  excluded  therefrom  by  the  Laws  of  this  Ifland ;  in  order  that  the  In- 
cumbents of  the  feveral  Parifhes  in  this  Ifland  may  be  enabled  to  live  in  a  decent 
and  comfortable  Manner,  and  in  fuch  a  State  of  Independence  as  is  fit  and  fuitable 
to  their  Spiritual  Vocation ;  and  in  cafe  of  their  falling  into  Vice  and  Immorality,  or 
offending  againft  the  Canons  of  the  Church,  to  the  Scandal  of  their  Holy  Func- 
tion, that  the  fame  may  be  corrected  and  reformed,  as  appertains  to  the  decent 
and  orderly  Government  and  Honour  of  the  Church,  by  a  regular  and  legal  Ju- 
rifdiction  in  the  Premiffes  ;■  may  it  pleafe  your  Majefty  that  it  may  be  enacted  by 
the  Governor,  Council,  and  AfTembly  of  this  your  Majefty 's  Ifland  of  Jamaica; 
and  be  it  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  Incumbent  of  every  re- 
fpective  Parifh  hereafter  mentioned  fhall  receive  of  the  Church-warden  or  Church- 
wardens of  each  refpettive  Parifh  fuch  Sums  of  Money  as  is  herein  after  directed, 
every  Six  Months,  by  equal  Portions  fo  to  be  raifed  and  collected  as  is  directed 
in  and  by  an  Act,  entituied,  An  Act  for  the  Maintenance  of  Mini/Iers  and  the 
Annual  Str-  p0or,  and  eretJing  and  repairing  of  Churches,  viz.  To  the  Incumbent  of  the  Pa-

St.  Dorothy,  Two  hundred  Pounds ;  to  the  Incumbent  of  ihc  Parifh  of  Kingston,  v— -v  "J 
Two  hundred  and  fifty  Founds  ;  to  the  Incumbent  of  the  Parifh  of  Fere,  Two 
hundred  Pounds;  to  the  Incumbent  of  the  Parifh  of  Clarendon,  Two  hundred 
and  fifty  Pounds;  to  the  Incumbent  of  the  Parifh  of  Port  Royal,  Two  hundred 
Pounds;  to  the  Incumbent  of  the  Parifh  of  St.  Andrew,  Two  hundred  Pounds  j 
to  the  Incumbent  of  the  Parifh  of  St'.  John,  Two  hundred  Pounds ;  to  the  In- 
cumbent of  the  Parifh  of  St.  Thomas  in  the  I  ajl,  Two  hundred  and  filty  Pounds; 
to  the  Incumbent  of  the  Parifh  of  St.  David,  One  hundred  Pounds;  to  the  In- 
cumbent of  the  Parifh  of  St.  George,  One  hundred  Pounds  ;  to  the  Incumbent  of 
the  Parifh  of  St.  Mary,  Two  hundred  Pounds  ;  to  the  Incumbent  of  the  Parifh 
of  St.  Anne,   Two  hundred  Pounds ;  to  the  Incumbent  of  the  Pari  Hi  of  St. 
James,  Two  hundred  Pounds ;  to  the  Incumbent  of  the  Parifh  ot  St.  Rlixahethy 
Two  hundred  I'ounds ;  to  the  Incumbent  of  the  Parifh  of  Wejlmoreland,  Two 
hundred  and  fifty  Pounds  jto  the  Incumbent  of  the  Parifh  of  hanovcr,  Tww  hun- 
dred Pounds  j  and  to  the  Incumbent  of  the  Parifh  of  Portland,    'ne  hundred 
Pounds  Currency  :  And  the  Juftices  and  Veftry  in  every  Parifh  ftrfc  hereby  re- 
trained from  granting  any  additional  Salary,  or  levying  the  fame  upon  the  Jnha-  VtMatt* 
bitants  of  their  refpective  Parifhes  ;  any  Law  to  the  contrary  hereof  notwithfland-  ft^tinaan* 
ing :  And  the  Juftices  and  Veftry  of  each  Parifh  in  this  Ifland,  where  then-  is  no  additional 
Parfonage-houfe,  are  hereby  impowered  and  required  to  hire  a  good  Houfe  for  Salary, 
the  Minifter  or  Rector,  provided  the  Rent  of  the  fame  exceed  not  the  Value  of 
Fifty  Pounds  per  Year  ;  and  in  cafe  they  cannot  hire  a  good  and  proper  Houfe, 
they  are  then  impowered  and  required  to  buy  or  build  one,  provided  the  Charge 
of  Building  or  Buying  the  fame  amount  not  to  an  Expence  exceeding  the  Value 
of  Five  hundred  Pounds;  and  where  there  {hall  be  a  Neceflity  of  Building  or 
Buying,  the  Juftices  and  Veftry  fhall  in  open  Veftry  receive  the  Propofals  of  all 
fuch  who  (hall  offer  to  fell  to,  or  build  for  the  Parifh,  and  agree  to  fuch  as  mall 
be  then  and  there  judged  moft  reafonable,  if  they  mall  think  any  of  them  proper 
to  be  agreed  to. 

II.  And  be  it  alfo  enacted,  That  it  mail  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  BHhop  e^Bilhotof^w- 
London  to  exercife  ordinary  Jurifdiction  in  this  Ifland,  as  far  as  the  fame  apper-  dktion, 
tains  to  the  Ecclefiaftical  Regimen  of  the  Clergy  only  j  any  Law  to  the  contrary 
thereof  notwithftanding. 

III.  Provided  neverthelefs,  That  this  Ac!:,  nor  any  thing  therein  contained,  how  far  to  ex- 
be  extended  or  conftrued  to  extend,  to  give  or  grant  any  juridical  Authority  or  en 
Coercion,  either  Spiritual  or  Temporal,  over  the  Lay  Inhabitants  of  this  Ifland, 

in  any  Manner  or  Form  whatfoever  ;  or  to  controul,  abridge,  or  alter  the  Juris- 
diction of  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  of  this  Ifland  for  the  Time  being 
as  Ordinary  of  the  fame ;  or  to  exercife  or  interfere  in  the  fame  in  any  Suit  or  In- 
ftance  for  Probate  of  Wills,  and  granting  Letters  Teftamentary,  and  Letters 
of  Adminiftration,  and  Letters  of  Guardianfhip  or  Repeal,  or  Revocation 
of  any  of  them,  or  in  any  other  Manner  or  Form  whatfoever;  or  with  re- 
fpect  to  the  Prefentation  or  Induction  to  the  feveral  Churches  or  Parifhes  in  this 
Ifland,  or  any  Power  or  Authority,  juridical  or  otherwife,  ufually  exercifed  by 
the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  as  Ordinary  thereof,  in  any  Manner  or 
Form  whatfoever.

That  all  Rectors  of  Parifhes  or  Beneficed  Minifters  in  this  Ifland  fhall  be  deemed  J^"^. 
and  adjudged,  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be  Freeholders,  to  all  Intents  and  tions,  without 
Purpoles  whatfoever ;  and  mall  be  accordingly  admitted  to  vote  as  fuch  at  any  future  the 
E.ection  of  any  Member  of  the  AfTembly  within  their  refpective  Parifhes,  with- 
out taking  the  aforefaid  or  any  Oath  whatfoever  5  any  thing  contained  in  the  faid 
Law  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding.

*Act  1 54.  \  \  T  RE  AS  the  Streets  of  the  Town  of  St.  Jago  de  la  Vega,  and  the  Paths, 
\\  Ways,  Roads,  and  Avenues  immediately  leading  into  and  out  of  the 
fame,  are  greatly  incumbered,  and  in  particular  Places  almoft  choaked  up  by 
Dunghills,  and  other  Filth,  and  by  the  great  Number  of  Penguin  Fences,  and 
Poponax,  and  other  Trees  and  Bufhes  growing  in  and  about  the  fame,  which 
harbour  Vermin  of  all  Kinds ;  and  fuch  Lots  of  Land  as  are  not  built  on,  but  lye 
open,  are  converted  into  Places  for  depofiting  the  Dung  and  Rubbifh  of  the  Town,

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17^8.    of  the  faid  Town-warden  or  Wardens,  to  fummon  fuch  Inhabitant,  or  Mafter  or 
v- — '  fv: iftrefs  of  fuch  Servant  or  Slave  who  (hall  offend  in  the  Premiffes,  to  fhew 
Caufe,  on  a  Day  to  be  appointed  in  fuch  Summons,  not  exceeding  feven  Days 
from  the  Time  of  the  Complaint  made,  why  he  or  (lie  fhould  not  pay  the  faid 
Forty  Shillings  to  the  Town-warden  or  Wardens  ;  which  Summons  (hall  be  ferved 
four  Days  before  the  Day  therein  to  be  mentioned  for  mewing  Caufe,  by  leaving

Catharine's  and  St.  Andrew's,  and  taking  up  runaway  Negroes,  reciting,  among 
other  Things,  that  a  Road  and  PafTage  by  Land  between  the  Parimes  of  St.  Ca- 
therine 
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*herine  and  St.  Andrew  had  been  thentofore  found  of  great  Ufe  and  Advantage  1749. 
to  the  whole  Iiland,  as  being  an  eafy,  fafe,  and  near  Communication  to  the  feveral  wOTX-* 
Precincts  j  and  that  it  would  be  neceffary  that  the  old  Road  mould  be  amended, 
or  a  new  Road  made ;  and  that  a  Ferry  mould  be  kept  for  an  Accommodation 
and  Paffage  over  the  River  Rio  Cobre,  and  the  Bridge  kept  in  Repair:  For  the 
Encouragement  of  lb  good  and  neceffary  a  Work,  it  was  thereby  inter  alia  enact- 
ed, That  the  faid  William  Peete,  his  Heirs  and  Affigns,  were  by  that  Act  im- 
powered  and  authorized,  for  the  Space  of  Fourteen  Years  from  the  pafling  of 
that  Act,  to  aik,  demand,  and  receive,  as  a  Duty  and  Toll  for  the  tranfporting  of 
any  Perfon  over  the  faid  River,  when  neceffary ;  and  for  the  Paffage  of  any  Per- 
fon,  Cattle,  Mules,  Sheep,  Hogs,  or  other  Stock,  through  the  Turnpike  there- 
in mentioned,  on  or  along  the  faid  Road,  the  following  Toll  or  Duty,  viz.  For 
every  grown  horned  Beaft,  Seven  Pence  Half-penny  ;  for  every  Horfe,  Seven  Pence 
Half-penny ;  for  Sheep,  Goats,  and  Hogs,  Five  Shillings Score,  and  fo  in  Pro- 
portion for  a  greater  or  leffer  Number  j  for  a  Coach,  Chariot,  or  FourWheel  Chaife, 
with  Four  or  Six  Horfes,  Coachman,  Port illion,  and  Footman,  at  the  Rate  of 
Seven  Pence  Half-penny  for  each  Horfe ;  and  for  a  Two  Wheel  Chaife  and  Horfe 
or  Horfes  Fifteen  Pence  j  and  for  a  Wain  or  Cart,  including  Cattle  and  Carmen, 
Seven  Pence  Half-penny  for  e  xh  Beaft  ;  and  for  every  Perfon  that  fhall  be  ferried 
over  Seven  Pence  Half-penny :  And  whereas  the  Term  for  which  the  faid  Toll

top  any  Tree  (other  than  and  except  Timber  or  Fruit  Trees)  or  Bufhes  growing 
in  the  faid  Road,  or  on  the  Banks  or  Hedges  adjacent  thereto,  and  take  and  car- 
ry away  the  fame :  Provided,  That  whenever  it  {hall  be  thought  neceflary 
by  the  faid  Truftees,  or  any  Seven  of  them,  to  turn  any  Water,  or  make  any 
new  Drains,  the  fame  mall  be  by  the  faid  Truftees  carried  and  conducted  in  the 
moft  proper  and  effectual  Manner  into  fome  River,  to  prevent  as  much  as  poffible 
any  Prejudice  to  Lands  of  any  private  Perfon. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  it  fhall  and 
may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  faid  Surveyor  or  Surveyors,  and  fuch  Perfon  and 
Perfons  as  they  {hall  appoint,  by  Order  of  the  faid  Truftees,  or  any  Three  or 
more  of  them,  to  make  or  caufe  to  be  made  Caufeways,  and  to  cut  and  make 
Drains  through  any  Grounds  lying  contiguous  to  the  faid  Road,  and  to  repair  and 
fuftain  fuch  Bridges  as  are  already  built  on  the  faid  Road,  and  to  make  and 
erect  any  other  Arches  or  Bridges  of  Brick,  Timber,  or  Stone,  upon  the  faid 
Road. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  all  Penalties 
and  Forfeitures  by  this  Act  impofed  or  incurred,  touching  which  no  other  Pro- 
vifion  is  by  this  Act  made,  {hall  be  recovered  and  levied  by  Diftrefs  and  Sale  of 
the  Offenders  Goods  and  Chattels,  by  Warrant  or  Warrants  under  the  Hands 
and  Seals  of  Two  or  more  of  his  Majefty's  Juftices  of  the  Peace  of  or  for  the  Pre- 
cinct where  the  Offence  fhall  happen  ;  which  Warrant  or  Warrants  the  faid  Juf- 
tices are  hereby  impowered  and  required  to  iffue,  upon  the  Information  of  one  or 
more  credible  Witnefs  or  Witneffes  upon  Oath  (which  Oath  the  faid  Juftices  are 
hereby  impowered  and  required  to  adminifter  without  Fee  or  Reward)  and  the 
Penalties  and  Forfeitures  when  recovered,  after  rendering  the  Overplus  (if  any  be) 
upon  Demand,  to  the  Party  or  Parties  whofe  Goods  or  Chatties  mail  be  fo  diftrained 
and  fold,  the  Charges  of  fuch  Diftrefs  and  Sale  being  firft  deducted,  fhall  go  and 
be  applied  and  laid  out  (if  not  otherwife  applied  or  difpofed  of  by  this  Act)  for  and 
towards  amending  the  faid  Road  hereby  intended  to  be  repaired. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  Right,  In- 
tereft  and  Property  of  the  Turnpike  and  Toll-houfe,  which  {hall  be  erected  by 
virtue  hereof,  {hall  be  vefted  in  the  Truftees  appointed  or  to  be  appointed  to 
put  this  Act  in  Execution ;  and  that  they,  or  any  Three  or  more  of  them,  at  any 
of  their  publick  Meetings,  {hall,  and  they  hereby  have  Power  to  difpofe  of  the 
faid  Turnpike  and  Toll-houfe  as  they  {hall  think  proper,  and  to  bring  Actions, 
and  prefer  Bills  of  Indictments  againft  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  who  mall  fteal,  take 
away,  break  down,  or  fpoil  the  fame,  or  any  of  them. 

X.  And  be  it  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  this  Act,  and  all  the 
Tolls,  Duties,  and  Powers  hereby  granted  and  given,  {hall  take  Place  from 
and  immediately  at  and  after  the  Expiration  of  the  faid  Term  of  Fourteen  Years 
granted  in  the  faid  Tolls  and  Duties  to  the  faid  William  Peete  by  the  before  re- 
cited Act ;  and  fhall  continue  and  be  in  Force,  and  be  paid  from  thence,  for  and 
during  the  Term  of  Nine  Years. 
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XI.  Provided  alfo,  and  be  it  farther  enacted  and  declared  by  the  Authority  1749- 
aforefaid,  That  fuch  of  the  Truftees  appointed  or  to  be  appointed  to  put  this  Act  *— — v- 
in  Execution,  as  is,  are,  or  fliall  be,  in  the  Commiffion  of  the  Peace  for  any  of  the  Truftees  may 
Precincts  thro' which  the  Road  aforefaid  leads,  fuch  Truftee  and  Truftees  (hall  and  ^e  ■fur" 
may  act  as  a  Juftice  or  Juftices  of  the  Peace  within  their  refpective  Jurifdictions, 

for  the  effectual  putting  in  Execution  the  feveral  Authorities  and  Powers  given 
in  and  by  this  prefent  Act,  notwithftanding  fuch  Juftice  or  Juftices  is  or  fliall  be 
a  Truftee  or  Truftees  as  aforefaid  ;  and  for  continuing  a  fufficient  Number  of  fit 
Perfons  to  be  Truftees  for  putting  this  Act  in  Execution. 

XII.  Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  in  cafe  any  Truf-  On  Vacan- 
tee  or  Truftees,  appointed  or  to  be  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  (hall  die,  orcies»^ow 
be  abfent  from  this  Ifland  for  the  Space  of  Two  Years,  or  fliall  refufe  to  act  in  fta7i  be  cho-* 
the  Truft  repofed  in  him  or  them ;  then  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  fen. 

any  Seven  or  more  of  the  remaining  Truftees,  at  a  General  Meeting  aftembled 
by  any  Writing  or  Writings,  or  Entry  in  their  Book  or  Books  of  Orders  under 
their  Hands,  to  nominate,  elect,  and  appoint  in  the  Room  of  fuch  Truftee  or 
Truftees  fo  deceafed,  abfent,  or  refufing  to  act  as  aforefaid,  fome  other  fit  Per- 
fon  or  Perfons  .to  be  joined  with  the  Truftees  appointed  to  put  this  Act  in  Exe- 
cution} and  all  the  Powers  and  Trufts  hereby  repofed  in  them,  and  all  and  every 
fuch  Perfon  and  Perfons  fo  to  be  nominated,  elected,  and  appointed  as  aforefaid, 
fliall  and  may,  and  he  and  they  is  and  are  hereby  impowcied  to  act,  and  to  do 
to  all  Intents  and  Purpofes  in  as  full,  large,  and  ample  Manner  as  any  Truftee 
or  Truftees  is  and  are  impowered  to  do  by  virtue  of  this  Act. 

XIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  Truf-  Meetings  of 
tees  aforefaid,  or  any  Seven  or  more  of  them,  fhall  meet  together  at  the  Houfe  J/^663 
of  William  Peete,  Efquire,  commonly  called  the  Perry,  on  or  before  the  Thirtieth 

Day  of  Ju?ie  next  enfuing,  and  fhall  then  adjourn  themfelves  j  and  fhall  after- 
wards meet  there  or  at  any  other  Place  or  Places,  near  the  faid  Road  fo  to  be 
repaired  as  aforefaid,  as  the  Truftees,  or  any  Three  or  more  of  them,  fliall  think 
proper  or  convenient,  as  often  as  it  fliall  be  neceflary  for  putting  this  Act  in  Execu- 
tion :  And  if  it  (hall  happen  that  there  fliall  not  appear  at  any  Meeting,  which 
fliall  be  appointed  by  the  faid  Truftees,  a  fufrlcient  Number  of  them  to  act  at 
fuch  Meeting,  and  to  adjourn  to  any  other  Day,  then,  in  fuch  cafe,  the  Clerk  to 
the  faid  Truftees,  by  Notice  in  Writing  under  his  Hand,  to  be  fixed  on  the  Turn- 
pike-Gate, to  be  erected  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  at  leaft  Ten  Days  before  the  next 
Meeting,  fliall  appoint  the  faid  Truftees  to  meet  at  the  Houfe  where  the  laft: 
Meeting  of  the  iVid  Truftees  was  appointed  to  be  held,  on  that  Day  Three 
Weeks  on  which  fuch  laft  Meeting  of  the  faid  Truftees  was  appointed  to  be  held; 
and  that  the  faid  Truftees,  at  their  firft  and  all  their  fubfequent  Meetings,  fliall 
defray  their  own  Charges  and  Expences. 

XIV.  And  to  the  End  that  no  Difputes  may  arife,  touching  the  Application  Toll-Money 
of  the  Money  arifing  by  the  Tolls  by  this  Act  granted  ;  be  it  declared  and  |°  tbhee  Repair 
enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  faid  Truftees  for  putting  this  Act  of  the  Road, 
in  Execution,  or  any  Three  or  more  of  them,  fliall  order  and  direct,  that  all 

the  Money  arifing  or  to  arife,  and  be  collected,  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  at  the  faid 
Turnpike,  fliall  be  laid  out  and  applied  in  amending  and  rep^'ring  the  faid  Road, 
and  maintaining  a  Ferry- Boat  on  the  Rio  Cobre>  and  repairing  the  feveral  Bridges 
on  the  faid  Road. 

XV.  Provided,  and  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  Piovifo. 
if  any  Action  or  Suit  fliall  be  commenced  againft  any  Perfon  or  Perfons,  for  any 
Thing  done  in  purfuance  of  this  Act,  in  every  fuch  Cafe  the  Action  or  Suit  fliall 

be  brought  within  Six  Months  next  after  the  Facts  committed,  and  not  after- 
wards ;  and  fliall  be  commenced  and  profecuted  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judi- 
cature of  this  Ifland,  and  not  elfewhere  j  and  the  Defendant  or  Defendants,  in  fuch 
Action  or  Suit  to  be  brought,  fliall  and  may  plead  the  General  Iflue,  Not  Guilty, 
and  give  this  Act  and  the  fpecial  Matter  in  Evidence  at  any  Trial  to  be  had ;  and 
that  the  fame  was  done  in  purfuance  and  by  Authority  of  this  Act :  And  if  the 
fame  fliall  appear  fo  to  be  done,  or  fuch  Action  or  Suit  fliall  be  brought  after  the 
Time  before  limited  for  bringing  the  fame,  as  aforefaid  ;  then  the  Jury  fliall  find 
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'  1749.  for  the  Defendant  or  Defendants ;  and  upon  fuch  Verdict,  or  if  the  Plaintiff  or 
<— ~v — -1  Plaintiffs  {hall  become  non-fuited,  or  difcontinue  his  or  their  Action,  after  the 
Defendant  and  Defendants  fhall  have  appeared ;  or  if  upon  Demurer,  Judgment 
mail  be  againft  the  Plaintiff  or  Plaintiffs,  the  Defendant  and  Defendants  fhall  and 
may  recover  treble  Cofts,  and  have  fuch  Remedy  for  the  fame  as  any  Defendant 
or  Defendants  hath  or  have  in  any  Cafes  in  Law. 

XVI.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  this  Act  fhall 
be  deemed,  adjudged,  and  taken  to  be  a  publick  Act,  and  to  be  judicially  taken 
Notice  of  as  fuch  by  all  Judges,  Juftices,  and  other  Perfons  whatsoever,  without 
fpecially  pleading  the  fame. 

An  AB  to  infliSi  further  and  other  Punijhments  on  runaway  Slaves, 
and  fuch  as  jhall  entertain  them. 

Act  159.  TTTHEREAS  great  Numbers  of  Negroe  and  other  Slaves  have  of  late 
V V    run  away  from  the  Service  of  their  Owners  or  Employers,  and  have  taken 
Shelter  in  the  Towns  or  other  Places ;  and  whereas,  by  their  long  and  frequent 
Defertion,  great  Encouragement  is  given  to  others  to  follow  their  Example, 
which  may  prove  of  dangerous  Confequence  to  this  Ifland,  if  not  timely  prevent- 
ed ;  and  whereas  the  Punifhments  hitherto  inflicted  by  Law  for  fuch  Offences 
have  not  proved  effectual :  In  order  therefore  to  remedy  the  like  Inconveniencies 
for  the  future,  and  to  deter  others  from  running  away,  and  alfo  to  prevent  their 
being  harboured  or  entertained,  may  it  pleafe  your  moft  Excellent  Majcfty,  that 
it  may  be  enacted  j  be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council,  and  Af- 
fembly  of  this  your  Majefty's  Ifland  of  'Jamaica^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
Authority  of  the  fame,  That  every  Negroe  or  other  Slave,  of  the  Age  of  Eigh- 
teen Years,  or  upwards,  born  in  this  Ifland,  or  that  has  been,  or  fhall  be  import- 
ed into  this  Ifland,  and  that  hath,  or  fhall  refide  in  the  fame  for  the  Space  of  three 
Punifomentof  Years  after  fuch  Importation,  that  fhall  run  away,  or  abfent  him  or  herfelf  from 
away  six*1     ^e  ^erv'ce  °f*  his  or  her  Owner  or  Employer,  without  the  Confent  of  fuch  Owner 
Months.       or  Employer,  for  the  Space  of  fix  Calendar  Months,  fhall  be  tried  in  fuch  Man- 
ner and  Form  as  other  Slaves  in  this  Ifland  are  ufually  tried  for  capital  Offences ; 
and  on  due  Proof  and  Conviction  thereof  fhall  fuffer  Death,  or  fuch  other  Punifh- 
ment  as  fhall  be  inflicted  by  the  Juftices  and  Freeholders,  or  the  major  Part  of 
them,  one  of  which  to  be  a  Juftice. 
Provifo.  II.  Provided  always,  and  it  is  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning  of  this  Act,  That 

no  Owner  or  Owners  of  any  fuch  runaway  Negroe,  or  other  Slave,  who  may  be 
convicted  and  fuffer  Death,  as  aforefaid,  fhall  be  paid  the  Value  of  fuch  Negroe 
or  other  Slave,  but  that  the  Lofs  thereof  fhall  fall  upon  the  Owner  of  fuch  Ne- 
groe or  other  Slave  j  any  Thing  in  this  Act  contained,  or  any  Law,  Cuftom,  or 
Ufage  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding.

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  Secretary 
of  this  Ifland  do  caufe  this  Act  forthwith  to  be  printed,  and  Twenty  Copies  there- 
of fent  to  the  Cujlos,  or  Chief  Magiftrate,  of  the  refpective  Parifhes  of  this  Ifland, 
who  are  to  take  the  molt  effectual  Method  of  making  it  publick.

ating the  aforefaid  Lands,  together  with  fuch  future  Grants  as  (hall  be  made  of 
the  fame  to  the  refpective  Leffees  and  Proprietors  thereof,  and  their  Heirs  in  Fee, 
under  the  feveral  Limitations  and  Restrictions  herein  after  mentioned,  will  be  the 
moft  probable  Means  of  well- fettling  and  peopling  the  faid  Bath  Lands,  and  the 
Town  laid  out  and  intended  to  be  built  on  the  fame ;  be  it  enacted  by  the  Go-

or  Leafes  mentioned  j  as  alfo  to  all  and  every  other  Perfon  and  Perfons  who  fhall 
or  may  hereafter  apply  for  any  future  Grant  or  Grants  of  the  faid  Lands,  or  any 
Part  thereof ;  and  that  fuch  Grant  fo  made  mail  enure,  to  all  Intents  and  Pur- 
pofes,  to  them  and  their  Heirs  and  Afligns  ;  any  Law  to  the  contrary  in  any  wife 
notwithstanding.

ing or  refufing,  fhall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  deemed  to  have  forfeited  his  or

fome  Explanation  fully  anfwer  the  fame :  And  whereas  the  laid  Act  will  foon  ex- 
pire, we  therefore,  your  Majetty's  moft  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects  the  Governor, 
Council,  and  Aflembly  of  this  your  Majetty's  Ifland,  do  humbly  beieech

Pyracies,  and  other  Offences  committed  by  Slaves  on  the  High  Seas,  may  go  un- 
punifhed :  For  Remedy  whereof,  we  your  Majefty's  mod  dutiful  and  loyal  Sub- 
jects, the  Governor,  Council,  and  Affembly  of  this  your  Majefty's  Ifland  of 
Jamaica,  do  molt  humbly  befeech  your  Majefty  that  it  may  be  enacted;  be  it 
therefore  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  That  when  any  slaves  to  be 
Negroe,  or  other  Slave  or  Slaves,  fhall  be  tried  for  any  Murder,  Robberies,  py_  admitted  Byi- 
racies,  or  other  Offences  upon  the  High  Seas,  already  committed,  or  hereafter  to  outOath.Wf.

the  laid  Juftice ;  any  Law,  Cuftom,  or  Ufage  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

V  .  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  any  Mafter  or 
Mailers  or  Ships,  or  other  VefTels,  or  any  other  Perfon  or  Perfons  importing  into 
this  Illand,  from  that  Part  of  Great  Britain  called  England,  any  good  found  Stone 
Iloi  lc,  or  Mare,  of  the  Altitude  or  Height  of  Fifteen  Hands,  to  be  meafured  as  Bounty  for 
aforefaid,  and  not  exceeding  the  Age  of  Five  Years,  fhall  have  and  receive  of  |^rp°r^res 
and  from  the  Receiver-General  of  this  Illand,  a  Bounty  or  Sum  of  Ten  Pounds  y£ 
current  Money  of  this  Ifland,  as  an  Encouragement  for  importing  of  every  fuch 
Horfe  or  Mare  j  which  faid  Bounty  mail  be  allowed  to  the  faid  Receiver-General 
out  of  any  Money  in  his  Hands  unappropriated. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  if  any  Perfon 

or  Perfons  within  this  Illand,  hath  or  {hall  breed  any  Horfe  or  Mare,  that  is  or  ^  nddfor 
fhall  be  of  the  Altitude  or  Height  of  Fourteen  Hands  and  a  Half,  at  Three  Years  ^m™^ 
old,  or  under,  and  which  is  not  yet  of  that  Age,  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  fhall 
have  and  receive  the  Sum  of  Ten  Pounds,  as  a  Reward  for  each  of  the  faid  Horfes 
or  Mares,  to  be  paid  by  the  Receiver-General,  upon  producing  a  Certificate  un- 
der the  Hands  and  Seals  of  any  Two  of  his  Majefty's  Juftices  of  the  Peace  j  who 
are  hereby  impowered  and  required  to  caufe  the  faid  Horfes  or  Mares,  upon  fuf- 
ficient  Proof  before  them  made  of  the  Breed  and  Age  of  the  fame,  and  that  the 
Bounty  by  this  Act  given  hath  not  been  already  allowed,  to  be  meafured,  as  afore- 
faid ;  and  to  grant  fuch  Certificates  accordingly. 

VII.  Provided,  That  fuch  Breed  fhall  not  proceed  from  any  Horfe  or  Mare  Provifo.: 
imported  from  Ireland,  or  from  his  Majefty's  Northern  Colonies.    Which  faid

Heats,  under  fuch  Rules  and  Regulations  as  is  ufually  at  Races  in  Great  Britain^ 
by  any  ftoned  Horfes,  or  Mares,  carrying  Ten  Stone  each,  Fourteen  Pounds  to 
the  Stone ;  and  that  no  ftoned  Horfe,  or  Mare,  fhall  be  fuffered  to  win  more  than 
one  of  the  faid  Purfes :  Which  faid  Sum  of  One  hundred  Piftoles  fhall  annually 
be  paid  and  allowed  to  the  faid  Receiver-General,  out  of  any  Money  in  his  Hands 
unappropriated  j  and  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  of  this  Ifland  for  the; 
Time  being,  or  fuch  Perfon  as  he  fhall  appoint,  fhall  be  Judge  of  the  faid  Race. 

IX.  And  be  it  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  Secretary  of  this 
Ifland  caufe  this  Act  to  be  printed,  and  fix  Copies  thereof  to  be  delivered  to  each 
Member  of  the  Council  and  AfTembly,  and  fix  Copies  to  the  Cufios  or  Chief  Ma- 
gistrate of  each  Parifh  in  this  Ifland,  to  be  by  them  promulgated  according  to  their 
beft  Difcretions,  the  Charge  whereof  fhall  be  paid  him  by  the  Receiver-General, 
out  of  any  Money  in  his  Hands  unappropriated. 

X.  And  be  it  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  this  Act,  and  every  This  Aft  to 
Claufe  or  Matter  therein  contained,  fhall  be  and  continue  in  full  Force  and  Vir-  ^'J^rce 
tue  for  the  Term  of  Ten  Years,  from  the  pafling  hereof,  and  from  thence  to  the 

End  of  the  then  next  Seflion  of  AfTembly.

Jago  de  la  Vega,  through  the  Savannah  to  the  Foot  of  the  Red 
Hills  leading  to  Guanaboa  in  the  Parijh  of  St.  John;  and  toim- 
power  and  oblige  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Parijh  of  St.  Thomas  in 
the  Vale  to  mend  and  keep  in  Repair  the  Road  from  the  Town  of 
St.  Jago  de  la  Vega,  through  the  Savannah,  to  a  Place  called  the 
Angels,  in  the  Parijh  of  St.  Catherine,  leading  to  the  faid  Parifh 
of  St.  Thomas  in  the  Vale;  and  for  impowering  and  obliging  the 
yuflices  and  Veflry  of  the  Pari /Id  of  Clarendon  to  open  and  re- 
pair a  Road  of  Commwiication  from  George  Maddox'j  Plantati- 
on^ near  Old  Woman's  Savannah  in  the  faid  Parifh  0/*  Clarendon, 
to  the  V ale  of  Luidas  in  the  Parijh  of  St.  John. 

Act  176.  \  \  J  HE  R  E  A  S  the  Road  from  the  Town  of  St.  Jago  de  la  Vega,  through 
V  V    the  Savannah,  to  the  Foot  of  the  Red  Hills  leading  to  Guanaboa,  is  often 
in  a  ruinous  and  founderous  Condition,  fo  as  to  be  impaffable  for  the  Carriage  of 
Goods,  and  dangerous  even  to  Paffengers  on  Horfeback  j  and  whereas  the  faid 
Road  is  in  the  Parifh  of  St:  Catherine ;  and  whereas  that  Part  of  the  Parifh  of  St. 
Catherinei  through  which  the  faid  Road  leads,  is  not  furnifhed  with  Negroes 
fufficient  to  mend  and  repair  the  fame :  We  therefore  your  Majefty's  mod  dutiful 
and  loyal  Subjects,  the  Governor,  Council,  and  Affembly  of  this  your  Majefty's 
Ifland  of  'Jamaica,  do  moft  humbly  befeech  your  Majefty,  that  it  may  be  enacted;

Court  of  Judicature  of  this  Mand,  wherein  no  Protection  or  Wager  of  Law  fliall

WHEREAS  the  Aft  entituled,  An  AB  for  fettling  the  Militia,  is  found  Act  177? 
by  Experience  to  be  greatly  defective,  and  by  no  Means  adequate  to  the 
Service  for  which  it  was  defigned,  whereby  fome  further  Regulations  are  necef- 
fary  to  reftore  it  to  its  antient  Difcipline,  on  which  the  Honour  and  Service  of  his 
Majefty,  and  the  Prefervation  of  our  Lives  and  Fortunes  fo  greatly  depend  :  May 
it  pleafe  your  moft  Excellent  Majefty,  that  it  may  be  enacted  ;   be  it  therefore 
enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council,  and  AfTembly  of  this  your  Majefty 's  Ifland  of 
Jamaica,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  That  no  Perfon 
whatfoever,  from  Fifteen  to  Sixty  Years  of  Age,  mall  for  the  future  remain  un-      J^JJj  6o 
lifted  under  the  Captains  in  their  refpective  Places  of  Abode,  in  Foot  or  Horfe,  to  remain  uri- 
the  Space  of  Six  Weeks,  on  the  Penalty  of  Forty  Shillings,  to  be  levied  by  any  llfted» 
Captain  of  any  Regiment  where  fuch  Perfons  fliall  refide,  by  Warrant  directed 
to  the  Marfhal  of  fuch  Regiment,  or  to  any  Serjeant  or  Corporal  thereof,  in  cafe 
there  fliall  be  no  Regimental  Marfhal  j  and  in  cafe  any  Perfon  remains  unlifted

II.  And  whereas  fun  dry  Officers  who  heretofore  bore  Commiffions,  but  being 
fmce  fupcrfeded  and  reformed,  are  not  inrolled  in  any  Regiment,  and  do  no  Mi- 
litary Duty  ;  in  order  therefore  that  no  Perfons  be  exempted  from  thofe  Services 
which  every  Man  owes  to  his  Prince  and  Country,  be  it  further  enacted  by  the

An  Act  for  the  better  Order  and  Government  of  the  Negroes  be- 
longing to  the  fever  al  Negroe  Towns  \  and  for  preventing  them 
from  pur  chafing  of  Slaves. 

WHEREAS  Diforders  frequently  happen  in  the  feveral  Negroe  Towns, 
for  Want  of  Authority  in  the  Chiefs  or  Commanding  Officers  of  the  Ne- 
groes to  keep  a  proper  Command  over  the  reft  ;  and  becaufe  the  White  Men  who 
refide  amongft  them  are  not  vefted  with  legal  Power  to  punifh  them  j  and  it  be- 
ing neceffary  for  the  retaining  thofe  Negroes  in  their  Duty  and  Obedience,  that 
an  exact  Difcipline  be  obferved,  that  all  Diforders,  Tumults,  and  Disturbance 
amongft  them  be  fuppreffed  on  their  firft  Appearances,  and  the  Authors  and 
Abetters  of  them  brought  to  fpeedy  Punifhment ;  we  your  Majefty's  moft  dutiful 
and  loyal  Subjects,  the  Affembly  of  this  your  Majefty's  Ifland  of  Jamaica,  do 
moft  humbly  befeech  your  Majefty  that  it  may  be  enacted ;  be  it  therefore 
enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council,  and  Affembly  of  this  your  Majefty's  Ifland  of 
Jamaica,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Authority  of  the  fame,  That  from  and 
after  the  paffing  of  this  Act,  every  Negroe  being  refident  in,  or  belonging  to  any 
of  the  Negroe  Towns,  who  fhall  difobey  his  Excellency  the  Governor's  Orders, 
or  excite  others  to  do  the  fame  5  or  fhall  excite,  caufe,  or  join  in  any  Diforder, 
Tumult,  or  Disturbance,  tending  to  break  the  Peace  and  good  Order  of  the  faid 
Towns,  or  any  of  them,  fhall  fuffer  fuch  Punifhment  as  fhall  be  inflicted  by  the 
White  Men  refiding  in  the  Town  to  which  the  Offender  belongs,  and  Four  of 
the  Negroes  of  the  faid  Town,  of  which  the  Chief  or  Commanding  Officer  fhall 
be  one,  not  extending  to  Life. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  declared,  That  his  Excellency  the  Gover- 
nor, or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  Time  being,  may,  by  virtue  of  this  Act, 
have  full  Power  and  Authority  to  grant  Commiffions  to  the  White  Men  and 
Negroes  refiding  in  or  belonging  to  each  of  the  Negroe  Towns,  for  trying  and 
punifhing  fuch  Offenders,  as  aforefaid. 

III.  Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  That  it  fhall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  the  Juftices  and  Freeholders  to  try,  as  Free  Negroes  ufually 
were  tried  and  punifhed  before  the  paffing  of  an  Act,  entituled,  An  AB  for 
making  Free  Negroes,  Indians,  and  Mulattoes,  Evidences  in  all  Caufes  againfl  one 
another  in  all  Courts  of  this  Ifland,  paffed  the  Thirteenth  Day  of  Augujl,  in  the 
Year  of  our  Lord  One  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  forty- eight,  the 
Negroes  belonging  to  the  faid  Negroe  Towns,  for  the  Crimes  or  Of- 
fences herein  before  mentioned,  and  for  all  other  Crimes  and  Offences 
whatfoever  j  any  Law,  Cuftom,  or  Ufage  to  the  contrary  in  any  wife  not- 
withftanding. 

IV.  Provided  alfo,  That  if  any  of  the  Negroes,  as  aforefaid,  fhall,  by  Two  Juf- 
tices and  Three  Freeholders,  or  by  the  White  Men  and  Negroes  commiffioned,  as 
aforefaid,  be  tried  and  acquitted,  or  convicted  of  any  of  the  Crimes  or  Offences 
aforefaid,  fuch  Acquittal  or  Conviction  fhall  be  a  full  Bar  to  any  Proceedings  for 
the  fame  Offence. 

V.  And  whereas  feveral  of  the  Negroes  belonging  to  I'relawny  and  Crawford 
Town,  and  the  other  Negroe  Towns,  have  frequently  left  their  feveral  Towns, 
and  continued  abfent  therefrom  a  considerable  Time  without  the  Leave  of  their 
Commanding-Officer,  or,  having  had  fuch  Leave,  have  not  returned  back  by  the 
Time  prefcribed  to  them,  but  have  rambled  about  in  the  feveral  Parifhes  of  this 
Ifland,  and  been  harboured  and  concealed  in  divers  Places,  whereby  they  have  had 
Opportunities  of  going  among  Slaves  of  the  neighbouring  Plantations,  creating 
Factions  and  Difputes  among  fome,  and  perfuading  and  enticing  others  to  run 
away  from  the  Owners,  contrary  to  the  Articles  upon  which  they  furrendered ; 
which  Practices,  if  not  timely  prevented,  will  not  only  leffen  the  Authority  of 
Colonel  Cudjoe  and  Captain  ^uaw,  and  fuch  others  as  fhall  by  the  Governor  of 
this  Ifland  be  appointed  to  command  them,  but  may  be  attended  with  other  ill 
Confequences :  For  Prevention  of  which  be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Au- 
thority 
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thority  aforefaid,  That  from  and  after  the  pafling  of  this  Act,  every  Negroe,  be-  1751. 
longing  to  atiy  of  the  Negroe  Towns  aforefaid,  who  mall  abfent  him  or  herfelf  -X"V"v-> 
from  the  Town  to  which  he  or  fhe  belongs,  without  Leave  of  the  Commanding-  Negroes  ab- 
Officer  thereof,  fignified  in  Writing  under  the  Hand  of  the  White  Perfon  refiding  Anting  from 
among  them;  or  who,  having  had  Leave,  mail  continue  abfent  therefrom  for  the  'J ows8wfth- 
Space  of  Seven  Days  after  the  Expiration  of  fuch  Leave,  mail,  upon  Complaint  out  Leivc,  to 
made  to  any  Magiftrate  of  the  Parifh  where  he  or  me  happens  to  be  at  that  Time, be  tned' 
be  committed  to  the  Marmal  of  the  Precinct,  to  be  by  him  fent  to  the  Gaol  of 
St.  Jago  de  la  Vega,  in  order  to  be  brought  to  Trial  in  the  faid  Town  for  fuch 
Offence,  before  Two  Juftices  and  Three  Freeholders,  in  the  fame  Form  and 
Manner  as  Free  Negroes  ufually  were  tried  before  the  paffing  of  the  faid  herein 
before  mentioned  Act  j  and  upon  Conviction  of  the  Crime  aforefaid,  the  Juftices 
and  Freeholders,  or  the  major  Part  of  them,  of  which  One  to  be  a  Juftice  of  the 
Peace,  are  herebv  obliged  and  required  to  deprive  the  faid  Offender  of  his  Free- 
dom, and  order  him  or  her  to  be  tranfported  off  this  Ifland  by  the  Receiver-  Upon  Con-

WHEREAS  by  a  Law  paffed  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  thoufand  ^CT  jg„. 
fix  hundred  and  ninety-fix,  entituled,  An  Act  for  the  bettter  Order  and 
Government  of  Slaves,  it  is  therein  enacted,  That  if  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  fhall 
wittingly,  wantonly,  or  bloody-mindedly  kill  a  Negroe  or  Slave,  he,  me,  or  they, 
fo  offending,  being  thereof  convicted  by  Verdict  or  Confeffion  in  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Judicature,  fhall  be  adjudged  guilty  of  Felony  for  the  Firft  Offence, 
and  have  the  Benefit  of  Clergy  j  but  the  Second  Offence  fhall  be  deemed  Mur- 
der, and  the  Offender  fuffer  for  the  faid  Crime  according  to  the  Laws  of  Eng- 
land, Forfeitures  of  Lands,  Tenements,  Goods,  and  Chattels,  only  excepted ; 
which  recited  Part  of  the  faid  Law  not  having  been  found  fufficient  to  deter  Per- 
fons from  committing  fuch  wicked  and  inhuman  Practices :   And  whereas  the 
faid  recited  Part  of  the  faid  Law  is  of  doubtful  Conftruction  ;  for  explaining  the

of  the  Clergy  j  and  fhall  fuffer,  as  a  further  Punifhment,  an  Imprifonment  for  fuch 
Time  as  the  Court,  before  whom  fuch  Offender  fhall  be  tried,  mail  adjudge,  not 
exceeding  Twelve  Months.

Act  184.  \\  J  HERE  A  S  the  Welfare  and  Profperity  of  this  Ifland  and  the  further 
VV  Settling  thereof  depends  greatly  upon  the  Credit,  and  the  enabling  Per- 
fons  to  borrow  Money  on  eafy  Premiums  for  Forbearance  :  And  whereas  nothing 
can  be  more  agreeable  to  Juftice,  and  the  Policy  of  all  wife  Governments,  than 
providing  the  fair  and  honeft  Creditor  a  fafe,  eafy,  and  fpeedy  Remedy  for  re- 
covering his  Money,  and  difcouraging  all  frivolous,  vexatious,  and  dilatory  Pro-

and  reafonable  Acts  in  refpect  to  the  fame,  as  mall  be  required  of  him  by  the  De- 
fendant, and  at  his  the  faid  Defendant's  own  Cofts  and  Charges  j  any  thing  herein 
before  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

XII.  Provided  alfo,  That  nothing  in  this  Act  contained  fhall  extend,  or  beProvifo. 
conftrued  to  extend  to  impeach  the  Right  of  any  Perfon  or  Perfons,  other  than 

the  Defendant  in  fuch  Writs,  or  the  Right  which  any  prior  Incumbrancer  had, 
or  might  have  had,  either  in  Law  or  Equity,  by  virtue  of  any  Lien  on  fuch  Lands; 
but  that  all  and  every  Perfon  or  Perfons  having  fuch  Right  or  Lien,  antecedent  to 
fuch  Judgment  obtained,  fhall  have  the  full  Benefit  thereof ;  any  thing  herein 
contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding :  And  in  cafe  there  are  Two  or  more 
Writs  of  Execution  againft  the  fame  Perfon  of  a  concurrent  Right,  the  MefTuages, 
Plantations,  Lands,  and  Tenements,  fo  to  be  taken  in  Execution,  fhall  be  to  the 
Ufe,  Behoof,  and  Benefit  of  all  and  every  the  Plaintiffs  in  fuch  Executions. 

XIII.  Provided  always,  That  nothing  in  this  Act  fhall  extend,  or  be  con-  Provifo.  j 
ftrued  to  extend,  to  debar  any  Plaintiff  from  the  Benefit  of  the  Writs  of  Execution, 

and  Venditioni  exponas,  and  other  Writs  which  fuch  Plaintiff  is  now  by  Law  in- 
titled  unto,  for  the  Recovery  of  any  Monies  due  to  fuch  Plaintiff,  either  before  or 
after  iffuing  the  Writ  directed  by  this  Act ;  but  fuch  Plaintiff  fhall  be,  and  he  is 
hereby  intitled  to  all  the  Benefits,  Advantages,  and  Remedies,  by  any  Law  now 
in  being,  for  Recovery  of  fuch  Monies,  as  if  this  Act  had  never  been  made. 

XIV.  And  whereas  the  Act  of  the  Governor,  Council,  and  Affembly  of  this  Aittzyre- 
Ifland,  entituled,  An  Act  for  preventing  of Frauds  and  Breaches  of '  Truji,  by  At-rwed' . 
tornies,  or  Agents  of  Perfons  abfent  from  this  IJland,  and  by  cTru/tees,  Guardians, 
Executors  and  Adminifrators,  ailing  for  and  on  the  Behalf  of  Minors,  and  others,  and 

by  Mortgagees  in  Pojfejfion  of  EJiates  ?nortgaged,  and  Sequeflrators  appointed  by  Au- 
thority of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  pafied  the  Twenty-feventh  Day  of  May,  in  the  Year 
of  our  Lord  One  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  forty,  expired  at  the  End  of  that 
Seffion  of  Affembly  which  was  held  in  this  Ifland  in  the  Year  One  thoufand  feven 
hundred  and  forty-four  ;  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  from  and 
after  the  paffing  of  this  Act,  the  aforefaid  Act,  and  every  Claufe,  Article,  Matter, 
and  Thing  therein  contained,  (hall,  and  the  fame  is  hereby  declared  to  be  and  and  made  per- 
ftand  revived,  and  be  perpetual ;  and  that  the  firft  Accounts  of  the  Rents,  Profits,  Petual- 
Produce  and  Proceeds  of  the  feveral  Eftates  and  Premiffes  in  the  faid  Act  men- 
tioned, fhall  be  rendered  and  exhibited  for  the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  thoufand 
feven  hundred  and  fifty-two,  on  or  before  the  Twenty-fifth  Day  of  March,  in  the 
Year  of  our  Lord  One  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fifty-three ;  any  thing  in  the 
faid  Act,  or  any  other  Law,  Cuflom,  or  Ufage  to  the  contrary  in  any  wife  not- 
withftanding. 

XV.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  declared  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  Commiffions 
from  and  after  the  Firft  Day  of  January  next,  which  will  be  in  the  Year  of  our  pfJjJTS? 
Lord  One  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fifty -two,  all  Commiflions  of  Attornies,  reduced  to 
or  Agents  of  Perfons  abfent  from  this  Ifland,  Truftees,  Guardians,  Executors  6  M  Cent- 
and  Adminiftrators,  arifing  from  their  feveral  and  refpective  Receipts,  Payments, 
Tranfactions,  Management  and  Difpofals,  after  that  Time,  of  the  Rents,  Profits, 
Produce,  and  Increafe  of  any  the  Eftates  and  Intereft  for  which  they  are  or  fhall  be 
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175 1.    reflectively"  concerned,  fhall  be,  and  the  fame  is  hereby  reduced  to  Six  Pounds 
l^VN^  per  Cent,  including  the  Factorage,  Commiffion  for  Supplies  made  in  this  Ifland  for 
fuch  real  Estates,  for  which  luch  Perfons  fhall  or  may  be  concerned  ;  and  that 
from  and  after  the  faid  First  Day  of  January  next,  the  Commissions  for  receiving 
and  remitting  of  Monies  lent,  or  remaining  at  Intereft  in  this  Ifland,  and  the  In- 
For  receiving  tei"eft  °f  fuch  Monies  fliall  be,  and  the  fame  is  hereby  declared  to  be,  reduced  to 
and  remitting  Five  Pounds ^vr  Cent,  to  wit,  Two  Pounds  ten  Shillings  for  receiving,  and  Two

the  fame ;  and  fliall  alfo  forfeit  the  whole  Commission  on  fuch  Sums  as  he  fliall 
receive  Commiffions  on,  contrary  to  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning  of  this  Act. 
Provifo.  XVI.  Provided  always,  That  nothing  herein  contained  fliall  extend,  or  be 

construed  to  extend  to  Commiffions  for  the  Sale  of  Negroes,  or  other  Commo- 
dities, fent  to  this  Ifland  from  Great  Britain,  or  elfewhere. 

XVII.  And  whereas,  by  an  Act  of  the  Governor,  Council,  and  Aflembly  of 
Aft  26x1.  X.  this  Ifland,  entituled,  A  fupplemental  and  explanatory  Aft,  pafled  in  the  Year 
XL  repealed.  Df  our  Lord  One  thoufand  fix  hundred  and  eighty-three,  it  is,  among  other 
Things,  enacted,  That  when  any  Sugar,  Ginger,  Annotto,  Indico,  Cocoa,  Cot- 
ton, or  Piemento,  being  the  Production  of  this  Ifland,  fhall  be  taken  upon  Writ 
of  Venditioni  exponas,  the  fame  fliall  be  carried  to  Port  Royal,  at  the  Charge  and 
Rifque  of  the  Defendant,  and  there  be  appraifed  by  the  Church-wardens  for  the 
Time  being;  in  Abfence  of  one  of  the  faid  Church- wardens,  then  by  the  Church- 
wardens prefent,  and  either  of  the  Church-wardens  of  the  foregoing  Year  j  and 
in  Abfence  of  both  the  Church- wardens  for  the  Time  being,  then  by  both  the 
Church-wardens  that  were  for  the  preceding  Year,  the  faid  Church-wardens  be- 
ing firft  fworn  to  appraife  the  faid  Goods  according  to  their  juft  Value,  without 
Favour  or  Affection  to  either  Party  ;  which  Oath  any  one  Juflice  of  the  Peace  is 
hereby  impowered  to  adminifter;  and  the  faid  Goods,  fo  taken  and  appraifed, 
fliall,  by  the  Provofl-Marflial,  be  forthwith  delivered  to  the  Plaintiff  for  fo  much 
Money  as  the  fame  fliall  be  appraifed  at,  which  fliall  be  taken  and  accepted  by

mation, in  any  Court  of  Record  within  this  Ifland  ;  the  fame  to  be  the  one  Half 
to  our  Sovereign  Lord  the  King,  his  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  for  and  towards  the 
Support  of  the  Government  of  this  Ifland,  and  the  contingent  Charges  thereof; 
and  the  other  Half  to  the  Informer,  or  he  that  fhall  fue  for  the  fame  :  Which  faid 
feveral  Claufes  being  found  inconvenient,  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority 
aforefaid,  That  the  faid  Two  feveral  Claufes  herein  before  recited,  and  every  Part, 
Matter,  and  Thing  therein  contained,  be,  and  the  fame  are  hereby  repealed,  an- 
nulled, and  made  void  j  any  thing  therein  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing; and  that  from  and  after  the  paffing  of  this  Act,  no  other  Payment  fliall  be 
Currern  Coin  allowed  and  deemed  a  good  Payment  in  Law,  but  in  current  Coin  of  Gold  or 
niy,  a  good  Silver,  unlefs  in  fuch  Cafes  where  both  Parties  agree  for  Payment  in  Sugars,  or 
'aymeiit  m   0^er  produce  of  this  Ifland,  or  in  Difcharge  of  Debts  contracted  before  the  paf- 
fing of  this  Act.

Cattle,  and  the  Sums  they  were  to  pay,  were  omitted,  to  be  inferted  j  and  over  ' — -v— 
again!?  the  Names  of  fuch  Eftates  and  Perfons  they  (hall  add  the  Number  of 
White  People,  Slaves,  and  Cattle,  fuch  particular  Perfons  and  Eftates  ftand 
charged  within  that  Roll  that  was  iffued  for  that  Quarter  which  begun  in  March, 
in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  forty-nine,  and  ended 
in  "June  the  fame  Year,  being  the  Quarter  immediately  preceding  fuch  Omiflions; 
.and  (hall  charge  the  faid  Eftates  and  Perfons  in  the  faid  Six  Rolls  with  the  feveral 
Sums  of  Money  they  would  be  liable  to  pay  for  Deficiencies,  by  the  Laws  in  Force 
at  the  Times  fuch  Deficiencies  would  have  been  payable ;  and  they,  the  faid  Juf- 
tices  and  Veftry,  and  the  Church-wardens  and  Conftables  of  the  faid  Parifti,  mall 
levy  or  caufe  to  be  levied,  in  the  fame  Manner  that  the  Deficiency-Tax  hath  been 
ufually  levied,  the  Money  due  on  the  faid  Six  Rolls  fo  by  them  to  be  iffued  j  and 
fhall  pay  into  the  Hands  of  the  Honourable  Benjamin  Hume,  Efq;  the  Commifii- 
oner,  or  the  Commifiioner  for  the  Time  being,  on  or  before  the  Firft  Day  of* 
September,  which  will  be  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  thoufand  feven  hundred 
and  fifty-two,  all  and  every  Sum  or  Sums  of  Money  that  mail  be  due  on  the  faid 
Six  Rolls  ;  and  if  any  Juftice,  Veftryman,  Church- warden,  or  Conftable,  fhall 
neglect  his  Duty  herein,  fuch  Juftice,  Veftryman,  Conftable,  or  Church-warden, 
fhall  refpectively  forfeit  the  Sum  of  Two  hundred  Pounds.

Ships,  or  Veflels  of  War,  fhall  be  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Captors;    and,  if  taken  by 
any  other  Officers,  one  Moiety  or  half  Part  thereof  to  be  to  his  Majefty,  his  Heirs 
and  Succeflbrs,  for  and  towards  the  Support  of  the  Government  of  this  Ifland, 
and  the  other  Moiety  thereof  to  the  Informer,  or  him  or  them  that  fhall  fue  for 
the  fame. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  in  cafe  any  Difputes,  how 
Difpute  or  Difference  fhall  arife  touching  the  faid  Sugars,  Rum,  or  Molaflbes,  be-  decided, 
ing  of  the  Growth  of  the  French,  Spanijh,  Dutch,  or  Danijh  Colonies,  and  in- 
tended to  be  imported  into  this  Ifland,  the  Onus  probandi  fhall  lie  upon  the

Trade  of  this  Ifland,  do  carry  empty  Cafks  for  holding,  and  Money  for  purchafing, 
Molaflbes,  Sugars,  and  other  the  Products  of  the  French  Iflands,  which  by 
Means  of  their  Cockets  obtained  here  as  aforefaid,  eafily  enter  into  the  faid  Nor- 
thern Colonies  as  the  Produce  of  this  Ifland ;  for  preventing  of  fuch  pernicious 
Practices  for  the  future,  be  it  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the 
Comptroller  and  Collector  of  his  Majefty's  Cuftoms,  the  Receiver-General,  or 
the  Receiver-General  for  the  Time  being,  or  any  Officers  of  the  Cuftoms  or  Re-

AcT  TTTHEREAS  the  Right,  Title,  and  Intereft  to  Negroe  and  other  Slaves, 
'  VV  anQ"  to  Horfes,  Mules,  Affes,  and  Neat  Cattle,  have  been  and  now  are 
tried  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature,  upon  Writs  of  Replevin  iffuing  out 
of  the  faid  Court :  And  whereas  by  the  Ufage  of  this  Ifland  fuch  Negroe  and 
other  Slaves,  and  fuch  Horfes,  Mules,  Affes,  and  Neat  Cattle,  are  produced  at 
all  Trials,  upon  fuch  Writs  of  Replevin  concerning  them  ;  which  Ufage  by  long 
Experience  hath  been  found  ufeful,  by  Reafon  that  the  Parties  for  whom  Judg- 
ments have  paffed  at  fuch  Trials,  have  had  an  immediate  Benefit  of  the  fame, 
by  a  Delivery  of  the  Thing  contended  for  :  And  whereas  many  Plaintiffs  in  fuch 
Writs  of  Replevin  do,  by  iffuing  fuch  Writs  and  further  Proceffes  thereupon, 
compel  Defendants  to  produce  fuch  Negroe  and  other  Slaves,  and  fuch  Horfes, 
Mules,  Affes,  and  Neat  Cattle,  at  fuch  Supreme  Court ;  and  when  the  fame  are
